MeDonahl ifc C^)., of ilainburg, have 
kindly offorod to pay the transportation of all Mus liimii fnnn thereto 
New York. It is all consigned to care of Mayor Ojidyko, .lolin A, 0., 
Gray, esq., and Frederie Kapp, esip Hi Ims Ijimm) coiiti'ihuted hoi'O 
and in tho neighboring towns by UormanK and Anmricajis who liiivo 
fi’iend.s and relatives in the Union Army, and among lilm con tribiitois 
are oflicers and members of tlie eoui'ts to wiiom 1 am nccrodited. I 
shall forward altogether not less, perhaps, Mian from (),()()() to 10,000 
pounds. I thought it best to advise you of lilm sanm, as you imiy 
know where some of it eaii best be used. Much of it has Imoii picked 
into lint at tho numerous little lint parties held at tln^ houses of tho 
few Americans living hero, though some of it was prepared bofoi’o 
being sent to me. 

Tho late viotoiios in tho AVest have nheered up our desponding 
hearts, and we hope soon to see a ivistoration of Miali glorious old 
Union. I have communicated tho Caet hi Idayor ()i>dyke that I (jonld 
probably'sond him in a few weeks from here, if di^sired, for our Army 
from 20,000 to 30,000 oximrionced yetoran soldiers who have soon

Tlio 
regiment is light infantry, compo.Hod of ton oompanieM of uboul, oiglity- 
six men each, armed with mnskotH, and onieered by white men, 
In organization, drill, for tlio length of tinm it has been in servico, 
disoipUno, and nioralo, this roglinout is not Hurpassed by any white 
regiment in this dopartinont. Sliouhl it over Im» iln good fortune to got 
into action, I liavo no foars but It will win its own way lo the con- 
lidenooof those wlio arc willing to recogni'/o (anirage and inanliood, 
and vindicate tho wiso policy of tho AdmiiiiHimtion in luitting these 
Ihon into tho hold and giving thorn a ohanco (o Hiriko a Idow for the 
country and thoir own liberty. In no rogiinont luive 1 ov<n* Keen duty 
porCormod with so much choorfulnoss and alaerity, and as seiitinolH 
they are peculiarly vigilant. I have never smui in any body of iiien 
such ontliusiasm and doop-soatod devotion to tlndi' ollleej's ns oxistfl 
in this; they will surely go wherever tlioy are ietl; every man is a 
voluntcor and seems fully persuaded of the inipovtaneo of his servico 
to his race. In tho organization of this regiment 1 have labored iintlor 
difflciiltioswliich might havediseouraged one who had less faith in tho 
wisdom of tho measure, but I am glad to report tlial. tlio e.vperlment is 
a complete success. My belief is that wiien we get a> footing on tho 
mainland regiments may bo raised wlvieli will do niortj than any now 
in servico to put an end to this roboiHou, 

I luwo sent the regiment upon an expedition to the coast of Oeorgin, 
tlio result of which I shall report for your infornintion as stion as it 
returns. I liavo tho honor also to report that. I hav(' (ioinnioucod tho 
organization of tho Second liogimont, which is to be conmiandtid by 
Colonel Montgomery.

Sir : Tho attention of Congress wn>s eallod aoiuo months ag'o, through 
tho Secretary of War, liy committeos of onieora of ICngineers and 
Topographical ICngineers to tlio importaiieo of uniting tho two corps, 
and a bill was presented for tliat iiuriioso, Imt failed to pass both 
Houses. Since tluni. a now organization luus boon given to our armies, 
wliicli Hoom.s to require some clumges in tlio bill thou presented. Tlio 
inclosed drafi; of bill soemH well ealcidatod to accomplish tho do.sirod 
object. iVt pi’OHOnft Ihoro aro in our service two distinct branohos of 
(uigdiiGors originally having distinct functions, but many of tlioir duties 
being now common to bo(Ji, I think tho intci'osts of tlio sorvioo will bo 
promoted by uniting tho ICngineors and 'L’oiiographical Fngincers into 
a single oorp.s ol! abovd; tho same niimorical stitmgth. 

From a faulty organization of their coriw, these enginoers, though 
graduating higher in tlioir classes, luivo generally hooii junior in rank 
to those below iiliem at the Militiuy Academy, and hence as largo a 
number as wore permitted have, in tho prosonti war, eagerly ombracod 
the opportunity of obtaming higher promotion in tho volunteers, 
thus depriving their corps of tlioir professional services, so essential 
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t(j ovii‘ military .snoees.s. Ahoiil; otmi-IuiH' oI' (-Iki (iITk^ovs oI' (lorpt 

mipable of taking iho Hold luivo Uiusk<»'<' '•'In llio voiiiiilooi'H, aiul 
tliosG tliat romain, tluMigli ill Uio inosl; l•(•H]>()ll,si!)lo poHiUoiis and 
porfoi'iniiig vory arduous diitios, havo daily to ii tlu^ (^xl-i'cniu’ 
mortification of hoinj? Imlow iioarly ovory oiu; around tlumi of tlioii 
own a,i*c.

Tlic organization proposal by this bill givi's somo iiioroasod ranlt 
to our onginoers, thus oiroHng a soniowhat adtM{tiuio rcwm-iL foi- tludi 
talents and HorvicoH and stimulating thorn torouiaiii in IJm pi'id’onuaiKio 
of their necessary professional labors. 

This organization, is also more in eoiifonnity to the pranl.iee of most 
governments, whieli, approeiatliig tho olovatod (’iiiictioii of engineers, 
confer upon thorn tho advantages of high rank so essential to thoir 
positions in armies, and so liberally eoinpensatod in olvil life, 
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Tlu» foroftoiiiji' will Hliowal. a hijfh rank (Mijoynd by

This bill will givo to ohiof onginoors of our largo armies tho rank 
of colomds; to a rmy corps that of lioutonant-eolonols and majors, and 
to divisions that of (‘.aptains and lioutonatits. 

I havo tnivon tlio liliorty to submit those romarks, ami I undorstjiiid 
that tho Ohiof Ifnginoor, from motivos of dolioaoy, do(diuos to express 
any opinion. u])oti a bill Mdiioh gives him additional rank.

Tlio Houndings sliow a doptii 
of water Hunicimit for vcs.selsof any tonnage; the iioldlng ground is 
oxcelloivt, tlio bottom hoing gmierallyof lino white sand ami shell at 
that part marked on tlm mapasKI Puerto do la Libertad, o.\'(M)ptwhoro 
the ledges of :ro(dc are <*a.reridly laid down, '.riieso rocks are low, flat 
croppings of the bed nxdc, and visible in the water in fair weather. 
The bottom In tlie upper or Oabo do Lobos jiaiiof the bay is sandy in 
parts, gi'avelly in olboj-s, and near the shore eomposed of cobblestones, 
gravel, aiui sand. Ihie sliore is generally sandy and gravelly. The 
banks are low, sandy loam, exi^ojit tlio soutlierii part, whicli consists 
of high bluffs of sand and shell of aboiita iniloaiid aipiarterin length, 
broken by ravines and gulljcs. J^’rom Point iviiio to Oabo do Lobos 
the bay extends about live ami throo-fourtlis miles and has a depth 
of about tiyo miles near the ceiibu’.

I have no 
doubt abiiiidaiHio <taii bo olitainod liy artesian boring. !'’ish in inoro 
abuiidanoo ovoii than at Tai Libortail wore seen inn'o, and in a sniall 
eovo tptlio north worn so<ui about .•!()() seals on tho shore, oiu* of; which 
was killed by one of our party. As at La Libertail al.so we ifonnd 
the earth near the lieaeli nearly ooverod in parts with junnlce stoiio. 
Good bvulding stone is almmlant in the hills, Imt no timbei’; fuel is 
ploiitiful. The first known ol; this bay by tlio iieojile ol! Oahorea was 
in IH'JO or IH'Cl , when tlio Papago Indians dls(;ovorod a wreck 61; a 
voHSol, upon, advice ol; which several parties went to tlio port from 
Cahoi'ca by way ol! tho Alamo Miierto Kaiieho and tho dosenihoipie by 
the beu(di. I have seen no map having anything like a (joi’rect I’opve- 
sentatiou of the bay of Lobos, and none jirevlous to Robinson’s having 
Libertad on at all. Iii the whole dlstrhdiof Altar theine.stconfuHOd 
and uiKhdlnml hleas ex-istml lii regard, to Jjohos Lay, and ^ny guide, 
Antonio Uaniiro/, was the <mly pinwui who gavo mo assnran(5e o:l! 
Ilnding a practieable wagon route, ami lie redeemed his promise. I 
was t(jld hy a person who was at J.»obo8 several times that it was 
impractliialilo to take an empty wagon. I took a half-loaded wagon, 
drawn, by a very jmer team, without tho slighte.st diniciilty, without 
using an a.’c, a spade, or crowbar, or moving any obstniotion in tho 
road, 01' going over a slugle Kuiid-liill. I was assured by parties pro- 
tending to respcuitahility that for sixteen miles tlio route lay over 
mountains ol! sliifting sand-hills. .Sand-hills are seen, Imt none but a 
simpleton wou ld cross them, as they are no mow in a direct route 
than agoixl hard road is. 1 lioxie I Iiave dispersed an illusion and a 
delusion widespreail in ri.^gard to (.ho impracticability of the Lobes and 
Liliei'tad roul.<iH. 'riiis ileliisioa was fostered with great care hy 
parties in and out of Sonora, whose lovo of gain exceeds their love of 
l.rutli and manly honor. It is xiroiim* to say that Lobos is not yet a 
port of entry, not being, as it is kinned in Hoiiora, habilitado. On 
the coast above l.olios Bay are two ostiuiries (osteros) alfording safe 
ancliorago for sinall vessels. Tho first Is botweoii Lobos Bay and ICl 
I)esejnbo(|iio, It is a kind of canal, about 500 yanks long by 150 yards 
wide, luiving live to six feet of water at low tide; it is two longues 
south ol! the de.scinboque, and is well sholtowd from winds. In case 
of the neighboring hills being rich iiimiueral.s this will bo a valuable 
anchorage. Tlio second ostero is at La Saliiui, wliero largo (puintitie.s 
of salt are J’ound. It is lit for small sehoonors only. Fresh water is 
at tho di.stanee of 1,500 yards, witliin ilvoloot of tho surface. Guano 
is got from 8an Isla Jllanco, in tho viciuit3^ Pino wlilto salt is found 
at La Sierra do la Cascarita and La Bicrra dol Tanquo. 

On the morning of tho 2d I arrived on my return at tho Pozo IMor- 
eneho, dosevibod in tho itinorary of this route. There are several

On tho morning of tliodtli of Novemher loft Pitlqiiito and arrived 
same daj' at Altar, tlio capital o.f tho illstriet of tliosanie luvme, situ- 
ated on Iho right bankol: the river. It linHa])opiilation of I ,ond wlthiu 
tliQ town, and, ineluding tho fanns ami litth^ raiielms in the vleinity, 
2,000 in all. Tho extent of lainl umlor eultivatlon hero Is limited. 
Scarcely enough forliome oonsumptlon Is raised. The town is, like 
tho otlioi'H on tho river, built of adobes, tlio houses being wdlh ono 
exception ono story high. The productlonK an^ the siuue as in VlLl- 
qu'ito uiid Caliorea, witli few oxooptloiis. 'i’ln^ water of the river 
(oallcd so by courtesy, I suppose, for ibis only an inHlgnlileaiit rlvulel;) 
aiminishos in volume every year. The rains for man v sensons Iiavo 
boon very light, and many of the springs ami litth^ anineiits to tlio 
river lose tlioinselves in tlio sand. Agrieultural uml otlier ]U'odu(!l.s 
can be obtainod here at saiiu) priiujs ns at Mm oilier towns. 'Hiei'e is 
no dour mill. T^hoixs are, however, ten stortis, two hlimlcHiniiliH, two 
tailors, ono whoolwright, six sllv<n'siniUiH, an old idiureh, ami tho only 
Xwiost in the dlstrlot resUhis here. Itei'o I may say, ra, iximi'iH, that 
everything in tho way oJ! bulldiiigs, millH, wdrlcshops, moeluinioiil 
labor, inq)loinents, &e., is of the mo.st xiriinltlve (loMeription. 'riioiigli 
tho Mexicans have in sucli great iiumhevs from Mils ilistriet boon in 
Onlifornm, they appear to have pwllted liiit lil.Mo Uy the example of 
Amorlcau inochanics ami Amoricau iiuUistry. 'I’ho < llHl.riidi is spai'sely 
scttlou, more from tho fear of the dwuul Apiiclie l.han anything else, 

1 ho country lias boon laid wnsfco niul desolate by tlnme Indlaiis ; cattle 
iiavo boon run off from raiiclms having tens of Miousamls, and lives 
saorifiCQd m numbers to make tho reoital cause one to shuddor. 
Ihoro IS so httlo stock loft now in Sonora that tho Indians are obliged 
to cmno to tho very corrals in the towns iio steal animals. Without 
fcJiG extermination of the Apaches or tlio KetUemont of Houora Jiy a 
ctiltoronji race, the onbiro clepopulalilou and ruhi of the State is oiily 
a question of tune. In former years liorseH, cattle, and sheort wero

ill sncli numbers over’ the whole country that tlio o\viioi‘s had but: a 
yag-ue idea of the numbers tliey possessed. Horses were sold al 65 to 
^10; cattle, §2 to 8;i. Now a good horse of the Sonora stoek, small, 
iiglj', but of the most surprising endurance, costa $100. The moun- 
tains surrounding Altar are Camcro Range, to the east two or three 
miles distant; tlirough this sierra there is a pass to La Magdalona, 
riigliest point of the Sierra del Chino, thirteen miles, south 20 degrees 
east; Sierra del Chanate, fifteen to eighteen miles westerly. The 
prefect, Don Jose Maria Redondo, lives in Altar. He politely gave 
me letters to the presidents of Pitiquito and Caliorca, instructing tliem 
to atTorcl mo every facility possible in tlie pcrforiiiaiice of my duties, 
and to furnish guides free of charge. From the j)rincipal people of 
Altai*, as well as of the otlun* towns, we received proofs of friendaliip 
and hospitality, though tlioir eouiitr^' has been cursed with the pvc.souco 
of straggling bands of vagabond Americans and others speaking tlie 
Knglish language, mistaken for Americans, who arc not only a disgrace 
to t.heniselvGS, but to the Anglo-Saxon race. The prefect had issued 
instructioii.s to the authorities on the river at Oquitva, K1 Atil, Tuba- 
tama, and Sario to reiiair roads and make now ones whore necessary 
on tho route to Tucson by the river. 

On tho morning of tho Otli started for Oqiiitva, a small town of 500 
inhabitants, six miles and a fifth, nortli 25 degrees cast of Altar, on 
tho right bank of tho river. This is entirely an agricnltural popula- 
tion. Tlio harvest of wheat Is 5,000 fanogas, about 2,000 of com, some 
barley, and beans. Barley is sown in larger quantities this year. The 
usual fj’iiits, stigar-cano, tobacco, «fcc. Tlie river bottom is very fertile, 
and yields prolific Iiarvo.sts wliero the soil is irrigated. Here arc four 
flour mills, having each one run of stones. Thoi*o is a good deal of 
water power hero. It is very favorably situated for manufactories. 
Tho town Is surrounded by lulls, barren, bleak, and said to bo mineral. 
Fuol Is abundant, and in the immcdijite vicinity. Beef-cattle and 
gracing scarce. Tlici’e is a church. No stores or mechanics. The 
prosidonto do la muuicipalidad i.s Hasilio Caballero. 

At 2 p. m. same day arrived at ICI Atil, a village eleven miles and 
two-thirds from Oqnitva, on thoriver. Itcoiitains about 100 inhabitants 
(Indians), \vitli tho exception of five or six Mexican families. There 
i a coiisiderablo good arablo land under cultivation here, yielding annu- 
ally of wheat 7,000 fanegas, 1,000 to 2,000 fanogas of corn, and some 
barley. Of tlie latter, as in other pueblos, more than usual has been 
sown this season, and for the same reason. There is .some water 
.power here also, tlie only flour inill, belonging to Don Miguel Zepeda, 
being xiropolled by water. There is an old churcli hero. There are 
310 stoves or ineciinnics; but very few cattle or stock of any kiud. 
Abundaiico of corn fodder and grain can bo had hero tor trains at tho 
usual lu'ices. Don Manuel Hugues is the juoz local, and only author- 
ity In El Atil. The counti’y is more open here. Thei*o is considerable 
graying also, and fuel at liand. The sierras in tho viciiiit}’’ and view 
are Santa Teresa, five miles noi’theast, said to be rich in eopiier; El 
Carrisnl, a range running oast and west, nearest point six to nine 
inilos distant, northerly; El Atil, a small hill half a mile south. 

On the morning of the 7th started for Tuhatama, a town of 800 
inhabitants. It is entirely surrounded bj’^ hills, and stands upon a 
knoll seventy-five to eighty-five feet high on the left bank of the Altar 
Rlvor, the bottom lands of wliich are here extremely fertile and well 
cultivated, under corn,- wheat, sugai’-cane, tobacco, beans, some bar- 
ley, the various vegetables and fniits of this latitude. The annual

'Tim sii'rrns hi 
view from the top of the church arc: 

El Carrisal.two leagues northwi^st; K1 Sombrnrotiilo, a iioiiical hill

.submit the following I'oport coJicerniiig tlie Provost-Marshal-Genorars 
Jhiroaii orgaui/ed by Goneral Ovdora, No. 140, of 1802. 

Tins time which lias olaiwed sliiccj tlio oialor was issued has only 
ficrvod to hIiow more conclusively than over the noco.ssity of some 
vigorous and offeotive moasuros for ariusting and returning to the 
Horvice .stragglers and dosdriiers from the Army. 

Their iiuml)er is coiitiiinally increasing, and tliolr inflnonco on tho 
Army and the community Is becoming every day more injurious, not 
only ixulucing the forces in tho held and exciting discontent througli- 
ou(; t!uj eovmtry) but tending greatly to bring into contempt tlio 
iiiithorlty ()L‘ the Govci'iummt. Desertion is no longer regarded as a 
orhuo among tlio (dasH of men who aro guilty of it, but has come to be 
(sonHiderod as only an export method of obtaining money by bounties 
Hiul liire as sul>stitutOH. 

Th<^ sy.stem established by General Owlers, No. 140, lias certainly 
failed, lii a great nieasin’e, to eitcct its intended object. 

TJi is may l)c owing to defects in th(5 plan, but I respectfully suggest 
tliat It may be otlierwise accounted for, and I beg leave here to state 
soiiKi of tlu5 causes which appear to mo to liavo produced its failure. 

Tli(i first 011(5 is (ho msuiiitJioiit number of special provast-nianshals. 

It l.s Huppo.sed that mor(5 than 100,000 persons aro now absent from 
tli(5 Army who ought to ho on duty in it. 

I'o jLrr(5Ht and s(5nd back so largo a number Is a work of no ordinary 
magnitude, and the moans for accomplishing it should bo cominen- 
siiralo with its extent. Tho expcn.se is doubtless an important con- 
Hidemtion, but wlu'u compared with the imxiortanco of tho work it 
oiigbti not to lie an obstacle. It should be done at any iioce.ssary oo.st. 
I am still of the oihnioii that one special provost-marshal to oacli 
tioiigrcMsioiial district is not too many. It Avould save tho iicceasity 
of M.ppoiiiting (leiniticH, and bring the oiitii'e system more directly 
under tho control of tho olll(;o at Washington. 

Tho second caus(5 of failure in the phvii is tho lack of certainty in 
tlio compensation of tlieso officei’s. Tlioir jiay should be fixed, and 
the time and inannor of payment should be definitely arranged. With- 
out tlii.s tiioy cannot take that interest in the service which will secure 
oliicioncy.

Sir: Rospooting- tlio nuiubov of fvoo colored poi-sons in tho Unitod 
States of tho urmH-boavlii^^ ago, I havo tho honor to submit tabular 
stjitoinonte,^ liorowitli accompanying, wliich show tlio number of such 
persons ol mgliku'n jind uudor forty-ilvo, and hypotliotically tlio propor- 
tion In tiio fj’ooStattJs wliich may bo supposod available from this popu* 
latlon upon tho datji furiiishod by the number of wliito persons who 
uivo outoyed the military .service from tlio various States and Torri- 
1 if“ imnibor of colored persons in tho free Status 

physically ({onditioiicd to boararms is loss in agivon population than tho 
number of whites, f r<)m the fact that tlio fi'co colored popnljition in tlio 
North Is iiuido to hold its numbers by supply from tlio Soutli ratlior tlian 
by tlmt natural inortmse from generation incident to good cojiditions. 
Ihis view is sustained by tho current reports on mortality, wliioh in 
many instanoes prove tho number of deaths among tho free oolorud 
to bo greater than tho birtlis. Tho increase among this population in 
MassaehuselitH from IS-tO to 18/)0 was le.ss than n per cent., and from 
1800 to 1800 less than 0 per (iont. In Maine and Now Hampshire, Ver- 
mont and N(5W York they havo actually decreased, which fact, taken 
m eonnoetKm with tho small aggregate iiieimse of 12 i)or cent., North 
and South, in (;eu years from all causo.s, iirovos beyond question that 
tho race would not Jidvanco in the Northern States but by artiAcial 
conditions, and tluit physically it is under its pi*osont oiroumstancos 
neither equal to tho slave nor free iioimlation. 

In my opinion tho number of the free coloi’od population has always 
boon overestinijitod from tho fact of their coiicontration in cities and 
largo towns and their employment in outdoor avocations, whereas if 
employed In factories and trades and on farms they would oseapo 
observation and bo almost lost sight of. I am equally coiivincccl that 
wJiiio climate has much to do with tlioir physical condition, tlioir gon- 
eral mode of life, incident to oasto and condition, has probably equal 
OKoct upon their vitality. Be tho reasons what they may, the fact is 
oyideiit that tho colored population in tho Northern and 'Western 
btatosliolds an iuforiorplacophysically to tho whites, and could hardly 
DO rolled upon to supply propoi-Moiiato numbers of able-bodied moil, 
from the tables proaented itaiipears that tho whole luiniborof free

oommonoiiig witii the (iml, frun on Iho rii'’h(i, as you enter, of tlio main

'I'lie men so 
stationed should “call off” their niinihers before Ixdng dismissed, and 
in case of alarm repair at oms' to thoir posts, etpiip tlnmiselves, and 
await ordem. 

11. Each gunshouhl ))o under ehargeof a imn-eomniissioned onieor, 
and every two or three gums under a lieuteuant, wlio will be ri'sjHui- 
siblo to tiio captain for their .serviceable comlithm at all tiim's. The 
captain will bo responsible to theconimamlingonieer for lihe (Muidition 
of tile pieces and the instruction of tlunneu of liis company. Artil- 
lery drills will bo froipiont until all the men are well instructed, and 
tliero will never be less than one artillery drill a day wlicn the weather 
Avill i) 0 ]'mit.

When 
columns ai’o jipproaeliiiig, so tluit thoy can ho talcen in direction of 
tlioir length, or very ohli(|uoly,Holul shot is gonc-.rally tho best projeet- 
ilo, beoaiise of its grtmtor accuracy ai»d pt)uotrating power. If tho 
column eousistH of cavalry, some shells or case-shot will be useful 
from the (llHO:t'd(U‘ tiudr Imrsthig prodin^es among the liorsos. As to 
tho absolute distaiuies at wliicli the projectiles must he used, llxey 
vary with tho (leseriptiou and xjaliber of tho gun, and (;an only bo 
nsooi'taiued by (ionsuliilng the tables of raiige-s. Tho prominent parts 
on the ajjpi'oaohes (o tho works .should bo (le,slgnated, their distances 
noted, and diroctions drawn \ip for llie dill’orenii kinds of amnnuntion 
to be used at each gun wlion tho enemy roaches them. During the 
drills the atteiiMoii of Iho c.luofs of pieces and guimors should 
froquontly be dnuvu l-o this subjec.t. 

lii, Conimaiidlng oltlcei's will pay special attention to tlio poliooand 
preservation of tlie works.

Sir: I amdireekMlliy Ills Ifx eel loney the (hivernor, in nnswer to your 
communication of tho ‘2Hlb ultimo rolativo to l.ho o.xei'ss of troop.s 
raised by Missouri for local (bd'euso, to reply as follows: 

Previous to tho act of tlongross lluiiliing the miniher of troops to 
10,000, Governor Gainblohnil nuuhi an arrangoinont with the 'President 
whereby ho was authoriKod to raise (iu»t lieiiig limited to any spocllle 
number) a military force to l)e armed, e([uipp<Ml, clothed, sulwistcui, 
transported, and paid by tho TTuited .States during such time ns they 
should bo actually engaged as an emb(Hlio<l inilitary fore.e in service. 
(See Senate Ifixocntive Document N(». (1, d'hirty-snvoiiMi Oongi'oss, 
second session, and General Orders, No. I)(L 'W^'a'i' Dopartmont, serie.s 
1861.) 

In accordaiico with this agreement tho organization of tliis force 
was comniouced in Novombor, 1801 (s('e copy of General Orders, No. 1, 
headquarters State Militia, November iJfi, 180 1, herewith inclosed, 
marked A*), and authority given to parties to recruit for (jompanics

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and regiments all over tlie State, and at the time of the passage of tiie 
act of Congress limiting the numher to be raised, over 13,000 men 
wore enlisted. 

Propai'atioua were immediately made bj^ the Governor, on the 
receipt of the order limiting the number, to muster out the surplus; 
and this was being done when the following comuumication was 
received from the Adjiitant-Goneral: • 

Adjutant-General's Office, 

Washington, June i'S, 18G2. 

Hia Excellency the Governor of Missouri, 

Saint Louis, Mo. : 

Sir : It having been represented at this offleo tliat some three regiments of State 
militia have been raised in your State in excess of the number authorized by 
Congi’ess, I am instructed to infonu yon that these exti'a troops will be received 
into the general service of the United States, provided such is their ^vish. If they 
do not desire to come into tlie general service they will be disbanded.

An order was immocliatoly issued to the commancling oflicers of 
rogimoiits (copy inelosod, marked C) directing a report to be made to 
these headquarters of tlioso wlio desired to bo mustered into the IT, S. 
soi'vico. Tlirougli their commanding officers the troops expressed an 
iinwdlliugness to outer the service as U. S. volunteers. 

The Governor then ordered that the surplus force be disbanded, but 
Brig. Gen. ,1. if. Schofield, then commanding tho DisiTict of Missouri, 
protested against it, on tho ground of tho small force of U. S, troops 
In his command and tlio tliroatening aspect of affairs in tlio State at 
that time; and tho Governor, at tho roqiicst of the general command- 
ing, telegraphed to tho War Department informing tlio authorities of 
liis Intention to disband tho surplus, and also tho reasons urged by 
General Schofield that it should not bo done, and received a reply 
from the General-in-Chief of tho Army, of whioli tho following is a 
copy: 

WAsniNaTON, D. C.. August 18, .1562, 

His Excellency Governor Gamble: 

The Secretary of Wav consents to your retaining in servico the surplus militia, 
at least for the present; that nil preparation should bo made for the draft, and 
the question of postponement will he decided hereaftei*.

TliQ foregoing is the authority by which the surplus militia was 
retained in service during tho thno tlio necessity existed for it. 

As soon as the exigencies of the service would admit, orders were 
issued to reduce tlio force to the proper number, and by the last con- 
solidated return (for Doeember), forwarded from this office, the aggre- 
gate is 10,370. 

An order will be issued in a few days breaking up four of the regi- 
ments, and distributing the companies among the other regiments 
to bring theni to the standard of twelve companies each, as required 
by act of Congress approved July 17, 1802, and General Orders, No. 
12C, War Department, 1861.

Sir: Within (ilio last; tow woolca largo nuiiibora of applicaliions of 
offlcors for loavoa of abaoinso luivo boon roforrccl to iiio by tho War 
Departinont. Thoso applbyktioiiB aro mostly baaed on ^‘siclaioss in 
family” or “nrgont iirivato bnainoss.” Many of tlioin aro supported 
by pressing solicitations of idgii onicora of tlio Govorninont and promi- 
nent citixens of their owji soction of country. I have considered it 
my duty, on account of tho onornuni.s nuinbor of absentees from our 
armies in tho field, to apiirovo such applications only in a very few 
oases, Avlicre a refusal ^votild cau.se groat hardabip.s. 

I bog leave to refer to a few facts in justilication of tiiis eonrse. 
By the latest returns tiio ontii'o force of tlio Army of the Potomao is 
238,4(14, of whi(5li 2,93r) odhiors and 82,188 enlisted men, or an aggre- 
gate of 85,123, aro reported absent. Tins does not iiioluclo those 
present sick or un/lt for duty. TIio same ratio applied Uy our ontiro 
military force of 700, 107 would give 0,002 omcorsand 272,370 enlisted 
men, or an aggregatiJ of 282,071, absent from duty. 

While more tliiin ono-third of tlio oflioors and men of our armies 
are absent from their commands, tho granting of loaves of absence 
and furloughs should, in my opinion, be limited to cases of tho most 
urgent nocosslty, and that all other applications, no matter by wliom 
rooommended or urged, should bo rojocted.

Tho following reguhitiouH aro cstahlishod in regard to musters into 
and out of tlui service of the United States of oUlcoi's and enlisted 
men of voluntcors in tlic Itoid: 

I. Only onieoi’H of tho Kogular Arjiiy (including additional aides-de- 
camp appointed by tho Pi' 0 .sldont, under the act approved August 5, 
1861) will bo dotailod to muster into and out of tho service of tho 
United States, and no oiruior will make those muator.s unless detailed 
to do so by competent authority. 

II. Ohhiers, as aforesaid, will bo dotailod (under paragrapli 1) by 
the corps or dopari)ment commander as follows: 

For each (iorps or d(5partmont, one ollieer, to bo called tho commis- 
sary of musters ;l:or that <5orpH or department, and two enlisted men 
for clerks in libs oih<3e, at corps or departinont lioadquartors. All 
rolls and oommujiications sent to and from tho offico.i’s dotniled on 
this sorvicMi in any corps or department will bo through the commis- 
sary of musters for that- corps, who will oxorciso a supervision over 
the whole subject of miistci’S for tho coiiis or doiiartmont to wliich ho 
belongs. 

For cacli division, one olTicor, to be called an assistant commissary 
of musters for that division, who will make all mu8tor.s into and out 
of the aoi’vico of tlio United States for his division, and see that all 
olfioei’s of his division are proiiorly mustered into or out of tho service 
of the United States, as tho circumstances of tlio case may require; ho 
will, also bo prepared to give such information oh tho subject of mus- 
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1;oi' {Uid iimstov-rolls as may 1 m» nsjuh'c^d hy sorviii^' in Mui divi- 
sioti. Tlo will also provido liimsoir wi(;li blanks, by npplic.nj.ioii to 
tlio (iOinnuHsaiy of muslico's of his <;orp.s or dopni'l.nuuilt. ( )n(^ (ndistod 
mail will l)(i liotailod by llio division oommandor as {'lark iii' hig 
ol'liuo. OommissarloH of musliors and lilioirassisiatils will lai riii'iiishod

8. JToroafter no person will bo taken up on any mnstev-rolls ns an 
ofllcor of any gradi' uiil.il mustered into tho service of the United 
States as such in IjIuiI grade, wliotlior he be commissioned by the 
Governor or not, unless ho bo appointed or commissioned by the 
Presidont. .Payniastors will clo.soly observe and report all violations 
of this paragi-aiili. 

0. A muster once inado will in no case bo altered, except by 
authority from tlio Adjutant-General of the Army, and all applica- 
tloiiH for alterations nuist pass thi'ongli tho mustering ofilcer, if 
possible. 

10. Troops organizing in theii* respective States — including recruits 
for regiments in the Jlei<l — and tlio.se organizod and not in the ftoicl, 
will be niustei'oil by the duly appointed mustering officers for the 
States. Said oniiHU'.s have no authority to miuster oomini.ssioned 
ofii(i(n’H belonging to organ izatlojis which liavo loft tho Slate. (See 
paragrapli 4.) The mustering ofiicers for States will closely observe 
tlio recjuiromoiits of pai-agraifii 8. 

11. Enlisted men having received commissions or appointments 
will not 1)0 mustered In as commls.sionod ollioors until tlioy shall have 
boon discharged as soliiiers by the department or corps commander.

Since tho Kxeentive Order this Dejiartment has grani;od no por- 
mits, but has refused perinl.sslon (:o Itussian, Ifrenoli, Simiiish, and 
Mexican governments for the export of arjiis and mimitjons of war.

tors, I bog to say; 

First. No one has boon more careful and anxious to give strongl 
aiid vigor to tlio regularly constituted authorities than I have boon. 

Second.^ I know of no instance of collision between ofilcers acting 
under military authority and the civil authority wherein there was 
any important principle involved. 

Third. I'lio only complaints brought to my notice wore instances 
whore property held by the IT. S. marshal was tliougUt necessary and 
souglit to bo used for the publio service, to which that offleer objected 
on account of his personal liability for the same. 

Fourth. The city being at once a camp, a garrison, and a great 
uopot, I found it absolutely neccssaiy to put and keep it under a 
spocio.s of martial law, and to establish a surveillance over its trade, 
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such as to limit the fniaiitlty and to<lo(ioc5t tlu^ spying, 

and knavery that was going on to a fearful (<.\'tnnt. (ioods (‘.onli.s- 
cated for violation of tlioso military orders I have liold and coii- 
denined summarily. 

Filth. I have hoon obliged to lay violent hands on (k)nf(;dorat 0 
counterMt notes because they were corrupting tlui young nuni of my 
army. But! think in nono of tlniHc instanc.cK has Ihoni Ihmui tlio 
slightest attem])t to enforco by military nnnuis tli()st> laws of conllsea- 
tioii eiuiebjd ))y (Congress.

Ohio : 

Sir: Your favor of March 1 is veeoived.* Yonng Wallace has gone 
wifcli his corps up to Millikeii’s Boiitl, where I will scticl him word to 
the consent of some colonel of an infantry rogimoub that ho (Wal- 
lace) may bn promoted in Iiis regiment. 

I feel no solicitude for men so young as Wallace, as knowledge and 
experience will bo gained which will surely lead to his promotion and 
aclvancoiuent in the end. 

I believe you will pardon one who rarely travels ont of his proper 
sphere to express an earnest hope that the .strength of our people will 
not again be wasted by the organization of new regiments whilst wo 
have in the hold skeleton regiments with odicers, nou-comniissioiied, 
niid men, who only need numbers to make a magnifleent army. Tlio 
President of the United Suites is now clothed with a power that should 
have been eonforred Ju.st two years ago, and I feel a,ssiired ho will use 
it. Ho will call for a large mass of men, and they should all bo pri- 
^'atos and sent so as to make every regiment in the Held equal to one 
thousand men. Time has convinced all reasonable men tliat war in 
theory and iDraetico are two distinct things. Many an honest patriot, 
full of enthusiasm, zeal, and thirst for glory, has in practice found 
himself unequal to the actual requirements of war and passed to one 
Hide, leaving another to iiis place. And now, after two years, Ohio has 
iix tlie held 120 rogiiuents, whose officers now are qualilied and the 
men of which would give tone and character to tlie now recruits. To 
fill tliGSO regiments will require 50,000 veeriiits, which arc ns many ns 
tlxG State could well raise. I therefore hope and pray that you will 
iiso your induonco against anymore new regiments and consolidation 
of old ones, but fill up all the old ones to a full standard. Those wlio 
tnlk about proiniot and speedy peace know not what they say. 

The South to-day is more formidable and arrogant than she was two 
years ago, and wo lose far more by having an iusulfieient number of 
men than from any other cause. We are forced to invade; wo must 
koei) the war South until they are not only rained, exhausted, but 
liiiinbled in pride and spirit. 

Admitting that our armies to the front are equal to the occasion, 
which I know is not the case, our lines of communication are evei' 
t hrcjiteiiod by their dashes, for wliich the country, the population, and 
eliaracter of the enemy are all perfectly adapted. The whole male 
population of the South is armed against u.s, and we ought to outnum- 
ber them — we must outnumber them if we want to succeed, and the 
quicker the better. 

Since the first hostile shot the people of the North have had no 
option; they must conquer or be conquered. There can be no [middle] 
ooiii'se. I have never been concerned about the copperhead quab- 
l)lings. The South spurns and despises this clas.s worse than wo do, 
and would only accept their overtures to substitute them in their 
levies, in the cotton and corn fields, for the slaves who have escaped. 
I <lo not pretend, nor have I over pretended, to foresee the end of all 
tills, but I do know that we are yet far from the end of war. But 1 
repeat that it is no longer an op en question; we must fight it out,

Sir: I have to*day rocoived from you tin' imdoKed pnelcage of 
papers from Mr. Hoxio, U. S. marslial of ibis State. 'I’horo is no 
doubt there is a voiy iinfortiiiiato condition of aiVuirs iit this time 
in this State. A secret organization, known ]) 0 }mlarly ns tin' .Knigliis 
of the Golden Circle, is widely spread thiHuigli tlio State, the object of 
which, as I am informed and believe, is 1 m) ombaiTaHS the (4ov(5i'nment 
in the prosecution of tlio war, mainly by eiuiouraging di.'Hortions from 
the Army, protecting dosertoi's from arrest, discouraging enlistments, 
preparing the public mind for armed iHisistauce to a conscription, if 
ordered and, if possible, to jdaco the Btato govenunent. at the next 
election in the hands of men who will control it to thwart the policy 
of the Administration’ in the conduct of the war. Jmkied, with the 
exception of advising dosortions, tho purpo.seH above mentioned are 
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openly avowed and advocated by many persons in the Stai:( 5 . Liou- 
teiiniii lluiiry (jainu (:o see mo in rogaifl to the mattei* aientieiiod in 
his lottor to Marshal IToxlo, and at my instance Captain ITcnidoi'shotl. 
fnrnisluid inni a detail of ton aimed men to go with him to his jilaeo 
of lendczvoiis in . Madison Comity and remain with him. 1 also sent 
by him forty or fill.y muskets and some ammunition to place in tlio 
hands of loyal men. I have not heal'd from him .since Ills nhairn, 
Tlici'cis nndouhtcidly a feverish and excited state of the public mind, 
and matters must 1x3 nianagod here prndeutly and firmly, ora collision 
may onsno. 1 wrote you a few days since, asking tluit you .send im^ 
some arms, and also that you allow mo to raise two or three regiment s 
as a Slai(5 (fuard, not to leave the State. I regal'd these measures 
both as measures of procantion and prevention. Much that is said in 
regard to resistanco of the Iaw.s is no doubt more bluster, and by sell - 
iinportant incui of small caliber and small ambition, to give themselves 
local iinxiortance and to secure for. themselves petty ()niee.s, and m’Iio, 
if an outbreak wore to occur, would not be in the way of danger. 

But I also boliovo there ai*o engaged in this work men of dosjierato 
fortunes, political and otherwise, who would have the courage to load 
an outbreak, and wlio would rejoice in the opportunity. .1 tliink it 
extremely probable there are in thi.s and other Northern States paid 
agents of the rebels who are organizing the machinery and using tim 
moans to offoot the purposes heroin attributed to the Knights of the 
(ioldou Circle, and tliero is real danger that tlio efforts of these men 
nia 3 ’ so far oiierate on the minds of those lionest but deluded tollow(3i'H 
in some locality as to cause a collision among our pooxilo. If we had 
arms in tlio liands of our loyal xiooplo, and a State Guard, as I suggest, 
ilr iniglit and 1 think would prevent this. The condition of things is 
such in my Judgment thattho Government can only make Itself 
properly respcictod by convincing those disposed to bo troublesome of 
its dotornilnation and ability to proservo the i)oace and enforce tluj 
laws, The dismissal of those “arbitrarily arrested,” as the phrase 
goes, luishad a bad oll’oct in this, that it has led many to sui)po.so tlie 
Govcvmnont lias not-tlie power to punish. Lot mo impress upon yon 
niy conviction that in case of any armed resistance to the laws the 
punishniont be prompt, certain, and sharp, and the action of tlioso 
who may bo resistocl of tho same character. Anything looking like 
indGoision or timidity would be disastrous. 

I scarcely know what to advise in regard to these men wlio are talk- 
iiig treason, huzzaing for Joif. Davis, organizing tho Knights of tlui 
Goldon Circle, ifco. It would be worse than nsoloss to arrost them 
uiiloss they can bo tried, and if found giiiltj’', punished. If arrosls 
could bo made, trials and convictions had, and punishment sliarply 
administered, the effect would be excellent. Has tlio XT. S. distrust 
attorney of this State had his attention called spociallj' to thi.s matter? 
U seems to mo if it has not it should bo done, and ho or tho marshal 
fiirnislmd with the necessary monej" to detect and punish .some of 
tlins(3 active scoundrels who are producing so much mischief. 

I have alreadj'^ organized and armed a company in each one of tho 
southern tier of counties in this State. Those have boon placed under 
the order of Provost-lViarslial Heath, at Keokuk, and will bo xihiced 
under tho orders of the now provost-marshal in the Congressional 
districts as soon as I am advised of their appointment and names. 

I hope good selections have been made. . I am now organizing a 
company in each of the second tier of counties from the south liiie, 
and when organized and armed I will place them all at the disposal 
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o£ ilie pvovoRt-marahalH. If T liad ai'iiis T would o!-j;;inizo {loinjiamoa 
ill all tiio countiea of tlio KtaLo wlioro I (.liinic Mu'.y may ho iKMidod. 
None oC ilioso conipanios would dmw any pay or o,auso any oxiionso 
only when ealloi! on by Iho jiropor auMioriUoa, oxcopl, Mioso ia tlio 
Houlihorii liiei— a sfiuml of ton nion of (laoli of wliioli is on duly. I 
regard it as a iiiattor of bho lirst aiul most pi-ossing iniportaimo i.o got, 
a supply of arms and aminuiiltion. 

I would bo glad to know what iirrangomonts will l)o mado in aiul 
for this State in case a draft shall bo orilorod boro. In llialroaso Iain 
satisfied tho Govornment must make snohshowor iiroparation and 
strength as will show tho hopolossnoss of rosistaiuai. Not to do so 
would in tho pi'osont toinper of a portion of our imople invito, and, in 
my judgment, iirodneo collision. I would im glad also to iindoi-staiid 
clearly what part, if any, yon will oximct tho Static anthoritios i,o take 
in enforcing tho draft. ' In iny Jndgniont, in viow of possible future 
oontingcuofcs, it would bo woU for.tlio Goiun-al Government to do tlio 
entire work. Hoping to hoar from yon soon and fully,

County, Iowa, from wliieli I make the following extracts: 

The order of tho Knights of the Golden Civclo, now ontitlod tho Union Relief 
Society, is thoroughly organized in every townshij) of tluH CongrcHSional district, 
and I am informed the cntii-o State. Every four townsliipa forms a sub-district. 
The secretaries of each of theeo townsluijs iiieot monthly to compare notes, and 
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they select one of their luinibor to represeut them at th© comity lotlco, which 
meets ni this county at, the county seat. At that time theyrecoivo instructions 
lor the ensuing month, Each «^niity lodge selects a man to represent them in the 
chstvictancl State lodges. The State lodge is to be held at Dos Moines (this place) 
between the 1st and lOth of April next, unless an emergency should demand a 
meeting earlier, or policy appoint one later. I will adviso you of any change of 
tune. The oath admnii.sterecl is in substance as follows : ^ 

“ I solemly swear that I will snpiiort the Constitution of the United States ns 
it IS ; that I 'vill resist di'att either by State or Federal authorities ; that I will 
resist all orders issiied by the present Administration, and that I ivill do all in mv 
power to unite the States of the Noi-thwest with the Southern Confederacy," fed. 

The same person says: 

Their passwords and signs are the same throngliont ttio States North and South, 
ihey have a largo amount of smns and auimnnition at the residence of a Mr. 
VVariier, in Leon, Decatur County, lown; also some at the store of Mr. Hurst, in 
tlie same place, these arm.s uvo procured in Missouri, ami a Mr. McClelland, of 
Decatur County, is now m Missouri after more. 


I give you the main featnvo.s of liis lottor. llo has the signs and 
passwords, and all the particulars from a loyal man wlioni ho por- 
suadod to join the Union Relief Society. I .shall have the now liags- 
words, signs, Ac., in a few days. Shall I tako any stops in relation 
to the arms said to he secreted ?

1 .shall not bo surprised at 
any time to hoar of an oiitbroalc in some of tlie sonthern counties of 
Iowa. The border ginmls on the southern liorder, or that iiortion of 
it in tlii.s Congressional district, should ho under ordor.s of tlie 
lirovost-mai'sliai.

Gen’TLEMen: The oi'der, of which the following is a copy, sets forth 
ill general terms the functions and duties with which jmuare oliargotl 
by this Department: 

Ordered, That Robert Dale Owen, of Imlinna ; Col. James McKaye, of New York, 
niicl pamuel O, Howe, of Bo.ston,_Mass., bo, and they are hereby appointed com- 
inissioiiers to investigate the condition of tlio coloi'ed population emanciiiatocl bv 
nets of Congress and tho President’s proclamation of January 1, 1868, anil to 
report wiiat ineaanros will beat contiabute to their iirotectioii and improvemont, 
so that tiiey may defend and support themselves ; and also, how thoy can bo most 
nsernlly employed in the service of the Qoverament for the suppression of tho 
rebellion. * 

The gi'cat and constantly increasing colored population thrown 
upon the care of this Deiiartment in the progress of tlie war, in tho 
absoncQ of anj', legislative provision for thoir protection and disposal, 
renders it highly proper that it should have not [only] tho most 
autlientic and accurate information as to thoir present condition and 
as to the experiences of other coimiumitios in like crises, butthat such 

them in a state of self-support and 
self-dofonso, ivitli the least possible disturbance to tlie great indus- 
tnal mtorost of the country and of roudering their services ellicient 
ill tho present war, should bo carefully and maturely considered and 
reported. 

With these purposes in view, you will repair to suoli places as you 
inaj^ doein necessary, iu order to obtain on tho spot sueli antliontio 
information as will enable you thoroughly to understand tlie inattiors 
hereby submitted to your investigation. Every aid and facility from 
Government offtcials in such places will be secured to yon, at your 
request, by letters adtlressod to them from the proper Dopartnieiit 

1 on will be allowed a secretary, and, if you should flnJ it necessary, 
a corresponding secretary and mes-sengor, and snoh further aid, ston- 
ograpliio or other, as you may deem essential to carry out the obiocts 
01 tlio comimssion. 

authorized to procure for tlie use of tlie commission snoh 
omcial documents, publications, and other writings (ultimately to bo 
placed in tlie library of the War Department) as may bo necessary in 
the course of your investigations and in making out your report. 

Your compensation will be a xicr diem of $8, together with Quar- 
ters, fuel, and siibsistonco at the rates allowed to a oolonel of cav- 
alry; and you will be allowed actual traveling and offtco expenses on 
vouchers specifying such expenses, duly certified by tho commission. 

line ironi the nature of tJie duties assigued to you a precise limit 
cannot be affixed for their termination, and while it is vori^ desirable 
that they should bo prosecuted with all proper assiduity and com- 
pleted at as early a day as is consistent with thoir duo performance 
you are expected to continue your labors until you shall be able fully 
to complete the investigations and researolies herewith committed to 
your cliarge, and report the same to the Department.

General: Tile First Division, National (Tuavd of tlie State of Now 
York, comprising 7,000 o/noient, well-organized and (apiipped men, 
are located in and around the (dty of Now York. Upon this organi- 
zation tho city inii.st mainly depend when tlireatened by an enemy, 
and will form a valuable auxiliary force if attacked. :i\) this end it 
is essential that this body of men should bo instriuited in tho use of 
sea-coast guns and to the general dot-ail and diselijlino incident to 
garrisons and forts. To accomidisli so desirable an object, it is pro- 
posed to place ill tho forts dofonding Now York Tlarbor, on tho 1st 
day of May noxt, 2,000 men, and continuing through tlie months of 
Alay, Juno, July, August, and Soptombor, changing monthly. On 
the 1st day of May this mimher can bo in readiness, with arms, 
ac<30utorinGnts, and hlankots coniploto, whoso names will bo reoordccl 
upon innstor- rolls ill the- usual form and then turned over to Major- 
General Wool, Avitli an understanding that thesis troops are to servo 
one month in tho fortifications and gari'isons as comimin soldiers. If 
tliG usual inontlily pay cannot bo allowed, lot such rations bo issued 
as aro furnished to the XT. S. troops. Upon the expii-ation of tho 
month another 2,000 will be in roadiiioss, and so continue until this 
entire force has gone thrangli a course of in.struction. Citizens of

Dear Sir: Wo liavo vocoivod autlionliic information from a variety 
of .soiii'OOH in roj?ar{i to orf 3 :ani/.ation.s wliioli Iiavo boon formed in 
various parts of tliis country within tho pant two wooks, and wliioli 
avG doubtloas incroasinf*- in luimlmi-, tlio object of wliicli, .so far as wo 
can loam, is to roaiat tho con.sin’iption and to H(5t tho laws of the 
Xiiiil-od Statc.s at dolianco. Tho inoinboi's pay $:( as an iiiitiation feo, 
and tako an oath, tlio naturo of winch is variously stated, but all 
agree that It has rolatioii to an organized msiatanco to the draft. At 
one place we are told that 174 mombem wore sworn in at one time. 
Tlio parties meet at tayerps, private houses, school-liouses, and in 
barns. These combinatioiiH, if jierniitted to exist and increase, may 
become exceedingly dangerous, especially in this county, whore the 
majority against the Govenimont is so large, and where tho iiooplo in 
tliG rural districts I'eceive tlicir Information chiorty from tho Roadiug 
Eagle, a German newspaper published hero, bitterly hostile to the 
Government. 

'.riio friends of tho Adniinisl.ration hero are taking measures to 
procure accurate information in regard to uuinborand objects of those 
sooiotioa. They sliould be nipped in the bud. The rank and illo 
are timid and afi’aid of tho law. If a few arrests wore made in the 
proper way it would have the best elfect. I do not know what acts 
of Congress will moot the ease, nor would anything bo learned from 
tho Attornoy"(i(moral at Washington. A letter or two which I sent 
to his ofilce, in relation to important iniblic l)ii8inos.s, received the 
most vague, empty, perfunctory, and circumlocution-offlee-liko replies. 
Detective W. Y. Lyon thinks it would bo well to send Chief Dotootivo 
Baker to this place, particularly as ho spoafcs Gownan.

Paragraph 10 of (Joneral Orders, No. 3(5, of 18(52, whieli authorizes 
the chief medical ofilcer in (uieli city “to employ as cooks, nurses 
and attondaids any convalos<5ent, wonmbui, oi- P(i{d)le men, who can 
perform sucli duties, instead of giving tliem discharges,” is horobv 
modiflod as follows: 

At every U. S. general hospital, the fooblo and wounded men, unfit 
for liold <luty, but not entirely disabled, instead of being dischargocl 
will be organized and imistei*od in detaclmieutH, under tlio e, barge of 
tliGoillcors acting ns military eommandei's, who will assign men to 
thcni from time to time, on tlio reports of tho surgeons in oluu'ge of 
hospitals. From tlio.se invalid detaehmonta the military commanders 
will make details for provost, hospital, and other necessary guards; 
for clerks, hospital attoiulante, nurses, cooks, and other “oxtra-dutv” 
men. 

Tlie invalid dotachmonte will bo miiaterod and I’oported as dotach- 
ments, and will bo x>aid on the dotaeliinent roll.s; but no extra -pav 
will bo allowed in any case. 

'Iho detachment rolls must show to what company and rogimoiit 
each man properly belongs, and all asslgnmente to tliom must be 
promptly reported to their comiiany commandor.s. They are not to 
be dropiied from the rolls of thase companies, but will bo reported on 
dotacued service from them. 

Should any of tho men become fit for duty with thoir rogimonts, 
they will bo immediately sent to join them. 

In case of a Avant of non-commissioned ofiloei-s t;o give offloioncy 
to^ the invalid dotachmonts, lance appointments may bo made, but 
Avithont increase of pay.

A State or dlstriet of eonntry mlUtjirlly occupied by the I'oreesof 
one of tlio lEoiligeronts in a war is Hubjeet to the gov'ernment of tiie 
oooupying iiower. 1’he right to govern hucIi tierritoiy is not derived 
from tlie constitution and laws of the occupying Sbito, nor of tlio 
State occupied, but directly and excliisively from tlio laws of wav 
MnnieipEil biws may be, but soldom are, enacted for this purpose. 
Tho general rules, witli i-egard to governments of military occupation, 
apply to civil as well as foreign wars, with .siieli inodHIcations only as 
the particular circumstances of the case nmy require. 

Tlio Shite o(; 'I'ennessee, or at least, th().so exorcising Eintliority in 
that State, having attempted to .secede from tho Union, and having 
waged Will' HgEilnst tho Federal (xovorninont, tlio military foi’ces of 
tho TJnitod Stato.s have oceuplod a considoi’jiblo portion of its terri- 
tory, and the tori-itory so occupied i.s govornod by tho gonoral hiws of 

M'£U'. 

To mitigate as much jis possible tho evils resulting from a govorn- 
moiit purely niilitEiry, and to restore to tho loyal people, and to those 
who are willing l-o return to their allegiance, tho benefits of a civil 
govoriiinont, the Ib’iisideiit dli’octod Govcnsior Johnson to roestablisli 
the civil Huthorltiiis, <!ourts, and jiirl.sdiction.s, so far as tho circum- 
stances of tlie (iUHo might render it practutjiblo. This has been done, 
ami the civil jiuthorities so organized or lustored are as much to be 
rospoeted as tliosiE of Kentucky, JVlissouri, or any other State in which 
war IS waged Jind militEU'y operations cjvrriod on. In othei* words, tlie 
imlitfiry lorces of the United States will not interfere with tho 
authority jind jurisdiction of tlio loyal oiricons of tho State govern- 
ment, except in case of urgent and iiressing necessity. 

To th(j provisioinil State govoriiinont thus organized in Tennessee 
must therefore be left the trial and adjudicjition of all civil and 
criminal cases cognizjiblo under tlio laws of that State, and to the 
courts of tho United SUitoH, reestablished there, must bo loft {ill cases 
which belong to their Jurisdiction under the laws of the United States.

As mayor of the city of Oincinua'ti I ))eg to submit, tlirongli yon, tc 
General Wright that tlio strict lino of iny duty does not e.xUmd to tlui 
enfoi’coinoiit of military ordons, but i.s coiiUiumI to tlu» pi'cservatioii oi 
thopoaco, the execution of the laws of the State, and Ihe onforoo- 
moiit of ordinances of tlio city; yet, I assure tJio gontn'al and the 
military comiuandor of tlio city that, as luiad of tho civil autliority, 
I shall always cheei’fully co-opox*ato wilh tlio ndlllavv’ autlioritios in 
any mGasuro which maybe doomed for tlui int(n’(tst of th(» city, the 
welfare of mu* country, or necessary for tho snppoi'ii of ih(i Govorn- 
mout of the United States.

Pormiis to jnirchasi^ may l)o obtained of the military commander 
of tho city or town where the said is iiuvdo; or if thoro be no sueh 
military (iommaiulnr in tho place, then of the military commaiuhir of 
tlio city or town lu'iirest to the place where tlio sale is made, or of tho 
commanding ollicor of a district within tho department, upon tho 
pnrtjhasers giving suc.h security to tho onieor granting tho permit a.s 
ho shall doom sn llhtient that they will not soil, barter, give, or convey 
any sucli arms or mnnitions of war to any poasoii disloyal to the 
Govcnimeut of the United States, or to any per.son who will use sucli 
articl(3H for purpo.ses disloyal to tlio Govoriimont of tlio United 
States, or to any person from whom such articles shall pas.'S into the 
po.ssesaion of either of tlio abovo-montioned classo.s. 

Persons violating this order will bo liable to ari'ostand trial and 
the forfoitnro to tho United States of any and all munitions of iva 
in their posses-sion. 

The civil authorities and all loyal citizens are invited to aid tlio 
military authorities in carrying this onlor into effect.

Sir: I iiave the honor to inelo.se and a.skyoni- attemtion to a copy of 
a proclamation this day i.saued by me ainl f.o a (M)py ol! a letter just 
rocoivocl from Mr. ICverett, (•oUoetor of tlui I'^odcral revemuo in tlio 
Fiftli Congressional District of thi.s State. T am almost daily in receipt 
of letters from persons on the smithorn hordin’ oi’ Iowa giving mo 
information similar to that contained in tln^ leister ol; Mr. Everett. 

I do not think it advisable' at present to HU.spend tlio writ of habeas 
corpus ill this State, or to remove anyoHlclals, but! a.sk that clear and 
explicit instructions bo sent t-o the U. S. district attoriuy and U. S. 
marshal for the State, and to provost-mar.slwils appointed or to ho 
appointed under the conscription law, to be diligmit to luiiit up all 
men in this State who have been in the rebel service or otherwise been 
violating the laws of the Unib'd States in Mi.sHouri and have fled to thi.q 
State and are hove engaged in a coui’so of conduct dangerous to the 
peace and good order of the State. 

I also call your attention to my letters aslcing arms for the State 
and authority to organize two or throe regiments as a State guard. 

If those things bo done, in my judgment things can be kept quiet 
liero and the conscription enforced if ordered. If not, there is real 
danger of difficulty, and if a coasoriptiou be ordered it must be noccs- 
.sary, to insure its execution and quiet in the State, to have one or more 
of our regiments in the Hold sent home.

There i.s good reason to believe that a very eonsldorablG number of 
men, .some of whom have been in the rebel army, and othor.s of who 
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Imvo, as boon on«:,iMod in pluiulorinj? and nuirdoi'in.r Union 

moil in tlio Stnio ()l M tssoni-i, liavo l.akon rol’ujro i„ thi„ to oscaino 
iho pmuslinioni, d iio U) ilioii* oi-iinoa, and iliat instoad of sookinir to 
merit a pardon lor past olTonsos by livin^^ poacoalily and oiiiotlv 
among us ns booonios goo«l oitizons, many of thoin ai*o <uuloavorim>' lo 

array a portion ol our pooplo in avmcd vosistaiujo jjjy j 

very doojily n^grot to say thorn Is roaaon to boUcvo that somo’of oiir 
people hav(' boon found weak onougli or wkdcod enough to aid thoin in 
tlieir inisehiovous dosigns. 

Those men, liy hold and (loroo donnnciatioiiH of eortain nets of the 
President and of theOongrossoftho United States ns uneoiistitution'it 
and by industriously toaehing that tlio oitizon may lawfully resist willl 
force what lie (looms an. iineonatitvitional act or law, and iii other wavs 
are seeking to ari-ay sueh as may bo duped and (hKHiived by theirart’ 
fill and wieJeed mnehinations into armed resistaueo to the anthoritv 
of the Ueiioral ( 4 overnmont and to inaiigumte civil war within our 
limits, thus exposing their dupes to the punishment duo to traitors 
and our Stale to tlie storm of war which lias swept as with fire thd 
State of l^Ussouri. Those men are endeavoring to indiico our soldiers 
in the (l(,d(l to ( osert thoir colors, thus exposing thorn to the poiiall.v 
ol desertion, which is death; and are endeavoring to induce our citi- 
zons to violate the law by resisting tlio arrest of desortors and a con- 
scription in this fetato, if ordered, thereby exposing thonisolvoa to tlio 
piiniHlinient duo sueh criminal acts. 

It is my dully to, and I (.heroforo do, warn these inon that their 
courses are l.i'aughtwitli porll to tlioinsolvos and to the peace and good 
orilor of the bUite, and if pei-sl.stod In to the extremity they intend 
will eertaiuly bring imnlshmont; and T also warn all tlio good people 
of the State, a.s they value peace and good order and would avoid the 
horrors of: eivll war, not to be misled by those wiclced and designina' 
mon who, having nothing to lose, hope for plunder and profit in the 
Hcenso of elvil wav, TJio laws of the CTOiioral Government will be 
enforced among \\h at any cost and at all hazards, and the mon wlio 
array tliemsolves hi armed resistaueo to the lav's will cortainlv be 
overpowered and punished. 

As long a.s those wiio liavo sought sboltor in Iowa from other States 
pehayocl a.s puiet and poacoablo citizens, I have liad no disposition to 
interfere witli or molest tiiom, but It cannot bo tolerated that these 
men, who have been eompolled to floe from their own State for fear of 
<}i'imes committed against the laws of tlioir State or 
ol tJio United States, should, while enjoying the protoetioiiof our laws, 
be iiorinitted to bring among our peaceful hoinoa and ujnin our poace- 
tul p( 3 oplo all the h()rror.s tliey liavo brought upon the State from which 
they ilocj. We owe it not only to ouraolvea and our families, but much 
in(jU) to the families of those who Jiave loft us to defend on the battle- 
icJcl tlie li to of our eouiitry, that we preserve peace and good order at 
101110. it iiuisi; be a bitter relloction to our gallant soldiers that while 
tiioy are enduring the hard-ships and dangers, of a soldier’s life in 
(letoiiso of thoir country bad mon at homo are plotting to bring upon 
tlioir unproteeted families the dangers of civil war. Moved by tliese 
coiisidorations, I have this day notiiied the projiGr authorities of tlio 
united States fuul of the State of Missouri that many criminals against 
t ieir laws are in Iowa engaged, a.s I believe, in inciting rebellion, and 
tnat 1 shall insist upon their arrest and removal whoi*o necessary, and 
tiKjir trial for their crimes, if their conduct shall continue to be such 
as 18 dangoroiis to the peace and safety of the State; and I enjoin upon 
au good citizens wlio Jenow tliat such men aixi among them that they 
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ospocially notice tiioii’ <lemoaiior and condiudr, aiul il: it; be seditious 
aiul dangci’ons that they furnish the U. S. district, attenu^y or l.lio U. S. 
marshal, orcithor of the Congressioua! disti-ict provost-niarslials to bo 
appointed, or myself, with their uain(‘.s and ani<lfivits showing thoir 
criminality before coming to this State and theii- c.ondiKit since, to tho 
cud that our State may bo roliovod of the danger ol! l-luni- pr(‘sonco.

The universal <loHiro is for the proclamation ol! martial law over tho 
whole State, the mmoval by tlui FrovoHt-MarMhal-G<uun'nl of (nany dis- 
loyal shorifll;, judge, and public odicer, and Uiedisanuingof all known 
sympathizers. Unless th(*8(^ measures are ado])lied, it is my boliof, 
fbumlod upon what I have ascertained in the Iasi; (,wo weeks, tlijit 
Southern Iowa soon will be in as bad condition as Missouri was. 

A largo number of bad men, driven out of Missouri by tho Union- 
ists, have taken refuge in the border and s(u-.ond thu’ of comiti(Js, and 
are most active in creating discontent. It is a Hhame that the Gov- 
eminent should permit these men to come into the State. Tliey aro 
doing great mischief; aro the leaders and organizers of most of tho 
secret inoetings. 

They slieuhl at once bo arro.sted ami made to go south into Mis- 
souri. They can do us innnltoly less mischitd! in tiu^ rebel army than 
hero.

States, or any department or officer thereof, any payment or allowaiuso, or tho

in said forces or stUTice who shall enter into any agreement, eiimhiiiathai, or con- 
spiracy to cheat or dofoand tho Government tif the United Slates, or any depart- 
inenl: or ofllcer thereof, by obtaining, or aiding and asHisting to obtain, the 
payment or allowance of any false or fraudulent (slalm; any pin-son in saiil foi-oes 
or sorvico >vho shall steal, ombOKsle, or knowingly and wilfully misapi)ropriato or 
apply to his own use or bohollt, or who sliall wrongfully and knowingly sell, con- 
vey, or dispose of any oi'dnance, arms, ammunition, clothing, subsistonco stoves, 
money, or other property of tho United States, furnished or to be used for tho 
miliiary or naval soi-vico of tho United States; any (sontvaetor, agent, paymaster, 
cpuu'tovmastor, or other person whatsoever in said foroos or sorvico having charge, 
po.sHossion, custody, or control of anynionoyoi'othorpublic property, used or to bo 
used in tho military or naval seiwico of thoUnitod States, who sluvll, with intent to 
defraud the United States, or wilfully to conceal such money or other property,

be liable and answerable for tho default of his principal in tho same manner as if 
this act had not boon iiassed.save to tho extent to which his principal Inispor- 
foviued tho oonti-nct, or, if damages have boon so recovoj-ed, to tlie extent of oiu’- 
half of tho damages so recovered and paid ; whieli last amonnt may bo sliown in 
roduotiou of damages in any snit brought against Uio principal and siiroty, or 
principals and suroties, on thoir contract.

Whereas there now exists in the United States an immn-eelion and ]•(0)(illion 
against tho authority thereof, and it is, under tlie (JoiiHlitufion of the United 
States, the duty of tho aovormnoiit t<» suppro-ss insurreoljoii and veliellinii to 
guarantee to each Stato a ropnblicuii f(a-m of govormmmt, and to preserve tho 
publio trnmiuillity; anawhoron8,forth<!Holngli pnrposoH a milit ary foroe is indis- 
pensable, to raise and support which all persons ouglit willingly'to oonti'ibuto • 
and whereas no service can bo immi in-aiseworthy and honorable Ihini that which 
IS rendered for the maintenance of tho Oonstitution and Union, and tlioeonseduent 
preservation of fi-ce government; Thoroforo, 

Be it enaeled by ihe Senate, and Hmise of Iiepre.ne.vtaii.veii of the, Uniled Staten 
of America in Congress ussemUed, That nil able-bodied male citizens of' f be United 
States, and persons of foreign Wrth who shall liave dwdured on oatji tlieir iiitoii- 
tiou to bocorao citizen.s under and in pnvsnanco of tho laws thereof, lietwt'en flu- 
ages of twenty and forty-live years, except us liovoinaftev excepted, are lioreliy 
declared to constitute tho national forces, and shidl he liable to perform military 
duty in tho soiTice of tho United States when called out by the President for that 
purpose.

Fifth, the only 
biolliorol'clnldrrmnot: twolvciyeurHrdd.havinKneitlierl’atlioruorniothm .dopond- 

eiit upon his labor for snjiport. SixMi, the father of inothorhws children under 
twelve yx'urs ol aae dojKiiident upon his labor for support. Seventh, wlioro there 
iiro a father and nous ni llui .same fmnily and hou.H()liold, and two of them are in 
tlie iiiililary sorviee of (lie United Stales asnon-comniiaHiouedofliecrs. ninsieians, 
or privates, the residue of smdi family and household not oxeoeding two shall ho 
exempt. And no jawsons but sucdi as are Inu-oin exccjptorl shall be exempt: Pro- 
viik'd, hoiociu'i\ 'I'liat no person who has been convicted of any felony shall bo 
enrolled or permitted to serve in said forces.

You will eominunicato as freqnontly as po.ssible by mail and 
tolegrapli with this Dopartinont iii det'ail (hi eiplior when iieci'ssarvl 
the existing state of things that you may Iind at the time of your 
arrival there, with Huch luforination as you may doom proper to be 
coininunieatod by siieli ehauiiels, havingduo rog/ird to tlie paramount 
necessity oi; avoiding premature diselosiiro of military operations to 
which sueli (iommunieatioiis are incident. 

Sixth. This :i.)epartm(mt has boon Informed that tho practice lias 
prevailed to a eonsiderablo extent of using transports for tho quartors 
of olhcor.s and HoldUn's, so that tho transport sorvico is at this inoiuont 
reported to bo aorionsly ombarrassiMl and crippled from tiiis cause, 
lou will hninoiliatolj’’ take moasures to have tins abuse at once cor- 
reotocl. YOU will require inunodiatoly every transport to bo relieved 
from any sncli lueninhrance, and devoted exclnaively in future to tho 
transport sorvico. You will report to this Department any cases of 
dolinquoncy whicli in your judgment require the action of tlio Dopart- 
inont. ■ ^ 

Sovoiith. Any iiiformatiou you may obtain in respect to tho dealing 
or ti’afllo by onhjin's of t!ie service, or under tlieir authority, in cotton 
or other articles of emumoreeor inerchaiuli.se, you will report to the 
Department, and also to tlie Court of Inquiry at Saint Louis, of which 
General McDowell is inusident, and also in reforonco to tho use of 
any transports cither T>y railroads, boats, or wagons, or otherwise, 
belonging to the Government, for private purposes, and also cause 
such orders to bo given by tho commanding general us sliall put an 
oncl to sueli abusi^, 

Eiglith, Besides the points enuinoratod,you are authorized to direct 
your investigation to any other subjects material to tho service. 

Ninth. Any power not embraced in tlie foregoing points you will 
apply for to the Department, in order to enable you in tho fullest 
manner to perform the iiniiortant duty now intrusted to you.

Wlioroas, in purHuaneo of the act of Congress, approved July 13, 
1861, 1 di(l, hy pi' 0 (daination dated August 1(5, 18(51, declare tliat tho 
inlmhitaiits of tlm States of (loorgia, South Carolina, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Alahaina, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi, and Florida (except the inhabitants of that part of Virginia 
lying west o f the Allegliany Mountains and of sucJi other parts of that 
State and the other States hereinbefore named as might maintain a 
legal adhesion to tho Union and tho Constitution, or mlglib bo from 
time to time occupied and <mntrol]ed by forces of the United States 
engaged in tlie dispersion of said insurgents) were in a state of insur- 
rection against tho United Stal(5H, and that all commercial intornourso 
between tlio same and the inliahitants tlioroof, with the exceptions 
nforesnid, and tlie <!itizenH of other States and other parts of the 
United States was unlawful, and would remain unlawful until sucli 
iiisuiToetion should (ioase or bo suppimscd, and that all goods and 
chattels, wares, and inorchamlise coming from any of said States, with 
the exceptions aforesaid, into other parts of tho United States with- 
out the license and pormlssion of the President through tho Secretary 
of tho Troasui’v, or proceeding to any of said States, with tho excep- 
tions aforosaid, by land or water, together witli the voasel or Yohiclo 
conveying the same to oi’ from said States, with tho exceptions afore- 
said, would be forfeited to tho United Statos; 

And whereas, experience has shown that the exceptions made in and 
by said proclamation emharrass tho duo enforcement of said act of 
July 13, 1801 , and the proper regulation of tho commercial intercourse 
authorized hy said act with tho loyal citizeiiH of said States; 

Now, thoreforo, I, Abiuluiin Lincoln, President of tho United States, 
do hereby revoke tho said oxcoi>tlons, and declare that i.ho inhabitants 
of the States of Gooi’gia, South Carolina, North Camlina, TonnessoG, 
Alabama, Ixinisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Miasi.ssippi, Florida, and Vir- 
ginia (except tlio foi’ty-eight counties of Virginia designated as West 
Virginia, and except, also, the porte of Now Orleans, Koy^ West, Port 
Royal, and Beaufort in North Carolina) aro in a al^to of insnrrootion 
against tlio United Statos, and that all commercial intercourse not 
liconsed and conducted as provided in said act hetwoon the said States 
and tho inhabitants tlioroof, with the exceptions aforesaid, and the 
citizens of other States and other parts of tho United States, is uiilaAv- 
ful, and will remain unlawful until such insurrection shall cease or 
has been suppressed and notice thereof has been duly given by proc- 
lamation; and all cotton, tobacco, and otlior products, and all other 
goods and chattels, -waros and inorchandise, coining from any of said 
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States, withtlm exe«i)tions aforesaid, iul.o otluii' pnrl.s ol: tlio ITnitci 
States, or |)roc(5oding to any of said States, witli tlio (exceptions afore 
said, ■witlmnt the lieciiso and p<5riiiissioti of lJue Il^xesidceiiii, tlii'oiigli Uu 
■ Secretary of tho Treasury, will, togetlior witli the vessid or vehieU 
convoying th«‘^ same, l>o forfeited to i.lie IJnilxed Slat-tes.

5. riio company officers — commissioned and non-eonnnissioned — 
leiidGi'ed supernumerary, with those enumerated in the foregoing, 
will bo mustered out of service at the date of consolidation. All 
other ollicers and non-commissioned offteerswill be retained.

When such consolidation is made the regi- 
mental oflicers shall be reduced in proportion to the reduction in the number of 
cnmpaines. 

Seo. 20. And he it further enacted, That whenever a regiment is reduced below 
the niiimuum number allowed by law, no officers shall be appointed in such regi- 
ment beyond those nceesaary for the command of such reduced number.

It is ostensibly bought liore, but the (hMiIers in it iiave 
their agents, who buy through the counti'y before it roaches this 
point. It should be brought or sliippod Jiere by owners, delivered to 
the Government agents, weighed, an<l thou sold t.o tho highe.st bidder, 
the Govormnent cotton to bo sold lioi*o in tlie same way, this being a 
liottor market than Saint Louis, After to-day I .shall take tho first 
boat for Helena. Nothing of importance from below.

Sir: I have tho honor to report the return of tho First and Second 
llcgimcnts of South Carolina Volunteers from i^lorida. Tho expedi- 
tion was in every way successful, and had it not boon withdrawn 
would in a short time have cleared the St.ato of h'lorida of tho rebel 
troops and scoured large ainouiite of cotton and other valuables to 
the Govornmont. We bad complete and undlsinitcd possession of 
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.Tncksonvillo and Palal.ka, {ind Oolonol Monlrgonioiy waH moving' into 
the Intorioi.' avIkjii (Jjo order o1! rooall fi*oni ttcnoi'al Iluntci’ was 
rocoivesd. 'I’hiH wjih dooniod nowjssary Ly liiiii in view of Iuh oporatlons 
in tiiG vioinity of (diarloston. 

Aa miglili Im (ixpoctod, t.ho moral oiToct of tho proaonoo of those 
colored aoldioi’H iindor nriiiH waa very groat, and <'.aiised a ])orfeet 
panio among tho vobola tlirouglioiit tlio State. 

The (i()loi‘(ul aoldiora bohavod Imivoly in all tlioir various actions 
with tlio onomy, and in no (iaso did tlioy display any inferiorily in 
point of conragci l-o otlior aoldiora. 

I am gla<l to report that tho lioatility wlvUdi at one time existed 
among the white troopa in thia department against the employment 
of colored troopa liuH pasaed away, and they are now perfoetly willing 
to go into action with them. 

I shall urge upon the e,ommauding officer of -tlil.s dcpartmoiit the 
importance of reecampylng Iflorida a.s .soon as the Charleston expedi- 
tion is over. It may rcainire a somewhat larger force at first to regain 
that wo have abandoned. Should tho Oljarl'oatou expedition bo suc- 
cessful such force can bo roernifcod there. With the Saint John’s River 
for a base of oi)OL'ations tlio entire State can bo readily occupied by 
our foroos and rcjHtorc^d to the Union. Had tlio expedition booii 
allowed, to remain in Florida lam (mnfidont that its success would 
have fully equaled your ox])oc,tatiouH.

It is tho boast of tho rebel 
prisonons that the capture of Momxdiis has boon of groat service to 
them, as they now obtain abundant supplies, Hon) all trade with 
the rebels is Interdicted, but at MemphiH tho boaitl of trade freely 
gives passes to individuals to take goods, many of them cont<rabnnd, 
beyond the linos. Goods oosting millions of money have gone from 
Memphis beyond the liiie.s and into ArkansavS. Trains of wagons 
have oiitorod. Little liocdc with goods smuggled from that place. I 
shall leave here to-morrow.

1. T’iie advance bounty and premium slioiild bo paid by the ITnitocl 
States mustering and disbursing ofllcer at the time of muster into 
service. If not paid then, the amounts will bo eiitorod upon the 
mustei'-iii rolls, and will bo so continued upon every subsoquont 
imistor and pay roll until the soldier is paid by a paymaster. 

2. When not paid before discharge, the amomits duo foi* promium 
and bounty will bo entered upon tlie duplicate certiftcatos for pay, 
and tho discharged soldier will be paid by a paymaster. Company 
commanders will be careful to enter these amounts upon tlie solcliors’ 
certillcatos. 

2. IMustoring and disbui’sing ollleers have nothing to do wilih pay- 
men1s to discharged soldiers.

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Alexandria; Loudoun and Tlanipshiro; Washington, Alexandria and 
Georgetown; Hiohmond, Fredoricksbiirg and Potomac; Seaboard and 
Roanoke, and Norfolk and Potorabiu^. 

The constnuition aiul operating oxponsc.s from August 13, 18G1, to 
January 1, IBGIl, was $1,171,420.13; total oxponsos, iiioliiding locomo- 
tives and cars, was $2,4S)S),8{)0.()().

The WciNhinf/lon, Alexandria mid Georgetoim, Orange and Alex- 
andna, and Loudoun a/ml .Tlnmpahire EaUroads. — There have boon 
moved upon these lines since March 1, 1802, an average of 170 loaded 
oars daily, and fi'oin January 1, 1803, to March 1, 1803, tho average 
moyoment of loaded cars has boon 178 daily, tho distance hauled 
varying -with tho <lomand8 of tho sorvieo. A. largo portion of those 
were loaded Avith ilre-wood foi* Lloulionant-Colonol Greeno, chief 
quartermaster Dofonses of W ashingtoih and for Capt. C. B. Ferguson, 
assistant (luartcn'inastcr, Alexandria. Supplies from tlio North are 
rocolvod at tlie Baltimore and Ohio station and in the same cars tho 
quartorm as tor’s and coimnissavy 8t(m*s are taken to tho Sixth Street 
Avliarf. Forag(i for Captain Stoddard is taken to Buzzard’s Point, and 
all inaiicvial I’or Colonel Itainsay is taken to tho arsenal; and at all 
these points ears ar(i loaded and forwawled to Alexandria, Vienna, 
Fairfax, and ITnlou Mills, and to Frodorickaburg, via Aquia Creek, 
direct witliout breaking bulk. Loaded oars arc shipped on barges 
eltlior at Wnshingtou or Alexandria, are towed to Aquia; there they 
are transferred to tluj j-ail and are run out to Falmouth, and from 
thonoe are returned empty to Alexandria. A train of sixteen cars 
thus liandled saves Avharf rooiUjtransporte, crows, and laborers at two 
points, tho trip being made in about twelve hours botwoon Washing- 
ton and Falmouth. 

Without buildings to sholtor om* rolUng-stook along those lines, and 
witli tlioii* termini constantly changing, and generally rusliod and 
crowded, our ongines and cars require constant and extensive repairs. 
Tliroo noAV lo(3oniotivos, and three otliors not new, but in good condi- 
tion, have required almost entire rebuilding from falling into the 
hands of tlio rebels or by being thrown down ombankmonts in their 
raids. 

Tho falling of tho I'oof of engine house at Alexandria rendered its 
renoAval iiidhspcnsablo. 'iriio turn-table has also been rebuilt, and 
several erections of a temporary character have been built as wore 
absolutely nocc8.sary. By special order the shops at Alexandria have 
been used in tho I’opaii's of boilers and macliinory of Government 
transports and In mauufaoturing irou-Avork for military suspension 
bridges, 

2'he Eiolimond, JTrederiolcshm'gy and Polomao Bailroad. — On the 
17th of November last this lino av«s again taken possession of by the 
Government. 

Tho old wharf having boon dosti’cyod, a noAv one 1,000 foot long and 
uxteon foot widoAvas immediately rebuilt and the first locomotive avos 
landed on tho 24th of November.

You will take in <*.lmrg<^ all abandoned alavoa or colored por- 
Hons who have liccii hold in bondage, and whoso mastora have boon, 
or are now, engaged in relu'llion, and provide for their msoful employ- 
ment and Hiibsistonee in siudi manner as may be best adapted to their 
iioeessith^s and liluwiircumstancoH in which ycni find thorn, liaving rof- 
orenoo to tlui provisions of the aidr of Congress I’olating to this class of 
persons and being governed by their provisions. 

Seventh. You will <uumo all .such ixu-Hons to bo onrollod upon a 
(le.serlptive roll sol.ting forth tb<ur nain<5.s, their sox, their age, with 
any other venuirlcs that may bo nsoCul in doilning their eapaeity for 
usefulness, or as deH<;rlptivo of their persons, and transmit a cox)y of 
them to this Department. Smdi of them as are ablo-bodiod and can 
be usefully employed upon the fortilleatious or other piiblio woi-ks 
you will .so employ, securing ami cansijig to bo paid to thorn reasonable 
wages for iheii’ iabor. 

Kighth. You will also take measures to socuro oini>loymont and rea- 
aonaido coin])oiisatieii for the labor of all others of whatever ago or 
sex, making from tinu^ to tiniereixirt to this Bopurtmout. Such as may 
1)0 siok or lielplcss fi’oin agi> or indrniity you will have providod with 
suitable liOHi)ital care and attendanco. 

Nintli. You will also furjiish from the quartomaastor’s and commis- 
sary store, s such elolihirig and Hiibsistonee as may be nocossary for 
the decent clothing and .siiiiport of those who are poor or destitute, 
keeping a distinct, iumount of all sueli aiipropriationa.

1. Tho officer d(vl, ailed in oaoli State to aid tho War Dopartmont in 
scouring uniformity in tho execution of tho onrollmoatact shall Icecp 
himself well infornuMl a.s to tho oouditiou of tho dopartinont througli- 
out the State. lie shall, umlor tho Provo.st-Mar.shal-Gciioral of tho

That for each of said districts there sluill ho appointed hy the .Prosidont a pro- 
vost-marshal. with tho rank, pay, and omoliiinonts of a eapLain of euvulry or nii

10. Knell iifovost-marslial may employ two dorks, subjcel. to tlio 
approval nt the Proyost-Marshal-CJonoral, aiulata rate of'eaniiu'iusa- 
tion tf) 1)0 fixed by liim. One ol’ those olorks shall, in addition to his 
other duties, afitas roeoi-dm* of 1iho litmrd ol’ Bbii-ollmonl., and both may 
bo apponitod deputy provost-mjii'shals Tor looa.l pui-posos, but; sliatl 
not bo oiititlml to additional oompohMation tlmroCor.

Anil hii UfiiHhi'.v muKlnl, Tliat the <rlotlies, anus, military outfits, and 
nccoutonuents fuvnlHlied hy the United States to any soldier sliulhiethosold, bivr- 
toi’od, lixehanged, pledged, loaneti, or given away; and no iievsou not a soldier or 
duly authorized ollieer of tho United .States, who Inis iiossossion of any such clothos, 
linns, nillltary outllls, or aecontormenls, furnished as aCerosaid, and which have 
boon the sulijeet of any Hiudi sale, harter. exchange, pledge, loan, or gift, shall 
have any right, title, or interest therein ; Imt the siime may ho seized and taken 
whorevoi’ fiaind liy any olllcor of tho United States, civil or military, and shall 
thoi'oupon 1)0 deli vored h) any ijiiartemmstor ov other onicor authorized to receive 
the same ; and theiiOHseMsion of anysneh clothes, arms, inilitavy ontlits, or acetm- 
tennonts, hy any person not a soldier or olllcer of the United States, shall be priiua 
facie evidence of such a sale, harter, oxchnnge, pledge, loan, or gift, ns aforos.ad. 

24. Ui’ovoHt-niai'HlialH aro ox]mm5|;o<I iukI l■0(lllil•(5(l l-o c.omploto all bus* 
iiiosswhkdi may originjito iu or proporly bolong to thoir re.spoctivo 
districts, thougli in (ioiig ho they or tlioir ilojiutlos or a-gonts may for 
tho tiino bo oarrlod witliin tlio goographloal limits of other districts. 

25. 'Po oiiablo ])rovo.st-imi.r.slia.lH to disidiargo tlioir duties offlciontly 
they aro autliorizod to c.aU upon tho iioarost avallablo military Porco, 
or oil oiti/ons as a pof^Hc. amidlalm, or on U. S. mar.shala ami deputy 
inai'sluils; and tlioso ami all other poi’sons aro horeby oiijoinod to aid 
tho provost-iuarshal in Uio oxociitloii of hia lawful duties when called 
on so to do. 

26. Provost-marshals will report from time to time as to what 
they dcoin nocossavy to socuro an olHciont pm-fornuinco of tho duties 
rccpiirod of thorn, and a couiploto oxomitiou of tho law under which 
they act, giving tho namos and ol),)ocfc of omployas proposed. 

27. Kacii x)rovost-marshal shall conform to tho special instructions 
heroimiftor sot forth, and comimiuicato iiromptly and fully, through 
the acting assistant pi-ovostHiiarshal-gonoral for his State, such infor- 
mation and suggestions as ho may doom of imi>ortanoo.

80. Provost-marshals or deputy provo.st-mavsbals ni‘<5 not, oiititled 
to rocolvo tho roward for tho ai)[>rolumsion of dosorUn's. 

8,1. Provost-marshals shall kooi> IkjoIch in whioli thoy sluill (mtor tho 
(lofioi'iption of all dosortors and otlior porsons rocioivcal as prlsonors 
by thorn, with such dates and romarks ns may bo propm* tio (5omi)loto, 
as far as pjwdhjablo, Iho liistory of th(» arn'st and of 1,1m nifui. They 
shall also k(50p sindi othor books as may bo inKaiNsary l;o prosorvo a 
oomploto history of thoii* corrospondoiioo and bitsinoss. 

82. Whoro thoro is a military station in tbo imtmaliMlKrvloinity of 
the hoadcpiartors of tho district, tho provosl,-marHlml will sond tho 
dosortors to it on tho day of, or day following (ludr ari’cst by, or 
dolivory to, him.

88, Wlion it is nooossary to conduct and giiai'd dosorlicrH from dis- 
trict In^nchinartcrs to a mllltarystation, and t}\oi‘(^ bo no military :l!oi’(30 
available for this service, tho provost-tnarshn i may (unploy a suitablo 
spocial guard, under a iloputy, to a(!com])any the indsonors. Tlio 
moiiiboi's of tho guard may bo allowed, foi.* th.(5 time acjtually and 
iioccssai'ily employed in tln^ trij), a per dioiu of nol, inoi'(3 than $1, 
besides their actual (ixpensos, tirovidod thoy acicomplish tlm duty 
assigned thorn. 

8d-. Tho provost-marshal shall soo that tho guards wml, from Ins din- 
trie!; to tho military station in charge of doHml,or,s aro armod and 
instru(!tod to pi’ovont tho oscapt^ of those in tlnur oustody. 

85. Tho district provost-marshal shall soo tiuit dosc-riptivo lists in 
dupliento aro nimlo of every dosortor <»• pjwly of dos(U't('rH sent olT by 
him. Tlmso lists will bo tiikon by tho provost-mai'shal or doinity in 
cluu'gc of tho dosortors to tho ofllcor to whom 1,1m do.sortorH aro turned 
over; this lattov onicor will retain ouo and rotiu'Ji tli(3 ()1,)i(U', giving a 
receipt for tho dosortors by name on tho hade of it. 'Phis oopy of the 
(lescriptivo list will accompany tho provost-mai'Hliars monthly report 
to tlm Provost-Marahal-Gonoral of i>orsons arj'ostcid. Ilio expenses 
incurred in the approhonsion of doaortors and tln^ five dollars paid as 
reward, if this sum has boon justly chiimod and a voinduu’ given by 
tho provost-marshal for it, will bo stated opposite oaoli man’s name on 
the doscriptivo lists. None of tho oxponsfis, Jiowcmu', inc.iirrod on the 
desertor’s account after ho has boon received by tlio pi'ovo.st-marshal 
shall be cliargod against him. 

80. Jly section 13 of tlio onrollinont act any person failing to report 
after duo service of notice, as proscribed in tlni a(it, witlioiit furnish- 
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inj; a .snl)Rliilai1;o or payiiij^ (.lio ro(iuisiUi Hum Miorol'oi’, shall 1)(5 dooinod 
a (losortor, and kIuiII ])o jirrosl-od by thu provosli-imu’shal and soul, U) 
tliononro.st inililary post; Tor lirial by c.oiiririnartial, imloHS upon ])i‘opoi' 
showiiij^' tliat, bo is noli lial)l(^ iiodo mllil.ary duty, tlio Ibnird ol! Eiivoll- 
menlisluill i'(!lioiv<^ him I'ronulrafli. In (tasoof suchal•r(^H^;H1.ilopl•ovoslr 
luarsb{ll Htiall .s(md witli oaoli ib^Hcrtcr to tlio iuiU(,ary ])ost written 
(jhargos against him. 

37. Provost-Tnarshals, while onjoimal to a slivlct and infh^xiblo por- 
foi'iinuKio ol; duty, ar<i warned agalimt itnproper arrests. It maylnip- 
p«n tlnit (liHoIiargo.d Holdicjrs may l)e imposed upon and deprived of 
their })apO!'H, and tluni d(iUv(n*e<l for reward to the provost-mar.shal as 
(Icsoi'tors. .Sagiunly and ]»ronipt and elose Hcjnitiny of ovoiy ease on 
the part of provost-marshals mu.st bo exercised to provciit'abuso or 
hardship of this natui'o. 

KPIIfiS. 

38. It is lilui duty of in-ovcmt-marshals “ to detect, seize, and confine 
spies of tlio enemy, who hIuiII, without uuroasonable delay, bo deliv- 
ored to the onatody o f tlie general eommaiidiiig the dopartmout in which 
they may be arrosled.” 

39. Spies wdum arrested mnsl. be seenroly guarded and conducted 
to the cusl-ody of the general eominandlng the dopartmout by niilitiiry 
or special guar<is in a luauuer similar to that heretofore provided for 
(leaoi’toi'H. 

40. 'I’he aceouiits for ali expeimes in regard to the arro.st, conftno- 
inouli, transportation, and snlisistence of si)ioHwill bo .similar to those 
proscrliied for <loHertei'H. 'I’he fa<d. of their being rciiderod hi relation 
to a spy, and not to a deserter, must bo .stated. 

IlBST8.“(,lUAU'J.'l<]KrN(.l AND MUIWISTINU PKOVOHT-MAXtSirAns’ PAllTIJSS. 

41. Written, agreements will be imwlo bv x^^'^^vost-iuanslials for the 
rentol! “rests,” upon the most roa.sonal>lo*terms possible, subject to 
approval, and two copies of tins contract forwarded immediately to 
the Provost-Ararsbal-f-hmeral. The rout will be paid as horoinafter 
directed for otlioi' a(H5ounts. 

42. Where district head<jiuivtor.s are in cities, or elsowliero, witlvin 
reach of any of tlm regular posts, encampments, “.soldioi^* rests,” or 
other xihiccs ol! acaionimodatioii jirovlded by the Govorumoiit or by the 
public for soldi<u's, the jirovost-marshal shall iiiako it his duty to 
avail liimaolC of them in x>rovidiiig :Cor deHortera, .stragglers, &c. ; and 
when moving desortors or other men under Ids control from one point 
to aiiotlier he sliall seek and avail himself of those idnees of accom- 
modation. If there be no sncIi xdacoa of accommodation within eou- 
veuiont roach of district lieadiiuarters the iirovost-marsluil shall at 
once establish a “ rest,” by written agrconioiit with some responsible 
party, to provide eoolced rations, on demand, for as many soldiers as 
ho may from time to time jwesont, and at a rate not to exceed 30 cents 
a day for oacdi person actually subsistod. 

43. After doHe].‘l,ei.'s ai’o received by tho provoat-mai'shal tihoy and 
the guards in charge ol! tliem must be subsisted at tho “rest” or sta- 
tion as heretofore provided. 

44. Who].i subsislieiicG cannot bo issued by the commissai’iat to the 
provo.st-inai'slials’ jnirtios, it will bo procured by the iiroyost-marshal 
on tvritten contracts when ijracticablo, for comploto rations. If tho 
ration cannot be procured thus, then a contract will bo made for 
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board and lodging. The aggrogato (tosli of hoard and lodging Hlioiild 
never oxoood 40 conts pov (limn; as a gmioi-a! rnli^, (nvporicoK'o lias indi- 
ealioci tihati it. should bo much loss. 

4:S. Accounls for subsistoiico of porsoiis in Ibo military sorvieo will 
bo kopt distiuoli from those foi* oitizmis, sindi as oiti/.cn oniptoyes oE 
the provostrmai*shars dopartmeiit, .spies, or otliors not ollleors or 
soldiors in the IT. S. service. 

4(1. Tho contractor will send for payment monthly or (|iiartorly, at 
his o])tion, his accounts for rations issiied to jmrsons in military 
sorvieo, to tho Cominissary-Gonoi'al; and for eiti/.cms and (irai'tod men 
while at tho rondozvous, to tho lh‘ovost-Mar.slial-(imun‘jiL 

47. When eonvoni(mce and (Mioiioniy l•(MJni^■o that the e.ontraot shall 
bo for board and lodging, the coiitraid. shall stal.o t.ho amonnt for oaoli 
soparatoly. Tho cojitra<;tor will be paid for board as ])re,scribed in 
the proeoding paragraph, and for lodging from tlui Provost-Marshal- 
GonoruFs funds as heroinaftor directed. 

48. When a contract minnot bo made (4u5 provost-marshal may 
make arrang{3inonts for tho payment of the lu'ciessary (ixponsos of 
subsisting and boarding his pai'ty. 

40. When issues of rations are mnd(3 in kind it. will b(3 done on the 
usual provision votiirns. Hoard will be fiirnisluul on a roturji, show- 
ing the luunbor of the party, th(3 days, and (lates. 

CO. Lodging will b(3 furni.sluai on a return, sliowing tb(3 number of 
men, days, and daUis for (inch. Krom tlicso rtdiiirns tlio abstract is 
made up. (Form 10.) 

61. Whore “re.sts” have not l)0(3n (Established, and no place of 
security i.s at Iniml, prisoners in e.harg(E of provost-marshals’ parties 
may l)(j quarUEi’od in Jails. In siueIi (mscES the ordinary .jail-feos will 
be paid in lieu of board and lodging. (S(eo })aragra[)h 118.) 

62. Wlion j)rlsonoi*H arc to be .sent from a sl;ation to tluElr destina- 
tion, as provided in H(Ection 7 of the (EiiroIInKEut jud: of March 8, 1863, 
tlioy and tlicir guards will bo supiiliod, before leaving tlio station, 
with cooked jEi’ovlsious foi* tlio trix). 

63. Upon tlieir return, or wIkeii trav(Eling on duty, 1 .!i(e guards inust, 
when XH'iKJtieablo, avail tluEin.stElves of Due “iMEstH’’ or stations on the 
route. 

BOARDS OF UNKOPr.MF.N’l’. 

64. Section 8 of act for enrolling andcallingout tIuE national forces, 
&c., approved March 3, ;18()3, xu’<>videa: 

That in oa(5h of said (listi'UEtH fclioroHlmll ho a hom'd of {siivollmont, to hecom- 
noaoil of tho in’ovoHt-mnrHhal, uh pvo.si(lont, and two otlior pomms, to iio aiipohited 
by tho Prosident of tho Unibid .StatoH, ono of whom shall ho a lioonaod and 
practicing physician and surgeon. 

66. Section 6of act making ai)in*oi>riati()ns for sundry civil (Expenses 
of the Govermnent for tlio y(Ear ending .lune 80, 1804, and for tho 
year ending Juno 30, 1803, and for otluEr piii‘poK(EH, aXEin’oved March 
3, 1863, xn’ovidos: 

That tho aurgCEon and the citizen at largo, who arc, with tho provost-marshal, to 
form tho onrolling hoard of each Conm'oasional district, shall roooivo tho compen- 
sation of an assistant surgeon of the Army, excluding coimuuiatiou for fuel and 
(luartex'H for tho time aotnally employed, and tliat tho sanxcE may 1)0 paid by the 
Scevotavy of War out of appropriations already niudo for tho sorvicos of that 
Dopartmeiit. 

Payment aliall Ime mtulu to tluEin and to the provost-marshal by tho 
pay (.lopai’tmont. 
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DU'L'IICS 01*’ BOAKDS OS’ ENROI-LMISNI’. 

66. Soction !J a£ a(tl, lor enrolling and culling out tlio national lorco.s, 
&c., approved March 3, 1803, iirovides: 

Tlmt it shall bo tlio (Inty of tho aaid board to divide the diati-ict into sub-districts 
of fioiiveiiiont size, it 1;lioy sliall doom it necossary, not oxccoding two, without 
tho (liroction of tluj aoinotary of War, and to appoint, on or boforo tlio tenth day 
of Maroli next, and in each altornato yoiu- thoreaftor, an onrolling ofileer for each 
liub-distl'ict, and to hirnish him witli proper blanlra and inatnictions; and ho shall 
iminodlatoly procood to enroll all porHons anbjoot to military duty, noting their 
respective places of lesidonoo. agos on tho first day of July following, and their 
occupation, and sliall, on or boforo the ilrat day of April, report tho same to tho 
Board of Ihivollment, to bo ooiiHolidatod into one list, a copy of wliich shall ho 
transmitted to tho Provost-Marshal-fTonoi’nl, on or bofoi'o tlio lirat day of May 
succeeding the onrollmonl:: Pnivided, neverthelcsH, That if, from any cause, tlie 
duties proscribed by tliia section cannot bo performed within tlio time specified, 
then the samo shall bo performed ns soon thoreaftor us pnicHeahle. 

57. To carry out i.ho proviaionK of tho foregoing act, and for tho 
purpose of oiij’olhncnt, tho Board in each district is horohy diroctod 
by the Secretary of War to divide onoh district, whonovor the 
Board shall doom it expedient, Into sub-diatricts at tho rate of one 
for each ward of a city; and if tho Board doom it best, one or more 
townshiiiH of a comity may ({onatituto a sub-district, where tlio popu- 
lation is donsG, or a county may bo made a sub-district in sparsoly- 
SQttlod regions. Tlio object to bo kept in view by tho board shall be 
to make such subdivisions as to insure tho (ioiuplotion of tho onrollinont 
at tho earliest date practicable. 

68, Tho Board shall, bj^ its majority, appoint, with tlui least pi*ac- 
ticablo ([Qliiy, an curolUng olhoor for oacli sub-district, and shall tako 
pains to soo that lit and proper ponsons aro soloctod for this duty. 
Assossor.s, if othcrwls(^ suitablo, aro iiroforablo for tliis position. Tho 
enrolling olllcors may bo paid not to oxcood $3 per diem for tlie time 
actually employed, 

69. Tho ]3oard will give tho ourolling ofllcors all necessary instruc- 
tions, as they act under ite direction. 

OO. Tlio Board shall rofiulro of each onrollnig oflicor, before ho 
enters on his dutios, an oath duly administoi’od and witnessed, that 
lio will perform faithfully, and without x)artiality, favor, or alTGCtiou, 
all tho duties of his olllco us onrollliig oincor of tlie sub-district to 
which ho is appointed, and that ho will obey all lawful instructions 
of tho Board of Enrollment, 

C;l.. Tho enrolling oflicor for each district or sub-district shall, iinmo- 
(liately uiiou liis appointment, procood to enroll all i)oi*sons subject to 
military duty under tho provisions of tho act for enrolling and calling 
out tho national forces. Ho shall iioto thoir rospoctivo places of resi- 
(lencQ, thoir ages, as they will be uimn tho 1st day of July, 1863, their 
color, whothor wliite or black, and thoir occupations, respectively. 

62. This enrollment must include; 

(1) All able-bodied male citizens of tho United States, between the 
ages of twenty and £oj.’ty-flvo years, not exempt from military service 
hy law, 

(2) All persons of foreign bu’tli, not so .exempted, who shall have 
declared, on oath, thoir intention to become citizens of the United 
States under and in pursuance of the laws thereof. 

63. Section 3 of act for onrolling and calling out tho national forces, 
&c., approved March 3, 1868, provides: 

That tho national fovcos of the United States not now in the military service, 
onvolled nnclor this act, shall, be ilividod into two olassos : tlie first of which shall

on. Persons havinj^ their legal doinieile witbiii n-iiy distriedi avo not 
oxonii)t from mirollment therein by reason of toinjiorary ahsoiieo thoro- 
froin. Stndontsin eolhiges or schools, tmudiers, apprcmlhms, sailor.s, 
travolors, traveling inerehants, and similar ela.ss(is oi' tdti^ons imist 
be enrolled in tlui districts in wliieli they have Mieii' respoetivo 
(loinieiles. 

GG. The ]5oard shall require the enrolling oirniers l;o judge of tho 
ages ol; individuals by tlio best ini'onuation they (‘an ()l)l;ain in each 
ease, but always to make a decision as to wiietlier the jxu'kou in qne.s- 
tion is subject to onroibnent, and if so, in which (dass, and to oiiroll 
iihn accordingly. 'I'he Poai’d will do(n(le (luostions of exemption on 
account of age, when brouglil. bcifore it, under tho law, by tho persons 
enrolled. 

G7. In city districts tho Board shall riuiuive tlio enrolling offtcora to 
aubiuit. their lists, as far as c.oinplcted, daily or every other day ; aiicl 
if the district is composed of a county tho lislis sliall lie reiiuived’ twice 
a week, or weeklj', if tho Jloard deem it host. As soon as theso i)avtial 
lists are receivoil by the Board, they must bo entored on the copy for 
tho Pi‘OVOHt-Mar.shal-(;5enei'aI, al])habetically arranged. 

(i8. As soon as tlio enrollment is (wmiploted in eacli district, the con- 
solidated list for tlio Provost-Mai-shai-General, with Ihe nanios alpha- 
betically arrangial, must bo completed and forwarded direct to him 
with tho least possible delay. 

09. Tho Board shall presorvo the rolls of tlie enrolbnont sub- 
districts; and on tho consol Idabid lists for the Ib’ovost-Marshal- 
Gonoral a recapitnlation shall bo made in ligures (according to form), 
showing tho mmibor of men, whether wliite or (jolorod, of each class 
enrolled in oach ward or township, and tho total iiuinbor of each class 
onrollod in the district. 

70. W^’liem conixilete enrollments liave been lately made by State 
authority cojnos thoi’cof will bo obtained, if jirac.ticable, and used in 
making or verifying the now enrolimonts. 

71. VVhonovor any jiart of tho national forces in a district is to bo 
called out, tlie number of men to come J'rom each district will bo 
announced to the Board, through tho I'rovost-Marslial-Gonoral, with 
specillo instructions HH to the subdivisions to be coiiaiderod for tho 
district with a view to making tlie apportionment. 

711. The Board shall niako tho ajiportionmenli according to tho sub- 
districts to bo considorod, and shall tlioii make the draft for eacli sub- 
district of tho number of men iwiiiired, and 50 per cent, in addition. 

7il. Tho Board shall nuiko an exact and comploto roll of the names 
of the persons drafted, and ol’ tlie order in which lihoy wore drawn, so 
that tlio hi'st drawn may stand first on the said roll, and the second 
may stand second, and so on. The draft Hhall take jilac.o at the head- 
quartor.s of the district. It sliall ho public and under tho direction of 
the Board of Eni*ollmont. The name of eacli person enrolled .shall be 
placed ill a box to bo provided for tiie purpo.so, and the provost- 
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marshal, oi- soino ptirsoii designated by Mm (the drawer to be blind- 
folded), shall draw therefrom one name at a time until the required 
number is obtained. 

74, Tlic exact and complete roll of the names of persons drawn in 
the draft shall bo entered by the Board in a boolc to be Icejjt for that 
purpose, ruled and headed to correspond with the descriptive roll of 
drafted men. (Form 34.) 

7a, The nnmher required to fill tlio call will be taken fi’om this roll 
by eoinmencing at the first name and taking in order, until the required 
number is obtained, all who ai^e not, by the Bear'd, decided to be 
excepted and exemirt under the provisions of the enrollment act. 

76. 'J’ho names of the men thus called into service will he entered 
on ‘ ‘ dosei’iptive rolls ” (in triplicate), signed by the Bear'd. One copj’^ 
of this roll will be sent to the Pi'ovost-Mai'shal-General direct, one 
copy to the acting assistant provost-marahal-goneral of the State, and 
one will he retained by the provost-marslial. 

77. Certified extracts from this descriptive roll shall be made in 
duplicate by the provost-marshal for every party of drafted men sent 
off, and sent with the party to the officer to whom the party is to be 
delivered. One copy is to be retained by this officer, and the other is 
to bo returned, with a receipt for the party as delivered to him on the 
back. The returned copy will accompany tlio provost-mar.shars 
monthly report; to the Pi'0V0St-Mai*shal-6eneral. 

78. 'Pile Board shall note on the roll book of drafted men, in the 
column of remarks opposite eacli man’s name, the disposition made 
of him — whether called into service and sent to the rendezvous, 
exempted by the Board, I'oplaced by a substitute, commuted for, 
deserted, or discharged as not being required. 

79. Tlie substitute whom any drafted pei'son is authorized, by sec- 
tion 13 of the envollmont act, to fumisli must bo presented to the 
Board of Enrolliuent; and it shall bo the duty of the Board to examine 
him and, if accepted, to place his name on the book of pei’sons drafted, 
with explanatory remarlcs. His name will tlien bo transcribed on the 
descriptive rolls of men called into service. 

80. Certificates of exemption from the draft, by reason of having 
provided a substitute, or having paid commxitation money, shall be 
furnished by the Board of Enrollment according to Form. 31. A dis- 
charge from one draft furnishes no exemption from any subsequent 
draft, except that when tlie pei'son drafted has furnished an accopt- 
abl<3 substitute, and lias received a certificate of disoliargo from a 
preceding draft, he shall bo held exempt from military duty during 
the time for which he was drafted and for which such substitute was 
furnished. 

81. The Board shall furnish a discharge (Form 31) from further 
liabilities under the particular draft to any drafted person who pre- 
sents a bona fide receipt, for the sum announced in orders for the 
procuration of substitutes, from the person authorized by the Secre- 
tary of War to receive it. 

82. All persons exempted from the draft by the Board (section 14, 
enrollment act) shall be furnished witli certificate of the fact (Form 
32), and all iiersons “discharged” after the required number of able- 
bodied men shall liave been obtained shall be furnished by the Board 
with a certificate (Form 33), 

83. The character and amount of evidence requisite to decide the 
question of disqualification on account of age must be detemined by 
the Board of Enrollment. Such disqualification should be clearly and

Tliii-d, tho only 
son of aged orinnvin parent or parents dep<rtMh!Ut upon liis labor for support, 
Fourth, whoro there are two or more sons of aged or infirm paronts sub, loot to 
draft, tho father, tir, if ho ln) dead, the mother may ehad which son sl'nill be 
exempt. Plftli. the only brother of ehildnni not twelve years old, liaving noithor 
father nor mother, dependent njum his labor for support. Sixth, the father of 
luothovlesH children under twelve years of age d<»p(mdenj; upon his lalior for sup- 
port, Seventh, whore theroareu father and sons in thosameJhmily and houBGhola, 
and two of them are in the military scrvijsi of tho Uni(;(;d Blntes as non-commis- 
sioiied onicers, imwicians, or jn-ivates, the rewiduo of sindi family and household, 
not oxcofiding two, shall bo exempt. And no iiersens but sucli as are hoveiu 
excepted Khali bo exoiniit VvoDided, liawmu'. That no person who has boon con- 
victed of any felony slnill bo envolled or }»onniti:ed to wirve in said forces.

oaths. 

87. The oxompta iindor the ni*at pi'ovision of section 2 of the act for 
onrolling and calling out the national forces, &c., aa'III generally ho 
sufKloiontily w(dl Icnown to tlui Board to obviaiio the uoeosslty of ovi- 
donco with regard to tiinun. Should, Iiowcaw, the Board consider it 
nocossary in any case, the commission or cortificalio of office of any 
person claiming exemption under the provision mentioned may ho 
required to ho shoAvn.

102. Each vouehoi* sliould bo complete in itself, being accompanied 
by all orders and exjilanations necessary to make it fully understood. 

103. Vouchers for purchases must specify the date and place of 
purchase, tlio Items and amount, and the name of tho person or per- 
sons in whoso favor the account is made. 

104. .Vouchors foi' other expenditures must specify Avlion, whore, to 

whom, and for v^hat purpose the’expendlture was made; tho number 
and names of tlio persons for whom the expense was incurrod—if for 
officers or onliatod men, the company and regiment to which they 
belong. When tho names aro numerous a separate list of them 
should accompany the vouohor. r 
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105. Vouchers imist iu all cases be aceoinxiauied by tho receipt of 
the party to whom pajnnent is made, and by tlie cortifleato of an 
otlicer of tlie Army or i)rovost-inarsUal, that tho amount chargod is 
accurate and just, and that it was necessary for the public soi-yico. 

100. When a vouchor is not suxjported by a certificate of an officer 
or provost-marshal it must bo aecompauiod by the affidavit of tho 
person incurring the expense, setting forth tliat it was actually and 
necessarily incurred in the public service. 

107. Tho receipt to a voucher must be signed, when practicable, 

a principal. When this is not jiracticablo the provost-inarsliaL will 
add to his own certificate a statement tliat the agent is duly author- 
ized to sign the receipt. 

108. When an individual makes “his mark,” instead -of signing his 
name to the receipt, it must be witnessed by a third iierson. 

109. If medical attendance be necessarj'^, and tliei'o be no army 
surgeon available, tlie pnivost-inarslial may engage the soi’viee.s of' a 
physician, by contract, on reasonable terms, “by the visit” or by the 
month. 

110. In vouchers for medical attendance and inedLciiiGS tho name 
of each imtient, date of, and charge for each visit, and for mediemos 
furnished must bo given, and tho covtifieate of tho iffiysiciau added 
that the rates charged are l‘.he usual rates of the place. 

111. To each vouchor for notices inserted in newspapers or posters 
a- copy of tho notice or poster will bo appended. 

112. Vouciiors to accounts wliicli are to be paid by a disbursing 
officer of tho Quartermaster’s or tho Subsistence Depai’tmoiits must 
be made out in quadruplicate — three for the use of the doparfcmoiits, 
the otlier for the Provost-Marslial-Gonoval. 

113. Vouchors to accounts which arc to bo paid by tho Provast- 
Marshal-General’s Department will be made out in duplicate. 

114. Expenditures must bocoiiftiiod to items stated in those rogiila* 
tions. Iu an unforeseen emergency, requiring a deviation from tills 
rule, a full explanation luuat bo appended to the vouchor for tho 
expondituro; and if this bo not satisfactory tho account will be 
charged against the provost-maushal.

(8) Advertising in (not to exceed two) newspapers, in the city or 

district, the necessaiy notices, &c., concerning the draft. - 

(9) Such other necessaiy expenses, not herein provided for, as may 
be deemed necessaiy to the efliciout execution of the duties of iirovost- 
marslial, subject to the decision of the Provost-Marshal-General.

INSTRUCTIONS EOR THE GOVERNMENT OP ARMIES OP THE UNITED 
STATES IN THE PIELD. 

Section I. — MarUal law — Military jm-isdiction — Militar'y necessity—^ 

Retalialion. 

1. A place, district, or country occupied by an enemy stands, in 
Gonse{iuence of the occupation, under the martial law of the invading 
or occupj'ing army, whether any proclamation declarinp' martial law, 
or any public warning to the inhabitants, has been issued or not. 
Blartial law is the immediate and direct effect and conseaiienoe of 
occupation or conquest. 

The presence of a liostile army proclaims its martial law. 

2. Martial law does not cease during the hostile occupation, except 
by special, proclamation, ordered by the commandor-in-chief, or by 
special mentiou in the ti'eaty of peace concluding the Avar, Avhen the 
occupation of a place or territory continues beyond the conclusion of 
peace as one of the conditions of the same. 

3. Blartial laAV in a hostile country consists in the suspension by the 
occupying military authority of the criminal and ciAul laAV, and of tho 
domestic administration and government in tho occupied place or 
territory, and in tho substitution of military rule and force for the 
same, as well as in tho dictation of general laAvs, as far as military 
necessity requires this suspension, substitution, or dictation. 

The commander of the forces may proclaim that tho administration 
Of all civil and penal law shall continue either wholly oi* in part, as 
in times of peace, unless otherwise ordered by tho military authority. 

4. Blartial laAv is simply military authority exercised in accordance 
with the laAvs and usages of war. Military oppression is not martial 
laAv ; it is the abuse of tho power which that law confers. As martial 
law is executed by military force, It is incumbent upon those wlic 
administeritto be strictly guided by the principles of justice, honor, and 
humanity — virtues adorning a soldier oven more than other men, for 
the very reason that he possesses tho poAvei' of liis arms against the 
unarmed. 

6. Blartial law should bo less stringent in places and countries fullji 
occupied and fairly conquered. Much greater severity may be oxer*

14. Militaiy necessity, as understood by modern civilized natioJ^J 
consists in the necessity of those measures which are indispciiHii’P^ 
foi' .securing the ends of the war, and which are lawful accordiiii? 
the ]iiodorii law and usages of war. 

1/j. Military necessity admits of all direct destruction of lifo V 
limb of armed enemies, and of other persons whose destruction ^ 
incidcntrally unavoidable in the armed contests of the war; il; alU>'" 
of the cjiptnring of every armed enemy, and every enemy of iinp*^^ 
tance to tlie liostile goveniment, or of peculiai’ danger to the captor 
it allows of all destruction of property, and obstruction of the 
and channeLs of traffic, travel, or communication, and of all \vi^^ 
iiolding of sustenance or means of life from tlie enemy; of the app^'* 
in'iation of whatever an enemy’s country affords necessary for id’ 
subsi.stence find safety of the Army, and of sucli deception as 
not involve the breaking of good faith either positively pled|^' 0 < 
regarding agi-eements entered into during the war, or sninjoHotL^i:! 
the modern law of war to exist. Mon who take up arms against 
another in xniblic war do not cease on this account to be moral bofnf?'

1C. MiliUiry necessity does not admit of oruGlty-*-that is, 
infliction of suffering for the sake of suffering or for revenge, nox’ < 
maiming or wounding except in light, nor of torture to extort ooi 
fessions. It does not admit of the use of poison in any way, nor < 
the wanton devastation of a district. It admits of deception, 
disclaims acts of i)erfidy ; and, in general, military necessity does 
include any act of hostility which makes tlie return to peace iiniie op 
sarily difficult. ^ 

17. 'War is not carried on by arms alone. It is lawfulto starvo li* 
hostile belligerent, armed or unariuod, so that it leads to the spoocli< 
subjection of tlie enemy. 

18, Wiieii a commander of a besieged place expels the non-eomt>n 
ants, in order to lessen the number of those wlio consume his stoc 
of provisions, it is lawful, though an extreme measure, to clx'i'’ 
them back, so as to hasten ou the surrender. 

10. Cominaiiders, whenever admissible, inform the enemy of t.lic 
intention to bombard a place, so that the non-combatants, aiuT <3 
pecially the women and children, may be removed before tlio boi 
bai'dmeut commences. But it is no infraction of the common law 
war to omit thins to inform the enemy. Surprise may be a iiocoHSiit 

20. Public war is a state of armed hostility between sovoroii 
nations or govornmenls. It i.s alaw and requisite of civilized oxif 
enec that men live in political, continuous societies, forming 

ized units, called states ornations, whose constituents boar, enjoy, tti 
suffer, advance and retrograde together, in peace and in war. 

21. The citizen or native of a hostile country is thus an onmn^’', 
one of the constituents of the hostile state or nation, and as sueTx 
subjected to the hardships of the war. 

22. Nevertheless, as civilization has advanced during the last cio 
turies, so has likewise steadily advanced, especially in wai* on Uvii 
the distinction betiveen the private individual belonging to a hosiji 
country and the hostile country itself, with its men in arms. 'IP 
Xn-iiiciple has been more and more acknowledged that the uuai'jTa, 
citizen i.s to be spared in person, proper’ty, and lioiror as much fis ti 
exigencies of war will admit. 

28. Private citizens are no longer murdered, Gn.slaved, or oax^iri 
off to (listtint par*ts, and the iiroffensive iirdivirtual is as little distuirX) 
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ill liis i)riviii(' fcUjil.ioMH jik tlui noinmaiulor of 1;ho hostile troops can 
afford 1.0 ji'i'itiil. in tilie ove.n’iiliuK (iemaiKls of a vigorous war.

21). tloniiiniiiding generals may (•.anse the niagiatratcs and eivd ofti- 
fierfi of the hostile (ionntry to take the oath of temporary allegiaiieo or 
an oath of lldelity to theliMiwn victorious government or rulers, and 
they may (ixiiol <'V<5ry out*, who (hadim^s to do so. Uiit wludihor they do 
so or not, tlu^ people an<l their civil oflicoi's owe strict obedience to 
tliein as long as tlu^y hold mvay over tho disti’ict or counti'y, at the 
peril of their livi^s. * 

27. 'Phe biv' of war can no more wholly dispense with retaliation 
than can tlie law of nations, of which it is a branch. ’Vet civilized 
nations aciciiowledge r<jtaliation us tho sterne.st feature of wav. A 
reckh^ss enemy often loaves l.o his oppommt no other moaiiH of' socur- 
iiig hinaself iigiiinst the repetition of harbarou.s outrage. 

2H. lietHllatiou will tluu’efore never bo resorted to as a incaanvo of 
inore revengis hut only as a imians of prototdiiverdtribution, and niore- 
ovor (!autio\isly and uiiavohiably — that is to say, retaliation shall only 
bo re.sorted to' afttu- careful impiiry into tho real occurreueo and the 
character of tluMiiiwleeds tliat may demand retrilnition. 

IJjilu.st or iiuionsidm-ate r<d,a1iatloii removes tho bolligoronts larthcr 
and farther from the mitigating rules of regular war, and by rapid 
stops loads them nearm* to the liitorneeino wavs of savages.

.‘30. Ever since tlui formation ami coexistence ot modorii nations, and 
ever .sinci^ wars have become great national wa.i's, wax* has come to ho 
iiclciiowledged not to b(» its own end, but the moans to obtain groat 
ends of .state, or to (consist in dofenso agaimst xyrong; anti no conven- 
tional rc.stric.tion of the modes adopted to iujnro tho enoniy is any 
longer admitted; hut the law of wav inipoatss many limitations and 
lustrictions on primuplos of justice, faith, and honor.

Punislmient of crimes ayahist tlie inhalnta/nt-s of hostile countries. 

31. A victorious army appropriates all public money, seizes all 
public movable lu’operty until fiirtlior dii*cotion by its govornmont, 
and 8(Kiuosl,(yrs for its own benefit or of that of its govornmont all tho 
revoimos of real iiroporty belonging to the hostile government or 
nation. The t.il.le 1;o such real property remains in abeyance during 
military occupation, and until the conquest is made comploto. 
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32. A victorious army, Ity tlie martial pov^er inliereiit in tlio saitio, 
may suspend, chfinge, or abolish, as far as the martial power extends, 
the relations which arise from the seiwices due, according to tlie exist- 
ing laws of the invaded countiy, from one citizen, subject, or native 
of the same to another. 

Tlie commander of the army must leave it to the ultimate treaty of 
peace to settle the permanencj'^ of this change. 

33. It is no longer considered lawful — on the contraiy, it is held to 
be a serious breach of the law of war — to force the subjects of the 
enemj' into the service of the victorious government, except the latter 
should proclaim, after a fair and complete conquest of the hostile 
country or district, that it is re.solvod to keep the countiy, district, or 
place permanently as its own and make it a portion of its own country, 

34. As a general rule, the property belonging to churches, to lios- 
pitala, or other establishments of an exclusively charitable character, 
to estahlisliments of ednoation, or foundations for the promotion of 
knowledge, wliether public schools, univorsities, academies of learn- 
ing or ohservatorles, museums of the fine arts, or of a scientific char- 
acter — such iiroperty is not to bo considered public property in the 
sense of paragraph 31; but it may bo taxed or used when the public 
service may require it. 

86. Classical works of art, libraries, scioiitlfic collections, or pre- 
cious instruments, .such as astronomical telescopes, as well as hospitals, 
must bo secured against all avoidable injury, even when they are 
oontalned in fortified places whilst besieged or bombarded. 

36. If such works of art, libraries, collections, or instruments 
belonging to a hostile nation or government, can bo removed without 
injury, the ruler of the conquoiing state or nation may order them to 
he seized and removed for the benefit of the said nation. The ulti- 
mate ownership is to be settled by the ensuing treaty of peace. 

In no case shall they be sold or given away, if captured by the 
armies of tlie United States, nor shall they ever bo privately appro- 
lu’iated, or wantonly destroyed or injured. 

37. The United States aclcnowledge and protect, in hostile countries 
occupied by them, I'oligion and morality; strictly private property; 
the persons of the inhabitanla, especially those of women; and the 
sacredness of domestic relations. Offenses to the contraiy shall be 
rigorously punished. 

This rule does. not interfere with the riglit of the victorious invader 
to tax tliG people or their property, to levy foi'ced. loans, to billet sol- 
diers, or to appropriate property, especially liouses, lands, boats or 
ships, and the churches, for temporary and military uses. 

38. Private property, unless forfeited by crimes or by offenses of 
the owner, can be seized only b 5 '- way of military necessity, for the 
support or other benefit of the Army or of the United States. 

If the ovTier has not fled, tlie commanding officer will cause 
receipts to be given, which ma 5 '^ servo the spoliated owner to obtain 
indemnity. 

39. _ The salaiies of civil officers of the liostile government who 
remain in the invaded territoiy, and continue the worlc of their office, 
and can continue it according to the circumstances arising out of the 
war — such as judges, administrative or political officers, officers of 
city or communal goverameiite— ai*e paid from the public revenue of 
the invaded territory until tlie military government has reason wholly 
or pai’tially to discontinue it. Salaries or incomes connected with 
purely honorary titles are always stopped. 
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40. There exists no law or body of authoritative rules of action 

Jotweeii Iiostile arniios, except that branch of tlio law of aiici 

lations which is called the law and usages of war on land. 

41. All municipal law of the ground on which the armies stand, oi 

' f the countries to which they belong, is silent and of no effect behwo on 
'I'luies in tbe field. ^ ^ 

42. Slaveiy, complicating and confounding the ideas of propeiny 
fcltat is, of a thing), and of iiei’sonality (that is, of humanity), GXists 
ccordlng to municipal or local law only. The law of iiatnro anil 
latioiis has never acknowledged it. The digest of the Roman law 
i»acts the early dictum of the pagan jurist, that “so far as tno law 
f nature is concerned, all men are equal.” Fugitives escaping’ 

■ eouiitry in which they were slaves, villains, or serfs, into anotlior 
oiintry, liave, for centuries past, been held fi‘ee and aeknowledgod 
i'eo by judicial decisions of European countries, even thoiigli the 
municipal law of the country in which the slave had taken rofiigc 
oknowledged slavery within its own dominions. 

43. Therefore, in a war between Uie United States and a belligeroiit 
diich admits of slavery, if a person held in bondage by that belligor- 
nt 1)6 captured by or come as a fugitive tinder the protection of tno 
lilltary forces of the United States, such person is immediatoly 
iititlecl to the rights and privileges of a freeman. To return sttch 
ersoii into slavery would amount to enslaving a free person, and 
oithor the United States nor any officer under their authority can 
tislavG any human being. Moi’eover, a person so made free by tho 
bw of war is under the shield of the law of nations, and the former 
iviaor or State can have, by tho, law of postliminy, no belligerent 
Gil or claim of service. 

44. All wanton violence committed against persons in the invacled 
>uiibry, all destruction of property not commanded by the nuthor- 
lod. officer, all robborj’^, all pillage or sacking, even after taking a 
Lace by main force, all rape, wounding, maiming, or killing of suoh 
iliabltauts, are prohibited under the penalty of death, or such otlior 
ivere punishment as may seem adequate for tho gi’avity of tho 

f¥OTlSO, 

.A soldier, officer, or private, in the act of committing such violence, 
nd. disobeying a superior ordering him to abstain from it, may bo 
i-wfully Icilled on the spot by such superior. 

45. All captures and booty belong, according to the modern law 
F 'Nvar, primarily to the government of tlie captor. 

!F*i*ize money, whether on sea or land, can now only be claimed under 
joal law. 

4G. Neither officers nor soldiera are allowed to make use of their 
osition or power in the hostile country for private gain, not even for 
:>inmercial transactions otherwise legitimate. Offe^es to the con- 
*m.*y committed by commissioned officers irill be punished with cash- 
si’ing or such other punishment as tho natui*e of the offense may 
3 quire; if by soldiers, they shall be punished according to the nature 
C the offense. 

47. Grimes ^punishable by all penal codes, such as arson, murder, 
laiming, assaults, highway rob^ry, theft, burglary, fraud, forgery, 
nd. rape, if committed by au American soldier in a hostile country 
gainst its inhabitants, are not only punishable as at home, but in all 
Eises in which death is not inflicted the seym’er punishment shall be 
referred. 
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Section m.—Deseriers— Prisoners of torn— Hostacjes—Bookj on the 

haiile-jiad. 

-18. Deserters fi'om tlie Amei'ican Aimy, having entered the service 
of the enemy, snttcr (.loath if they fall again into the hands of the 
United States, whether by capture or being delivered np to the 
American Army; and if a deserter from the enemy, having taken serv- 
ice in the Army of the TJnited States, is captured by the enemy, and 
punished by them with death or otherwise, it is not a breach against 
the law and usages of war, requiring redress or retaliation. 

40. A prisoner of war is a iiublic oiieniy armed or attached to tlio 
liostile army for active aid, wlio has fallen into the hands of the captor, 
cither fighting or wounded, on the field or in the hospital, b}’^ indi- 
vidual surrender or by capitulation. , , , . 

All soldiers, of whatever species of arms; all men who belong to 
the rising eu masse of the hostile country; all those who are attached 
to the Army for its efficiency and promote directly the object of the 
war, except such as are horoinafter provided for; all disabled men or 
officers on the field or elsewhere, if captured; all enemies who have 
thro^vn away their arms and ask for quarter, are prisoners of wav, 
and as such exijosed to the iiiconvenioncGs as well as entitled to tho 
privileges of a pi'isoner of war. 

50. Jloreover, citizens who accompany an army for whatever pur- 
pose, such as sutlers, editors, or reporters of journals, or contractors, 
if captured, may be made prisoners of war and be detained as such. 

The monarch and members of the hostile reigning family, male oi“ 
female, the chief, and chief oflicors of the hostile government, Its 
diplomatic agents, and all persons wiioare of particular and singular 
use and benefit to the ho.stilo army or its government, are, if captured 
on belligerent ground, and if unprovided with a safe-conduct granted 
by the captor’s government, prisoners of war. 

61. If tlie people of that portion of an invaded country which is not 
yet occuxiied by tlie enemy, or of the whole country, at the approaoli 
of a hostile army, rise, under a duly authorized levy, en masse to 
resist the invader, they are now treated as public enemies, and, if 
captured, arc prisoners of war. 

63. No belligei’out has the right to declare that he will treat evoiy 
captiu'cd man in arms of a levy on masse as a brigand or bandit. 

If, however, tlu? people of a country, or any poi^tioii of the sanic, 
nlread)' occupied by an army, rise against it, they are violators of the 
laws of Avar and ai'C not entitled to their protection. 

53. The enemy’s chaplains, officers of the medical staff, apothe- 
caries, hospital nurses, and servants, if they fall into the hands oi 
the American Army, are not prisoners of Avar, unless the commandoi’ 
has reasons to retain them. In this latter case, oi.’ if, at their oavii ■ 
desire, they ai*e alloAved to i*emaiu Avith their captiiretl companions, : 
they are treated as prisoners of Avar, and may bo exchanged if the 
commander sees fit. 

54. A hostage is a person accepted as a pledge for the fulllllinent of 
an agreement concluded betAveen belligerents during the war, or in 
consequence of a Avar. Hostages are rare in the present age. 

56. If a hostage is accepted, he is treated like a prisoner of war, 
according to rank and condition, as circumstances ma}’^ admit. 

50, A prisoner of Avar is subject to no punishment for being a pub 
lie enemy, nor is any revenge wreaked upon him by the intentioiul 
infliction of any suffering, or disgrace, by cruel imprisonment, wait 
of food, by mutilation, death, or any other barbarity.

It is against the usage of luodorii war to resolve, in liatrod and 
revenge, to give no iiuarter. No body of troops has the right to 
(loelaro that it will mil. give, and thoj-ofore will not expect, (piartor; 
hut a eonunaiHler is ])ermltt.ed to divoet Ids troops to give no qnartor, 
in great strall.s, when Ids own salvation makositiinpossiblo toouiuboj' 
hinisell! wilh iirisoners. 

(11. 'J’roops (but glv»i }U) (piarlm’ luivo no riglit to kill enemies 
already disabled on ll»e ground, or prisoners captured by other troops. 

62. All troops of l-he (Uiomy known or diseovoiud to give no (luar- 
ter in geiiei’a!, or to any portion of th(» Army, receive none. 

08. Troops who (Igld. in tini uniform of their enemies, without any 
plain, striking, aiul unirorm mark of distinction of tlieir own, can 
expect no quarter. 

U. If Ainork'an l,roo]w capture a train containing uniforms of the 
enemy, and the tioimuander considers it advisable to (list.rlbnto thorn 
for use among his men, some striking mark or sign must bo adopted 
to distinguish (he American soldier from the enemy. 

06. The use of the enemy’s national sbindard, Hag, or other omblom 
of nationality, for tlie purpose of deeelving the onomy in battle, is an 
act of perlidy by wlilch they lose all claim to tlio protection of tho 
laws of u'av. 

6(i. Quarter having boon given t.o an onomy by Amoriean troops, 
under a misaiqindieimion of Ids true charaetor, ho may, ncvortholoss, 
be ordered to sulfer tleath if, within tliree days aftm; tho battle, it bo 
discovered that he btdongs to a corps which gives no quarter. 

07. The law of nations allows every sovenugn government to make 
war upon another sovoroign State, and, thoi’ofore, admits of no riiloa 
or laws dilforont ri*om those of regulai* warfare, regarding tho treat- 
ment of prisoners ol! war, although tlu^y may belong to the army oi a 
govornmont which tho captor may consider as a wanton and. unjust

68. Modoi’ii wars avo not intornocino wars, in which tho_ Icilling ol 
tho enemy is tho object. Tlic destruction of tim onoiny ui modern 
war, and,' indeed, modern wjvr itself, ai’O moans to obtain that object 

of the bolligercnt which UoH beyond the war. 

Unnecessary or revengoj!ul destruction of life i.s not lawful. 

69. Outposts, sentinels, or pickets ai*e not to be Hred upon, except 
to drive tliem in, or when a iiositive order, special or general, has boon 
issued to that oilect. 
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70. Th6 nse of poison in any manner, be it to poison wells, or food 
or arms, is wholly excluded from modern warfare. Ho that uses ii 
puts himself out of the pale of the law and usages of war. 

71. Whoever intentionally inflicts additional wounds on an eneinj 
already wholly disabled, or kills such an enemy, or who orders oi 
encourages soldiens to do so, shall suffer death, if duly convicted 
whether he belongs to the Army of tho United States, or is an eneinj 
captured after having committed his misdeed. 

72. Money and other valuables on tho person of a prisoner, such ui 
watches or jewelry, as well as extra clothing, are regarded by lin 
American Army as the private property of the prisoner, and tin 
appropriation of such valuables or money is considered dishonorable 
and is prohibited. 

Nevertheless, if largo sums are found upon the persons of prisonoi s 
or in their possession, they shall be taken from them, and tho sur 
plus, after providing for their own support, appropriated for tho usi 
of the Army, under the direction of the commander, unless othorwis^ 
ordered by tho Government. Nor can prisoners claim, as privah 
property, large sums found and captured in their train, althoiigli tiio; 
have been placed in the private luggage of tho prisoners. 

73. All oRicei-s, when captured, must surrondoi’ their side-arms ti 
the captor. They may bo re.stored to tlio prisoner In marked cases 
by the commander, to signalize admiration of his distingiushocl brav 
ery, or approbation of his liumano treatment of ijvisoners before hi 
capture. Tho captiii*ed officer to whom they may be restored caniio 
wear them during captivity. 

74. A prisoner of wav, being a public enemy, is the prisoner of tb 
Government and not of the captor. No ransom can bo paid by i 
prisoner of war to his individual captor, or to any officer in com 
maud. The Government alono releases captives, according to rule 
prescribed by itself. 

76. Prisoner.s of war are subject, to confinement or imprisonmon 
such as may bo deemed necessary on nceoiint of safety, but they ar 
to bo subjected to no other intentional suffering or indignity. Tli 
Gonflueinenfc and mode of treating a prisoner may bo varied durini 
his captivity accoi’diiig to tho demands of safety. 

76. Prisoners of war shall be fed upon plain and wholesomo food 
whenever practicable, and treated with humanity. 

Tliey may be required to work for tho benefit of tlio captor’s gov 
ernment, according to their rank and condition. 

77. A prisoner of war who escapes maj' bo shot, or othorwiso Icilled 
in his flight; but neither death nor any other punishment shall b 
inflicted upon liini .simply for his attempt to escape, which the law o 
war does not consider a crime. Stricter meams of security shall b 
used after an unsuccessful attempt at escape. 

If, however, a conspiracy is discovered, the purpo.so of which is; 
united or general escape, tho conspirators may be rigorously pun ished 
even with death; and capital punishment may also be inflicted upoi 
prisoners of war discovered to have plotted rebellion against tli 
authorities of the captora. whether in union with fellow-prisoners o 
other persons. 

78. If prisoners of war, having given no pledge nor made an; 
promise on their honor, fombly or othei’wiso escape, and are cap 
tured again in battle, after having rejoined their own army, the, 
shall not be punislmd for their escape, but shall be treated as simpl 
prisoners of war, although they will be subjected to stricter confine 

inonf. 
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79 . Evovy (i(ii)(iur(i{l wouinlod onomy bIuUI luodiciiUy ti’oated, 
according Idni abUily oC tlm in(5fllr*al sM. 

80. IIon()i.’»il.)lo men, avIiou (^iptuvod, will abstain from giving to tlio 
giiQij^y inforinatlnii cninjovning Umii own army, and the modem law 
of war poi'iniliH no longor tUo nso oil any violence against prisoners in 
order to extort tlui d(^sired inllorination, or to punisli tliom for having 
given false information. 

Section IV. — ParUmtift — Amiad (sneiniaft tml heloiifjing to the hostile 
army — ScouLs — jlmned prowlers — W ir-vehels. 

81. Partisans are Holdlem armed and wearing the uniform of their 
hut Indonging to a eovpa Avlnek acta dcttudied from the main 

body for tire pnrposci of making inv(»adH into the territory occupied by 
the encm 3 ^ If (niptmrod they are entitled to all the privileges of the 
prisoner of war. 

82. Men, or Hcinads of men, who commit hostilities, whether by 
flglithig, or inroad.s for dostructloii or plunder, or by raids of any 
kind, without cjomnuHsion, without being part and portion of the 
organimod hostile army, and without sharing coiitiiiuonsly in tho war, 
but who do so with intermitting returns to thoir iiomos and .avoca- 
tions, or with the (xurnsional assumption of tlie semblance of peaceful 
pursuits, divosting tlunnsolvoH of tlie oharactor or appearance of 
soldiers— snoli iiun'i, or squads of men, are not public enemies, and 
therofore, if eapturod, are not entitled to the privileges of prisoners 
of war, but shall be treated siiinniarily as highway robbers or pirates. 

83. Scouts or Hlngle Holdiers, if disguised in the dross of the country, 
or in tlie uniform' of the army hostile to bliolr own, employed in 
obtaining information, if found wltliiu or lurking about tho lines of 
tho captor, are treated as spies, and suffer death. 

S'i. Armed prowlers, l>y whatever names they may bo called, or 
persons of tho emuny’s territory, wlio .steal within the linos of the 
hostile army for tho purpose of robbing, killing, or of destroying 
bridges, roads, or canals, or of robbing or destroying the mail, or of 
cutting tho telegraph wires, are not entitled to tho privileges of the 
prisoner of war. ^ . 

86. War-rebels are persons witliin m occupied territory who rise 
in urms againsl; lilie n(!ea].)ying or coinpiering army, or jigainst tlie 
authorities estabUsliod iiy tho same. If captuiwl, they may siinor 
death, wliother thej^ rise singly, in siuall or largo bands, and whether 
called upon to do so by their own, but expelled, government or not. 
They are not prlsonevH of wai” nor are they if discovered and 
secured before tlieir conspiracy has matniml to an actual rising or to 
armed violoiico. 

Section Y.-~Safe-co?i(kwi~Spies^ War4raitoi's~Oapht/red messen- 
gers — A.lnuf(i of fliejlag of iruce, 

80. All intercourse between tho territories occupied by belligerent 
armies, wliotliei.' by ti/aJHc, by lottor, by travel, or in any other way, 
ceases. This is the general rule, to bo observed witliout speoial 
proclamation. . . j 

Exceptions iio tliis rule, whether by safe-conduct or permission to 
trade on a small or largo scale, oi* by exchanging mails, or by travel 
from one territory into tlie other, can take place, only according to 
agreemoiit approved by tho Government or by the highest military 
authority. . 

Coutravontions uf tliis rule ai*© highly punishable. 
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87. Auibassador.s, and all other diplomatic agents of neutral powers 
accredited to tlie enemj'^ may receive safe-conducts through tlie terri- 
tories occupied hy the belligerents, unless there are military reasoijs 
to the contrary, and unless they may reach the place of their dostina- 
tion conveniently by another route. It implies no international alfront 
if the safe-condnct is declined. Such passes are usually given by tho 
supreme authorily of the state and not by subordinate officers. 

88. A spy is a x^erson who secretly, in disguise or under false pre- 
tense, seeks information with the iutontion of communicating it to tho 
enemy. 

The spj' is punishable with death by hanging by tlui neck, whether 
or not lie succeed in obtaining the information or in convojdng it to 
the enemy. 

89. If a citizen of the United States obtains information in a legiti- 
mate manlier and betrays it to the enemy, be he a military or civil 
officer, or a private citizen, he shall suffer death. 

90. A traitor under tlie law of war, or a war-traitor, is a person in 
a xilacG or district under martial law who, nnautliorizod by tho mili- 
tary commander, gives information of any kind to the enemy, or holds 
intercourse with him. 

91. The war-traitor is always sev6i*ely i>unishGd, If liis offense 
consists in betraying to the enemy anything concerning tho condition, 
safety, operations, or plans of the troops holding or occupying the 
place or district, liis punishment is death. 

92. If the citizen or subject of a country or i^hice invaded or con- 
q.uered gives iuforraatiou to his own government, from whicli ho is 
seiiarated by the hostile army, or to the army of his government, ho 
is a war-traitor, and death is the penalty of his offouso. 

98. All armies in tho field stand in need of guides, and impress 
them if they cannot obtain them othenvise. 

94, No person liaving been forced by the enemy to servo as guide 
is pimisliable for having done so. 

96. If a oitizen of a hostile and iimuled district voluntarily servos 
ns a guide to the enemy, or offers to do so, ho is dGomed a war-traitor 
and shall suffer death. 

96. A citizen seiwing voluntarily as a guide against his own country 
commits treason, and will be dealt with accoi-ding to tho law of his 
couiitiy, 

97. Guide.s, when it is clearly proved tliat they liavo misled inten- 
tionally, may be put to death. 

98. All uuaiithorized or secret communication with tlie oueiny is 
considered treasonable by the law of war. 

Foreign residents in an invaded or occupied territory or foreign 
■Nusitoi’s in the same can claim no immunity from this law. They may 
communicate with foreign parts or with tlio inhabitants of the hostile 
country, so far as the military autliority permits, but no fnrtlior. 
Instant expulsion from the occupied territory would bo the very least 
punishment for the infraction of this rule. 

99. A messenger carrying written dispatclie.s or verbal messages 
from one portion of the anny orfrom a besieged idace’to anothor 
portion of the .same army or its government, if armed, and in tho 
uniform of liis army, and if captured while doing so in the territory 
occupied hy the enemy, is treated by the captor as a prisoner of war. 
If not in uniform nor a soldier, tho circumstances connected with his 
capture must determine the disposition that shall he made of hbn, 

100. A messenger or agent who attempts to steal through the terri- 
tory occupied by the enemy to further iu any manner tho intorosts of 
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thoonomy, il’ <^ai)liur(‘-(l, in not (‘iiUI.UmI to tlio privUof^os of tiio. pris- 
oner of war, aiHl may h(\ Ooall. with }M*.«oi'(linj? to tlio oiroiiniHlaiieoH of 
tlie case. 

lOL Wliilo (l(M!oi)lii(in in war is admittod as a .lustand nooossary 
means of hostility, and is ('.onsistoiit with hoiiorahlo warfare, llie 
eoiniuon law of war aJiows »'von oapita! pimishnioiit for<daiuiRstiiio or 
tronchei'oiis attempts to injure an enmny, heeauso they are sodaiigev- 
ous and it is so dillieiilt to |*:iiar«l a^^ainst them. 

lOi^. The law of war, like tlie eriniinal law rej^anlinjif otliei' offmises, 
makes no dilferenee on aee.o»in(; ol! tlio <li(l’»*i-eiiee of scixes, coneeniing 
llioHpy, the wam-traltor, or tlie war-wbel. 

10)1. iSjiH'H, wai'-ti‘a.itor.s, and war-i'islads aiti not (ixcdianged aeeorcl- 
ing to the (‘.oinmon law of war. 'Pin' e.N(•.lla.ng^^ of sueli pea-sons would 
roepliro a siiee.ial eartid, aiitiiori/.ed by the (lovernmoiit, or, at a groat 
(lisfcanee from it, by the ehhif eommander of the army In th<5 hold. 

104. A suecossful spy or wnr-traitor, salVtly relaii-ned (;<> Ids own 
army, and afli('rwai'd ('.aptui-ed as an enemy, is not subjeud; to punish- 
ment for his ac.ts as a sjiy «n‘ war-traitor, but he may b(' hold in. oiosor 
custody as a jxu-sou Individually dangerous. 

Section Vi. — KaTJuvmjv- of prlsonor.'i — If'ku/s of Iruca — Maps of 

proli’cUon. 

105. Exchanges of prisoners take iilaee — nnmber for nnmbor — rank 
for rank — wouiidi'd for wounded— with added eoiulition for added 
oondition— such, for insianee, as not to .sm-ve fora cartain period. 

ioO. In exchanging prisoinu-s of war, such number.sof persons of 
inferior rnnk-nuiy lie substituted as an minivalenl. for one of snporio]- 
mnlc a.s may be agr(i(Hl upon by imrUd, whl(!b l•(,^^|nirc8 (.he sanoliion of 
tho Govornmcnli, oi- of tlie c,onnnande.r of Mn^ army in the Held. 

107. A in'isonivrof war is in honor bound truly to stale to tho captor 
his raidc; and lie is not to assunui a lowi'.r rank than ladongs to him, 
in order to cause a more advniitagiious <»xchango, nor a lughor rank, 
for tho purj)OH(5 of obtaining lietler troatnumt. 

OffoiiHCS to tlie conI,rary have been, justly punisliod by the oom- 
Jiiandors of i-eloaHed prisoners, and may be good cau.se for rofu.sing to 
I'oloase such prisonni's. 

108. Tho surplus number of jaisoners of war remaining after an 
oxoliango lias taken plain' Is .sometimes released either for tli(3 paj^- 
mont of a stipulated sum of ;moiiey, or, in urgent casos, of provision, 
olotliing, or oth(5r muicssaries. 

Such arraiigoment, however, reiiulres tlie sanction of the higimst 
aiitliorit,y. 

109. The excluiiigi' of iirisojim's of war is an net of couvoiuenco to 
both bolligm-ents. Tf no general cartel has bcmi concluded, it cannot 
be (Icmaiided by either of tiiom. No beliigoi*ont is obliged to exchange 
prisoners of war. 

A cartel is voidable as soon ns either party has vlolatecl it. 

110. No exchange of xirisonoi-s shall be made except after complete 
capturoj and aflrOi- an accurate account of them, and a list of the cap- 
tured officers, has been taken. 

111. Tho bearer of a flag of truce cannot insiHt upoji being admitted. 
He must always bi' aduuiitcn! with giHiat caution. Unnecessary fre- 
quency is carefully to bo avoided. 

112. If tho bearer of a Hag of truing olTer himself during an engage- 
ment, he can bo mlmittcd as a very rare exception only. It i.s no 
breach of good faitli to j-i'tain such Hag of truce, if admitted during 
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tilo ongagomeiit. Firing \h iioii ro«iuii‘<Ml lo dii I, ho uppom-anco 
of a flag of truco in battle. 

lia. if the boarer of a Hag of tnioe, pmsiMilriiig lulllH(^ll: <lm-ingan 
engagoinent, la killed or wounded, it I'unii.slu^s no gfouiidof complaint 
whatever. 

LI4. If it bo discoveit'-d, and faiWy ro'ovi^d, that a (lag of l,ru(!o has 
been abuaod for suri'optitiou.sly <)btaining luilitaiy luiowLodgo, the 
bearer of the (lag thu.H abu.sing bis aacrod (‘Jiarmiler isdimmod a spy, 

So Haorod Ik tho ebaraotor of a Ibig of triaa^ and ho luufo.s.sary m its 
Haerodnoss, that wliilo its abiiso is an <5Si)c.<',ially luaiious oifc.UHO, great 
earition ia roiiniHito, on tho olilior baii<(, in (•onvi(!tiiig tlio bearer of a 
(lag of trnoo as a spy. 

115. It is eiiatoinaiy (.o dosigiiate by <*(‘rl.a.iii llagH (iiHiially yellow) 
tJio hospitals In placoM wlu<}li aro hIioIUmI, ho tliai, (lui Ixmioging ouomy 
may avoid firing on tlioin. Tlio saino has bmui doiio in I)alytloH when 
liospitals aro situated within tlio Hold t»f tho (mgag(mumj). 

110. Iloiumiblo bolligoi'onl.s oftmi rmpuml^ tiiiili (b<» liospil-als within 
tho liorritory of tho onomy may bo dosigualod, .ho that limy may bo 
spared. 

An honorable bolllgoront allows himsidf l-o bo giiidial by (lags ov 
signals of pj’otoijtion as muoli as tlio ooiitiiigojicbm and Irlus necessities 
of the (ight will pin'nut. 

117. It i.s. justly eoiiKMlorod au ac-tof l»wl fail lp of iiil'ainy or (ioudisli- 
noas, to doooivo tho onomy by (lagH of )>roto(h,ion. Siudi net of bad 
faith may bo good cauHo for rofiislng l.o rospoc-t Hiicli (lagH. 

118. Tiiobosioging bolligoi'ont has Homol-innys i’(5<iuoHto{l the besieged 
to dcalguato tho bnlldIngH coii()aining colloc.tioMS of works of art, 
sclontillo inuHOiinm, astronomloal obsorvaloimw, oi’ procidus libraries, 
so that thoir destruction may bo avokbal as nundi as possible. 

SICOTION Vll. — Theparoh'.. 

119. Prisonors of war may bo roloasiul from ('aijtivity l)y exohangOj 
and, under corliain ciroiimstaiutoM, hIho by imrolo. 

120. Tho term parolo doHignatoH tho ])lodg(^ of individual good faith 
and honor to do, or to omit tlolng, <!ortain uoI.h aftiu' lu5 who givo.s liis 
parolo shall iiavo boon diHiulHSod, wliolly (jr partially, I'roni the power 
of tlio <?apt()r. 

121. Tlio pledge of tho iiarolo Ik always an individual, Inili not a 
private act. 

:122. 'fho parole applies chhdiy to prlKoiu'i's of wav whom tiio eaptor 
allows to rolairn to thoir country, or lio livii In greal.ni’ freedom within 
tho captor’s country or timritory, on condilloiiH .slal.od in the parolo. ; 

12!1. Release of prisoiiors of war by oxidiungo Ih the general rule; 
release by parolo is tlio oxcoptiou. 

:i2't. Rtmking tlio parolo is puniHhml wilh doal-li when tho person 
breaking tlui jiarolo is captured again. 

Accurate lists, tboi'oforo, of the paroled pmsoim nuisl» Im kept by 
the bolligoroiilis. 

125. When paroles aro givou and rocolviid, Uuu’o immtbo anoxchango 
of two written docninonts, in wMcli the nanm and rank of the paroled 
individuals are accurately and truthfully staled. 

126. CommisJiioiiod olUcorH only aro allowinl to give tlieir parole, 
and they can give it only with tho permissiou of tludr superior, as 
long as a superior in rank is within roaith. 

127. No iion-coniinisHlonod ofheor or ))rival;o can give his iiarolo 
except through an oflloor. Tndivlduul paj'ujes not given through an 
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oflker aro not only void, but subject the individuals giving them to 
tbo puiiishiiient of death as deserters. The only adiiiLssihlo exception 
is where individuals, properly separated from their commands, have 
suffered long conlinemcnt without the possibility of being paroled 
through an officer. 

128. No paroling on the battle-lield; no paroling of entire bodies of 
troops after a battle; and no dismissal of largo inmibers of pri.soners, 
with a general declaration that they are paroled, is permitted, or of 
any value. 

129. In eapitiilations for tlie .surrender of strong plaee.s or fortified 
camps the eoinnianding officer, in cases of urgent neee.ssity, may agree 
that the troops under his command sliall not fight again during the 
war unless exchanged. 

130. The usual pledge given in the parole is not to servo during the 
existing war unless exchanged. 

This pledge refers only to the active service in the field agaimst the 
paroling helligerent or his allies actively engaged in the same war. 
These casc.s of breaking the parole are patent acts, and can be visited 
with the punishmentof death;bntthc pledge does not refer toiuternal 
service, such as recruiting or drilling the recruits, fortifying places 
not besieged, quelling civil commotions, fighting against belfigereuts 
unconnected with the paroling belljgei*eiiits, or to civil or diplomatic 
service for which the paroled officer may be emploj'ed. 

131. If the government does not approve of the parole, the paroled 
officer juust return into captivity, and should the enemy refuse to 
roeoive him lie is free of his parole. 

132. A belligerent government ina}' declare, by a general order, 
whether it will allow paroling and on what conditions it \vill allow it. 
Snell order is communicated to tho enemj'. 

133. No prisoner of war oan be forced by the hostile government to 
parolo lihnsolf, and no government is obliged to parole prisoners of 
war or to parolo all captured officers, if it paroles any. As the pledging 
ol the parolo is an individual act, so is paroling, on the other hand, an 
act of choice oii the part of the belligerent. 

134. Tho conihuLiKlor of an occupying army may require of the civil 
officoi's of the enemy, and of its citizens, any pledge he may consider 
necessary for the safety or security of his army, and ui)on theh failure 
to give it he may arrest, confine, or detain them. 

Section VIII. — Armistice — Capitulation. 

135. An armistice is tho cessation of active hostilities for a period 
agreed between belligerents. It must be agreed upon iji writing and 
duly ratified by the highest authorities of the contending parties. 

136. If an armistice be declared without conditions it extends no 
further than to require a total cessation of lio.stilities along the front 
of both belligerents. 

If conditions be agreed upon, they should bo clearly expressed, and 
must be rigidly adhered to by both parties. If either party violates 
any express condition, the armistice may be declared null and void 
by the other. 

137. An armistice maybe general, and vabd for all points and lines 
of tbo belligerents ; or special — ^that is, referring to certain troops or 
certain localities only.

138. Tho iiiotlvos which iiuhuM) (,lio 0110 or Uiii oi-lior holligoront t

ons prosoeiition of tho war, does in 110 way allocit the eharactor of tli 
armistice itself. 

130. An armistice is hinding U])ou the heMigerontH from the day c 
tho agreed eommoiicoment; hiittlu' oHi<!er.s of the armies are rospor 
sihle fj’om tlxe clay only when they rciudve olVudal information of il 
oxistoneo. 

140. Commanding ollicors luive the riglit lo ('omtliKlii armistice 
binding on tho distriot over which tludr eommniid {^xtmuls, but sue 
armistice is Hiihjec.t to MaM-atilicatioii of tiio suiierlor authority, an 
ceases so soon as it is made known to the enemy i.liat I3ie armistice i 
not ratUled, even if a certain time for the elaiming between givin 
notice of cessation and tho resumption of Jiostilitios siiould luivc boo 
stipulated for. 

141. It is incumbent upon the contraethig parties of an armistic 
to stlpuiate what inl.ereour.Mo of ponsons dr tralbe between tlie inhal 
itaiits of tho territories occu[)icd by tlie liostilo armies sliall be allowoc 
if any. 

Tf nothing isstipulated tlie intorimurse remains suspeuilod, as clunii 
actual iio.stilltios. 

142. An armlHtlce is not a partial or a temporary peace; it is onl 
the Husponsion of military operations to the extent agreed upon ti 
the parties. 

143. Wiiou an arml.stlee is (mnelmhid lietween a i’ort.illed iilaoo an 
tlio army besieging it, it is agreed by all the authorities on this Hul)jo( 
tiiat tlm besieger must cease all e.xteiisioii, perfection, or advaiioo ( 
liis attacking works as mucli so as from attai-.ks liy main force. 

lliitas there is adilferoncoof opinion among martial jurists whctlu 
the besieged have a riglit to repair breaelies oj’ to ei'oc.t new works ( 
defense within tho iihice during an armistice, this iioiul; should I 
dotormiued by express agreement Ixitweeu l.he parties. 

144. So soon as a capitulation is .signed (.he (iapif.ulator has no rigl 
to demolish, destro^y, or injure tlie worlcs, jirms, stores, or ammun 
tion in his possession, during the time whieh tilnp.ses between tli 
signing and the execution of tlio capitulation, unless utliorwise stipi 
lated in tlio same. 

I'lf). When an armistice is <dearly broken l>y one of tlie partioB tl 
otlier ]>arl,y is released from all obligation to observe it. 

140. IMsonoi’S taken in the aet of breaking an armistice must I 
treated as prisoners of war, the onicer alone being resjionsiblo wl; 
gives tho order for such a violation of an armistice. 'I.Mio liighei 
authority of the belligoi'ent aggrieved may demaud redro.ss for tl 
infraction of an armistice. 

147. Belligerents Hometinioa conclude an armislice while their plei 
iliotentiarios are met to discuss tlie conditions of a treaty of poaci 
but pienipotontiarioH may meet wltliout a preliminary armistice; i 
tho latter case the war is carried on without any abatoinont.

(;airiing many other jn’cvisions, was chiefly designed to oi’ganize tlie 
entire available military strongth of the nation, and ])rovido for its 
being called out to tho nssistauco of the arjuios now hi tho held. 
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TliOHO ju-mms aro composed in great parfcot rcgimmits whicli by 
doa1;li 111 battle, by disease and f iseliargcd for original or doyolopocl 
eaiiftcs, have Jallon iav below the iiiiniiiinni sliandard of law and 
many even below “one-ball; tbo maxlmnm atrengfh.” Yet all tlios

Field ol'lieers liayo aeqniwd a knowledge whicli they did not nos- 
soss when list ealled to arms by tho sudden broaldug out of war* 
they have learned how to drill, to organize, to provide for, and com 
duct tluMv regiments. Captains, lieutenants, sergeants, and corno- 
rals Jiavo all been educated in tho doai-, but necessary school of 
experience, and begin to have a knowledge which Avonld onablo them 
to make good eompanios had they tho proper number of privates 
Wo bad all wuppoHod. the eonscript law would furnish these privates 
and that at bust wo would liave an army with a duo proportion of all 
grades.

Tlion aCtoi- rogiments are made battalions, and again are restored 
to their regimoiital organization, will come in a now sot of colonels, 
majors, captains, &c., and wliat guarantoo have wo but that the same 
old pi'ocesH of costly olimination will bo gone over? 

Wo know froin the mammoth size of the army that tho appointing 
power must be given to Governors of States, wlio, however patriotic, 
rarely axiprociato the fact that to handle and diacixilino troops in tho 
field requires a knowledge of tho principles of war different from’ 
those that niaimgo county canvasses. A now set of colonels and 
majors, and a strong hifusiou of now captains and lieutenants, will 
paralyze tho new organization and will hwo tons other years of war. 

Tins army is now in about tho right condition to be ro-onforcod by 
recruits — privates; but if this consolidation is effected, I liave no 
hesitation in saying that my army ooips is and will be paral 5 'zofl by 
tho cbnngo. It will be all loss and no gain. Regiments will lose 
their identity, their jiride, their esxirit. 

If there be no intention to oiilargo tho pi*osent volunteer army, I 
admit that consolidation is economy and right, but when we all feel 
that tho armies must bo filled up, it does seem strange sliould 
begin by taking out of our small but tried regiments some of the 
very best material in them, especial^ their colonels. 

I do hoiio General Thomas will manngo to postpone the enforce- 
ment of this order till its effect can bo bettor understood.

This corps shall ({onslst of companies, and it’ it sliall horoaftor bo 
tliought best, of battalions. 

Th(i companies sliall be made up from tho following sources, viz: 

First. By taking those olticers ami enlisted men of commands now 
in the hold (wiiether actually presimtor tomporai’ily ahsc.nt) who, from 
wounds rcuseived in H(?tion ordisixuso contraiited in l.ho line of duty, are 
unlit for (leul servM;o, but are still capable of eifoiddve garrison duty, 
or such other light duty as may ho roiinirod of an invalid corps, 
Keghnontal commanders shall at once nuiko out, from information 
vecoivod from their medical and coiuimny ollieers. and from their own 
knowledge, rolls (according to the form furni.shed) of tho namo.s of all 
tlu5 odieors and onllstod men under thoir eommand.s who fulfill tlie 
following eonditiouH, viz: 

1 . 'I'hat they aro unfit for n<d.lvo field sovviee on aoeonnt of wounds 
or disease contracted in the line <»f duty; tlds fact being certified by 
a medical ofilcor in tho Hervi(}(>, after personal (jxaminaidon. 

2. That they are fit for garrison duty; this faet being likewise 
oortlfhMl by the mcdi(?al officer, ns al)0V(5, afl.<!v personal examination. 

3. That they aro, in the (»piiuou of theii’ coiumanding oflieors, 
meritorious and deserving. 

Those rolls shall bo (jortiflod by tho examining surgeon and rogi- 
moutal commander, and transmittod, througli tlievegular channels of 
military corrospondonco, to the Ih’ovostr-Marslial-Generai of the Tlnitod 
States, 

Tlio regimental commandor shall oiit<u’ in tlu^ column of remarks, 
oi)posite each officer’s name on tho roll, a statement as to tlie gonoral 
cliaractor of tho officer for hiteJIigoiux), industry, sobric'-ty, and atten- 
tion to duty; and all intormodiato commanders siuill indorse thereon 
Huoli facts as tlioymay possess in the case, or jf they have none, they 
shall state how far they aro willing to indorse tho opi'uionol! tho officor 
or ofiicers making tho rocommoudatlon. Similar rolls shall be for- 
warded from time to timo, whonovor tho number of men fulfilling the 
eonditions onumoratod or tho oxigoncios of the service may I’ender it 
expedient.

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(joJivalastKiiili (liiiiiiw, or nw <)l,lu*r\viso utxloi* Mio fioiilirol of miHlieal 
oiric(U'H. Ill (iHiKii c.jiHii.s I.Ih) humIu^uI ollUjor 1iui.t;toiHla.ii(*o«1iall. propavo 
tho rollH acooi'diiiK to form, <oit;<}rhi{»: tlio luimca o(; oClicurs and mon 
from tim Hnnio vof^immili on u roll. l)y thomsolnis, and sorul tliem, wifh 
tlio corl,i(i(!iiLo of Uio sin^'-oon, duly aignod, (,o tlio propor rogimonial 
commiuidi't', who ■will forward l.limn, an lior(d.ofor<i spocidod, Hubjoct 
to tlio sanio (conditions and r(Mjuir(Mn{nd.H. If, in any oa.so, tlio r'ogL- 
iiHiiital ooiumaiulor shall think an oirnKn'iinnt, in jiohdi of cliaraotcv, 
to ooniimio in tho sorvhco of l.lio Invalid Corps, though disablnd and 
ccrtifHMl hy tho surgoon, ho will state his objoc.l-ion in tho oolninn of 
romarks, and noto tho (n\c,optlon Ixd'oro signing tlio ctu-tincato, If 
any oflhcoi* nr onlisttal man now in tho sorvioo, Init alisont and beyond 
tho roaoh of a inodi(ca.l olVuior in ohnrgo of a hospital or (loiivaioscont 
camp, dosiroH to (\nl.or this oorps, ho will tako tho oourso iiidicati^d 
bolow for tlioHO win) havo botm honorably disohargod thosovvico. 

'Ihiivd. Hy anooiiting thoso olVioors and onllstod moil who liavo beon 
honorably disoliargod on aooonnt of wounds or disemso contractod in 
tho lino of duty, niid, who d(vsl?*o to ro-oid.or tlio sorvujo. In tho ca.so 
of an odioor, aiddioatiou for appointmont must bo made to tlioProvo.st- 
MarHhal-Conoral. of tho Unltod Sl.atoH thi-ough tlio oHlau’ dotailod as 
acting assistant provost-marshal-gonoralof tho State. No application 
of this hind -will la^ eojisidored unless tlio following eouditions arc 
coniplotoly fuKlllod : 

1. Tliat tlio applicant produce tho cevtinoate of tho surgoon of tlio 
Board of Ifnrollinent for the dlstrhct in whicdi ho resides, that lie is 
unfit J'or a(3tivo Hold duty on aoc-oiint of wounds or tliscaso, and is not 
liable to dvaft, but is fil; for garrison duty. 

2. Tluiti lie furnish (cvideiic.e of honoraldo disijharge on account of 
woniuls or (ilsability contrac.bal in tho line of duty. 

!3. IMnit ho jirodium rec-omnumdatlons from tho rogiuiontal, brigade, 
and division (ionnnandors umhjr wbom ho formerly served that ho Is 
worthy of being thus ]n'ovided for and capable of roturning acioq.uat6 
sorvic-e to the (lovernment. In <*aHe it shall bo Impractlcablo to get 
this last evideiKJO, bo may, having cHtabllHliod tho first two jioints 
above, satisfy Ibe Board of JCni-ollment that he Is deserving, and pre- 
sent its eevtiflcal.e of the fact. Thi.s (ivideimo must all be obtained 
by the aiiplicant, and must be transmitted with his application for 
ap])ointniont. 

If tlKU'o 1)0 no a(!ting assistant provost-inarshal-gouoral for tho 
Stato, tlio a]ipll(!ation may be forwarded through tho adjntant-genoral 
of the State, who is desired to Indorse thereon such facts in tho mili- 
tary history of tlio applicant as ho may know, or as arc afforded by 
his records, and forward the same to the I’rovoat-Mai’shal-Goimral of 
the United States. Unlistied men, honorably discharged on account 
of disability, desiring tore-enlistin this corps, Avill present tliomselvos 
to the Board of hhirollnient for the district in which they rosido, for 
oxamlnation by tlio surgeon thereof, who shall examine tlieni and 
report tlio result to tho Board of Eiirollmoiit.

fied that it is a iiioritorioiiH oaso, and tlial; iho man is (h^sorviiig, lie 
will enlist him in aoeovdaneo with suoli sjiooial i-iilos as tho Provost- 
Marshal-Goiiei'al may ostablish. 

Medical inspectors, sm'goons in ohargo of hospitals, military eoin- 
manders, and all o(, hors having authority to discliarge, nmior existing 
laws ami regulations, aro forliiddon to grant diseliargos !)o any men 
umlor their control who may ho lit for servico in the Invalid Corps. 

Tho Provost-Marslial-Uonoral is cluii-goil with llio execution of this 
order, and tho troops orgaiiiml under it will ho nndov tlio control of 
Ills hmmu.

The field ofllcers, oliaplaiu, and vegimoiital staff — commissioned and 
non-(5oinini.ssioii(Kl — will not bo mnstorod ori*cceivecl into service with- 
out special authority from tlio War Bcxiartment. As a general rule, 
artillery will bo called for and received by batteries, thus reiidei’ing 
tlie field Jiiid stall’ unnecessary.

nou-commisHioiiGd olTieor.s and dGS(3rving privates of our wJiite regi- 
ments were rocommeuded by their company, held, brigade, and divis- 
ion coiumandurs for promotion a.s commissioned ofllcoi’s of the colored 
troops, and with every ainmintniont thus mado an iucroasod rospoct 
for and interest in the organization and fortunes of tho colored 
brigade became iioi'ceptiblo.

Tlieso things are hold in abeyance, however, not abandoned. A 
infonnation of importance to tho slaves spi’eads among them with 
rapidity of vocal tolographing not much .surpassed by the issues ( 
the New York press; and althougli this very facility of coimnunici 
tion has heretofore somewhat acted against us, owing to the maiini: 
in which those bondsmen, seeking liberl-y, wore too often repulse 
from our linos in the earlier stages of this war, 1 am now happy i 
believe from my spies on the inainhunl and from other sourcos ( 
information that tlio whole slave population of the Houth is tlioroughl 
alive to tho President’s proclamation of tho Jst ol: .faniiary, and thf 
thousands of anxious “ chattels” are feverishly longing for the advoi 
of tho coastwise expeditions which they have been in’ornisod, an 
which will be sent tho moment I am at liberty, and with tho rocxuisil 
authority asked for in niy lettei's by last mail.

I. From and, aftor Gio 1st day of May all enlistments of voliin- 
lioors sliall be nndor tlio special cliavgo and direction of the .Provost- 
Marslial-Gonoral, under tlio rules and i^egulatious licretofore made, 
wliioli are liereby continued in force, and such other rules of the 
department as may from time to time bo made. All disbursing 
ofdcoi's, and all other ofilcers connected %vitU the enlistment of volun- 
teers, ■will report to him. 

IT. Offtcers of regiments going out of service by reason of the 
expiration of tlioir term may, with tlie consent of their respective 
Governors, ro-onlist their regiments, witliin thirty days from the 
expiration of the original service, for a term of three years, unless 
‘jooner discharged; and upon the regiment being filled up within the 
thirty days aforesaid, the oificers sliall be restored to tlioir rank as 
from tlio date of their original commis9ion.s. This, however, will 
give no claim to pay for the time botwoou muster out and re-entry 
into service. 

III. ’fhe law lu'ovides that, a man who enlists for throe years, unless 
sooner di.schargod, is entitled to one month’s pay in advance upon the 
mustering of liis company into the service of the United States, or 
after ho shall have been nunstered into and joined a regiment already 
in the servieo, and to a bounty of 8100, $25 of which is to be paid in 
advance when his company is organized, mustor-in rolls made out, 
and the mustering ollicor’s certificate given tlioroto, or after he shall 
have been mustered into and joined a regiment already in the servieo. 

IV. Hereafter rogiinonts of voluiiteei's leaving the held on account 
of expiration of term of servieo will bo permitted, on the application 
of tlioir ollicoi's, wlio shall undertake to hold themselves responsible 
for their safe (lolivijry, to talce their arms and accouterments to the 
place of discharge, to be delivered to the Governor of tlio State, or to 
officers appointed by him to receive them. The arms and accouter-

As soon as they are thus 
equipped they should bo sent to such general rendezvous as the 
Adjutant-General may havo in readiness for them. They should be 
received at those rendezvous by the officers of tho regiment to 
whioh they aro to belong and conducted to tho regiment just as soon 
as tho quota for tho regiment arrives at tho rondezvous. 

Nliitli. Tho want of a corps of guides and orderlies is folt through-’ 
out the Army. Tho cavaliyftrm is crippled by the demand made 
upon it to supply the place of such a corps. It miglit bo well when 
biio draft is under way to organize a corps of tide kind. An officer of 
blie Inspector-Gonorara Department pub on duty in tho office of tho 
Adjutant- General of the Army might effect tho organization and super- 
intend tho bureau business connected with .juch a corps.

The following rules in relation to claims for property lost in the 
militaiy service of the United States 01*0 published for the informa- 
tion of all concerned: 

I. Rules in relation to claims for tho payment of horses and equipage 
lost or destroyed in tho military service of the United States, under 
act of March 3, 1849. 

By the first section of the law it is enacted; 

That any flold or staff, or othoi* officer, mounted militiaman, volunteer, ranger, 
or oavalvy, ongagocl in tlio militaiy service of the United States since the 18th of 
June, 1813, or who shall hereafter he in said service, and has suataiiied or shall 
sustain damage, without any fault oi'negligeneo on his part, while in said semce — 

1. By the loss of a horse in battle; , , „ „ 

3. By tho loss of a horse wounded in battle, and which has died or shall die of 
said wound, or, being so wotindod, shall be abandoned by order of his officer 
and lost 5 
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8. 13y iho loss of a liorso tjy doatli or abaucloinnont, bocaaiso of ilio Tinavoidablo 
dangers of tlui soa, wlioii on board a XJ.S. tnuiHi)ort vcHstd ; 

Becanso tho Unilicd States failed to supply tra«,Hport;aliion for the horse and 
tho owner was compollod, by ordor of his coimnuncling oltlocr, to onibark’ and 
leave him ; 

In consefpionco of tho United States failing to supply sniluncnit forage ; 

Boeanse tho ridov was dismounted and sonarated froin his horse, and ordered to 
do duty on foot at a station dobiohcd from liis lioi-so ; 

When tlio olTUmrin tho iininodiato cmiimand ordin-nd or shall ordor tho horse 
turned out to graze in tho woods, imiirios, or commons because the United States 
failed or sliall fail to supply sullioioiit forage, and tho loss was or shall bij 
eonso(inent tlioreof ;

To ostabiisli a claim under this provision, ibis necessary to produce 
the leHtimony of the oMcor or agent of tho United States who impressed 
or coiitraotO(l for tho servi («3 of the proporty mentioned in such claim, 
doHcrlbing tho iiroperty, showing wlien and iii what maimor it was 
taken into the service, the reasons and necessity thorofor, the manner 
in which it was omriloyod, and tho value thereof wlion talcon into the 
s(3rvice. Tho offioor in wdiose charge tho proporty was at the time ot 
loss must also state tho time, place, ami manner in which the loss 
happoiKHl, and whether or not it was sustained without any fault or 
neuligeiKH) on tho part of tho owner. In cases whore the propeidy wms 
in the Hcrvice hy contract, tho rate of compensation te he allowed 
must apnoav, and also whether or not tho risk to which it would ho 
exposed was agi'cod to ho iiiciirrodhy tho owner; and in eases of horses, 
mules, or oxen, lost for want of forago, whether the same was to ho 

furnished hy the owner or hy the United States. ^ 

Kaeh claiin must he accompanied hy a deposition of tho claimant, 
deidaring that he “lias not received from any oflicor or agent o± the 
United States any horse, mule, wagon, cart, &c. (as the case may he), 
in lieu of the iiroperty lost, nor any compensation for the samo, nor 
rtillcato of indehtednoss or certified vouchor therefor on which 


any eortillc. 
payment lias or might he made. 


Tlie claim must ho supported hy the 


orikinal valuation list ii' tho property was appraised at the time of 
being taken into the XT. S. service; if no appraisomeiit was made, tho 
host attainable evidence as to tho yaluo thereof may . 

All evidence otlicr i;han tho certificates of omcers who, at the time 
of giving them, v^ore in tho military service of tho United States, must 
ho sworn to before some judge, justice of the peace, or other poi’sojj 
duly authorisiod to administer oaths, and of wluoh authority proof 
should aceoinpany the ovideuce.

mule, ox, wagon, cart, boat, aloigh, or harnoaa, wliilo aucli proporty was in the 
Horvico uforoHiud, ahull ho allowed and paid tho vaUio thovoof at tlio time ho ontorod 
the Roi’vioo: Provnlcd, II; shall appoar that such loss, oaptnro, ahandomnont. 
aoatrnolion, or death wua without any fault or nogligonco on tho part of tho 
iTirV and wliilo it was actually oniployod in tho servioo of the 


By tlio fifth section of “An net to promote tho omdonev of tho 
Corps of ISugiiiooTH, and of tlio Ordnance Departimmt, and for other 
purposes,” approved March 8, IHdj, it Is eiUKJtod : 

Suo. And U it f urther cMuitcd, That section two of tho act approvod March 

fclu'GO, olghteen hundred and forty-nino, ontitlod “An act to provido for the nav- 
<W‘<\<\dior proiiorty hmt or destroyed in tho mili tary Horvioo of tlio

To establish a claim for a Htinim-boat or otlier vessel iindor tho 
aboveproviHion,itwni ho nocoHsary to produce tho following testimony; 

If the Hteatn-boat, or vossol, was in the Horvi(30 of the United Statos 
by eoutract, the chartor-pai’ty, or a cortilied co])y tliereof, nuiat bo 
liled with the ovidonco in support of tho claim. 

It must bo shown in what particular branch of tho military servioo 
tlio lioat was engagod— whothor transporting troops, froiglit, oi* otlior- 
wiso; and wiiotlior or not tho I'islc to which it would bo exposed was 
agreed to bo inciirrod by tho ownor. 

If in tho sorvico by Improssmont, tho ovidonco of tho ofTioor by 
Whom tho iinproHsmont WHS made must bo I'urnisliod, showing wlion 
and whoro such improsHnioiit was made; by what antliority or under 
whoso order; tho I'oiusoim tlioi*ofor; and whothor sneh boat was, at 
tho tiino of loss, actually employed in tho transportation of troops, 
Hupphoa, or otliorwiso in the military sorvico of i;ho United States.

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pvoviouH to takon litto tlio U. S. aorvioo; iair capacity tor 

i'roiglit and tho iiuinlior, dcsci'ijitlon, and power of 

ong'inea; tlio niiinixn* aiul mIzo oC boilem; oxtreiiio longthand width, 
miinl){ir ot dtadcs, depth of di’affc; wliothoi* aide or Htcrii wIiooIh; and 
tlio lant (!(!t'ti(leato ol; inapoction, or a corti/ied copy thorooJ:, nuist alao 
1)0 tiirnislKid. 

Kvidenee nnmt he fnrnialiod allowing tho particnlar circumstances 
atlicnding the loss, when and whei*o it occurred; also whether the loss 
was l^olijil oi' only partial; and il’ tlio latter, tlio extent oi; damage done. 

A atjitenient must he .(‘nrnished allowing tlio rospoctivo payments 
nnide, hy ollleora or agoiila of tho United States, for or on account of 
the aervieoa of said ve.sael, or ateam-boat, during tho time she was 
employed in the aervico iirior to the loas thoroof. 

I’ho owners in eaidi case niiiat make affidavit tliat they have not, 
by theniS(dveH or agents, received from any olTieor or agent of tho 
United States any property in lieu of that lost or destroyed, nor any 
compensation for tho same, nor any cortifleato of indebtodnoss or cer- 
tiliod vonehev tiherefor on which payment has been or might bo made. 
Tho owners must also state wliat insurance, if any, was had on such 
vessel or boat; tho names of tlie eonijianiea in wliich insured; the 
amounts thereof, and tho xavynionts received tlicrefrom. 

TCacdi witness niust state Ida place of residence and business, and 
liis opportunities for knowing tlie facts concerning wliich lie testifies. 
All evidence must sworn to before some olficor authorized to 
administer oatlis, and duly antheiiticatod. 

IIAIUIOAP ENGINES AND CARS. 

The ovidonco to substantiate claims of this description should bo, 
as far as a]iplicablc, tho same as is required in tlie cases of steam- 
boats and other vessels. Claims for losses occurring from casualties 
wiiilo engaged in tho transportation of troops, supplies, tfcc., and 
whore the roads, nmohinoiy, cfcc., areintlio possession and manage- 
ment of tho agonl;s of tho railroad, are not embraced in this class of 
cases. 

In no case can tho foregoing ovidonco bo dispensed with unless the 
impracticability of producing it bo clearly proved; and then tho 
nearest and best otlior ovidenco of which tho ease is snseoptiblo miust 
be fnvni.sliod in lieu thereof.

Sm: Tho army moves to-day for Alexandria. Tho fortifications at 
Butto-fl-la-Koso wore liarriod on April 20. By some unexplainod and 
unaocountablo delay tlio navy failed to open coiniminioation with 
Admiral Farragut until tho 2d of this month, when 
nlishod chioily by tho energy and activity of my own officers. The 
aS a^aya to the Hod River is perfectly fi-ee and iiitorcourse with 
tlio admiml unrostrainod. Small transport steamers commumcato 
with him ovory day, and. he is waiting anxiously for boats that ha\ 0 
pasHCMl tho batteries at Yielc-sburg, but is uncorfcam whothex ho will 
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obtain thorn. If so, or if not, ho will join ns hi tho innvcniiont against 
Aloxandria and take what chaiico may offior. Had I a force of 10,000 
mon in addition to my own tlio whole of this country would bo por- 
nianontly in our possoasion. As it is, oiir suoco.ss must doi)ond upon 
tho Goneontration of tho onomy’s forces at Aloxaiuii'ia or Shrovoport 
within tho time tliat it i^oquiros us to reach one or tiio other of those 
places. Tlio inaction of ton days has boon to us a cahnuity, but it 
Avns unavoidable. 

It gives mo ploasuro to say to you that tho sontimonts of tho people 
are unoxpootoclly and almost universally friendly to tho restoration 
of tlio Union. Nothing is required but a suniciont force to hold the 
liorritory to secure ite immediate return (.o tlio Union, Lai’ge quanti- 
ties of cotton would in this event bo obtained for the Govorninont. I 
have sent already 6,000 bales to Now Orleans. My hop(5 is that, unless 
untoward ehangos occur to us, we may obtain from 60,000 to 100,000 
bales while in the occupation of this Siato. Tliis is possiblo, if not 
probable. 

I liavo road Lord Lyons’ letter to Earl Bu.ssoll upon tlio subject of 
granting to British morchavits tho privilege of purchasing cotton in tho 
Southorn Sbitos for tho use of British mamifaoturors. Thoro is ono 
fundainonbd objection to this iiroiiosition which will make the consent 
of tho United States impossible. Tlioro is no gnaranteo, and there can 
bo none on tho part of Groat Britain, tluvt any cotton that is inirohasod 
by Englisli subjects, to send to England for sale or manufacturo, will 
not bo paid for by 8toamoi*s to bo used agjiinst the coinmorco of the 
United States after tho manner of tho Alabaimv. If the morcliants 
ohooso to soil to partios that may or may not l)o professedly connooted 
wilih tho Confodorato States and agents of tho robollion, ovoiy balo of 
cotton tliat goes from Now Orleans in tho interest of Jlritish subjects, 
or which is povmittod to ptuss the blockade by consont of tho Govorn- 
mont of tho United States, may be apiiroiiriated to tho payment for 
suoli vessels; and there is no security which can bo obtained by the 
Govornmont of tho United States for tlio po.SHiblo wrong of such 
i/i’ansaetion. Tliis idea is forcibly suggosfiod by a oommiinioation 
nddressod to mo bj' General Poml)orton,(;ominanding tho rebel forces 
at Vicksburg. Some weeks since a dotauhmont of my command, 
under dirootiou of General Sherman, captured a schooner loaded with 
cotton on tho Amite Rivor and brought it to New Orleans. .It was 
immocUatoly claimed as tho property of a gontlomaii assuming to ho a 
;i}i,'ii)isli subject, whoso claim was sustainod by IVlr, Coppoll, tho Brit- 
ish consul at Now Orleans. I doclinod to dolivor it to thorn. Subso- 
quoniily I rocoivod alettor from General Pomborton, whioh, I am sorry

also in tins use of ligiit and lieavy artillery. I'lto field and staff and 
company onicors to bo solocted and appointed by tho President of tho 
United Stales from thosooC tho Regular Army, tho Navy, orVoluntcer 
Army who have boon disabled and honorably retired or discharged 
from the luiblio service, and who have most distinguished themsolvos 
l)y long, fiiitliful, or meritorious services.

Colonel : I have toinforni you tliatyestoi'day morning I had a highly 
satisfactory interview with His Excellency Governor Buclcinghani, in 
which he tooh especial care to pledge mo for himself and his State 
ofllcers every po.ssiblo assistance in the performance of tho duty 
assigned me in this State. 

His Excellency regretted to observe that a loyal newspaper, together 
witli many imtriotlc and woll-mcaning iiersous throughout the State, 
had given out tho impression that Connecticut had more than fillerl 
her quota, and would not therefore bo subject to draft until certain 
other States had funiished their arrears. 

Doubtless gradual steps will be taken to dispel this error in order 
that a draft may be anticipated at any time. 

It is much better that the public mind should be prepared for the 
dis(;harge of an imperative duty tbau to bo suddenly overtaken with 
what it may conceive to bo an injustice. 

In my conversation mtli Ilia Excellency I remarked that from my 
observation thus far I judged there would he no difficulty in complet- 
ing the draft for this State when oi’dcrod. He replied that he hoped 
not, but if there was to bo resistance at all, “it might as well bo hero 
as anywhere.” 

I mention this to show yon the temper of Governor Buckingham’s 
mind in regard to supporting the Government “without if or ands.”

Returned from Coi’intli after adflress- 
ing the troops at twelve different places. The policy with regard to 
the blacks entbusiastieally received. Have authorized the following 
regiments : Two at Helena— one full, the other will be oomplotod by 
the end of the month; five in Louisiana, organizing, from Lako .Provi- 
dence to Young’s Point; two in Mississippi. Rut for the movement 
of Grant those regiments would have been Ailed. The plan was to 
send armed parties across the river and gather in the blacks, but tho 
force left in Louisiana is too small to do much in that way. A niim- 
bor of recruiting officGi*s are with General Grant’s army, and .1 hope 
by the end of the month all will be Ailed. In General ITurllnit’s 
corps will bo raised one regiment at Columbus, Ky. ; one oP heavy 
artillery, 1,200, at Momphi.s; four at Corinth, Jackson, and on tho 
railroad route to Memphis. Five thousand will be raised in these 
regions in two weeks. My aim has boon to raise 20,000, and I soo 
nothing to prevent it. I am not well, but a littlo rest will bring mo 
up. My purpose is to proceed to General Rosocrans’ army and thou 
return down tlie jMissi.ssippi to see how my plana and orders have 
been carried out. I And the troops in good condition and in lino 
health.

regarding it. I feol authorized, Jiowever, to say tliat tlie Governor 
will co-operate with the General Government in such measures as niay 
be adopted for raising armies and carrying on the v’^ar. Ho thinks 
the question of constitutionality of the law will bo raised, bqt says 
that is a questio3\ for the courts. Ho wanted me to under.stand aiul 
to communicate to the President that he was exceedingly tenacious in 
relation to the question of arbiti*ary arrests. I referred him to the 
law of Congress uj>on this subject, as contained in the act autliorizing' 
the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus and the act relating to 
tlio draft. I understood him to bo content if arre.sts were made in 
compliance with tliose provisions, and if juy advice were of any valuo 
I would suggest that these laws be respected, as they were framed 
after a great deal of consideration and had the support of the best 
minds in Congress. 

I am in receipt of telegrams from marshals inquiring for blanks, 
also for instructions. I suppose I will soon bo imstructed by you and 
supplied with whatever the marshals are to receive tlirough me. I 
think it very imjjortant that the draft be forwarded with all possible 
di.spatch. In reference to its execution — when tlie law was lirst 
enacted every one exi)ectcd it would bo enforced; now a great many 
are lioping that it may bo avoided. 

I think it quite important that a military post be established hero 
if there is uot already one. 

The returning troops to bo mustered out and paid here are but 
little controlled by their officers, and the civil authorities are timid 
about puulshing the olfon.scs of soldiei’s. Thi.s will bo no bettor when 
tlie drafted men arc being organized. The State provided barracks 
hero for some 10,000 men, ami I think the General Government imid 
the State their cost and now own the barracks.

I earnestly advise 
and ask that tho order be revoked or modified, or that some arrange- 
ment be made to settle tlie accounts here. Many of the officers are 
without money, and to retain their hard-earned pay will be hard, if 
not unjust. A good feeling prevails here, which may be marred if tlib 
order is suffered to prevail. In future iiayment of regiments you will 
see the propriety of maintaining the feeling of the present, and, if 
Ijossible, have all the troops return lioine satisfied. Five regiments 
were paid off, yonrs included, before the order arrived. Please 
answer soon.

Those (n’doi‘.s were complied with, aiul (Inriiig iny ohsi'rvatioiis I 
discovorod tho enemy for the llrst time bulhling ejirtli-werks on Miin- 
son’s Ilill and Clark’s Hill, and also saw Uieir movminmts along tiio 
ontire line. In tho afternoon I nmved (he Imlloon lo Ibiir.s (Jross- 
Iloads and thcro took several observations, (hiring wliieli (he eueiny 
opened tlielr batteries on the balloon and sevm'al sluils piiHsml by it 
and struck tho ground beyond. TJiese shots won' the in'are.sl. to Ihu 
U. S. capital that had boon iired by the enemy, or liav<< yet been, 
during Ihe war. 

From this time tho balloon was keiit in eonstanl. uh(' and ilaily 
reports made to tlio commanding oOieers. T regret l.luit I ki^pl. (uipies 
of but few of iihoHo, as at the time I did not eonsidnr tiuil tln\y would 
be required, Confldeinjo in tliis now moan.s of ob.sorvation soon he.giui 
to bo nmnlfcstod, and iiiaiijM»nieoi*s niado asc'eiisioMs, among wlnmi 
wore Generals M(}I>owell, Porter, and Marl.indale, On ( he Vlb of Hep- 
tombor Major-Goiumal Mc^Clollan ascended and iiiado an exaininatioii 
of the enemy’s works on Munson’s Hill ami olher points, a view of 
which it was imjmssible to obtain by any otlnu' inean.s. 

From this time to tho 27tli of Septemiier nmiiy alarms were giv(m, 
and the troops called out in line of battle, anil in eviuy instance after 
an examination luul been made by means of tlie balioon tho troops 
wore sent back to their qnartora and allowed to rest, withoul. danger 
of being surprised. 

Having only one balloon, I wis nece.saarily coniiadled to lose some 
.time to go to Washington for gas, which I invariably did, liowuver, 
at night.

In accordance with tho above order I InllaXcd tlu^ hulloon tlie sium 
evoiiing and .started at J) p. in. Our iirogrcHs was slow, Mni niglil 
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lioiiig- A’^ory (iai‘k, aiid w»> woro (wniHtaiitly }y)j)i'oh(!iiHivo ol: I’unniiiK 
tiio nallooii ti*ooH ov othoi* obstac-los. Afbn* passing iliroimli 

VVnsliiiiglioii {uui Gooi‘gok)wn, crossing nuinowms (hig ropos and tclo- 
gTapli AvircH stroieiud across 1.ho sl-roobs, avo rcachid tho roadtotlm 
CJliaiu iii'ulgo. This AA'as lined Avitli tiincs nndATOAVoro eoinpollcd to 
go across the (lohls, as tho Avind avuh too liigh to tow the balloon avIuju 
oUiA'atod, and it soon hocaino cloudy and so dark tliat it Avas Avith tho 
ntiiioat (liniciilty avo advanced. At several points tnjos liad to ho 
lolloil 1.0 allow a passage for tho balloon. We arrived at tho Chain 
Jlrulgo about 8 oNikxdc the next (Sunday) morning, and found it iillod 
Avitli artilhsvy and <ta\'alry going to Virginia. In order to take tho 
balloon over my men Avore oldiged to mount the trestlo-Avork and Avalk 
upon the .stringers, only eighteen inches Avido and nearly 100 foot 
aboA'o tlui b(id of the river. Tims, Avith the halloon above tlioir 
lioads, myself in tlie car directing tlie nianagemoiili of the ropes, the 
men getting on and oiT the ti*ostle-\vork, Avitli a column of artillery 
moving boloAV, and 100 foot still loAvor, tlu) deep and strong (‘.niTcnt 
I'uslung o-vor tlie rocks, AAdiile tho sky Avas dark above, tlie scone aviis 
novel, exciting, and nob a little dangorons. At dayliroak avo arrh’-od 
near LoAvinsvillo, nearly oxlinustod by the excessive fatigue of tbo 
trip. iTero a strong Avind sprung up siiddonlyand I Avas ' obliged to 
lash the balloon Avitli strong ropes U) stumps iu a Ueld. In a few 
iniiintoH the Avind limroased to a terrilic gale, Avliicli continued for an 
honr, tearing up trees by the roots clo.so to Avhore tlie balloon Avas 
aneJiorod. AVlion tho storm reaohod its height the cordage gaA'o Avay 
and the Tiallooii esoaiied. It ascended to a grout height, anil in loss 
tlian an hour laudetl to tho oastAvard on tho coast of DohiAvaro, a dla- 
tariGO of about 100 miles, whore I a.fterward ohtaiuod it. Thin gale 
proved the great strengtli of tlie balloon silk, and that tlio (H)V(lage 
was iiisu melon tin eomparj.soii, although it avhs capable of lioaringa 
strain of ten tons, T immediately oi-dored ail the rest of tho eordago 
used for my halloon.sto lie made strong enough to rosi.st a strain of 
twenty- live tons, Avh leli iuis proved su fdeient to resist any gale tlms far. 

I'rom this time to tlie 10th of NoA'-omber Iaviis occupied in superin- 
tending tlui conskuetiou of balloons and gas gonoratorR. From tho 
lattor date to the end of the year the folloAving reports and cominuni- 
eatioiis (to Avhich I Avould call atbontion) embrace tho principal opera- 
tions in Avhicli I Avas engaged.

During tho battle of Antietam General l^r.eGlellaJi remarked on sev- 
eral occasions that tho balloon would bo invaluable to dm, ami ho 
ropoatod this to me when .1 arrived, assuring me that bolster iaedltioK 
should bo alfordod mo iirfutiiro. It was evident (bat lie was (extremely 
anxious to obtain information of movenionts at certain points which 
could bo furnished only by the aeronaut, whieliil lie had obtained 
might have rosullod in tho complete del'eat ami utter rouli of the 
enemy wldlo trying to olfect his (?seape aeross tho Potomiie.

trauspovtatloii, &e., could lie liad.

Tho assault in sub-district No. 7 was in tho mining villngo ol’ Now- 
kirk, some fourteen miles oast of this plae<n I stuul you (U)pioH ol! two 
letters relating to this, one from tho (uirolling olllom', .hinnniali F. 
Werner, and the other from William K. .foiKW, who was with him at 
the time, audwlio Is an intellig(uit and reliable eitiwui of 'Paiuatpia. 
These will exhibit to yon the eharachu* of the aHwaiilt, and of thop(H)ple 
also, 'Who are to bo enrolled there. I have not y(di learned what muih 
done by tho fonr persons, or either of them, whom M r. .Toiies names, 
nor who fired tho revolver. I therefore have not yet taken steps to 
ari'ost anybody as concerned in that aasault. ’I'he assatilt in snb-di.s- 
tviot No. 23 was in Hegins Township, among a farjuing pojuilatlon of 
Pennsylvania Gormans, some twonty-two miles or lrh(U’oal»oiitH north 
of west from hero.

I therefore, upon this adldavlt of Kii t/,, ordiu’oil my deputy, 
Uriah Gano, to arrest the throe assailants, Abraliaiu Brusslor, Israel' 
Stntzman, and Christian Stut/iinan. 

At 8 o’clock in tlic evening of Monday, the 8th instant, Deputy 
Gano, with tho sergeant (William Parks) and three nuui ol! the guaril ! 
and James Bowen, a special as-sistant, left here in two earriaguJH to 
execute tlio order. They reached Bressler’s house afiiu’ miduiglit and ' 
posted themsolves, as the deputy says, pv()]>erly about the Ijouho. 
Bi’osslor was at liomo, and a man who is repri^Himiiui to mo as named ' 
Abraham Huod, and us a hired man of Briis-sler’s, was also wllilun. 
Bowen knows Brosslor well, and tolls mo la sure Bressler was witliiu, ; 
because he heard and knows his voice. 

Brosslor refused to open the front door, where (lane and liowen 
stood, and tried to escape by the IhioIc door.

H|)(i(uim , 1011 ); f btiilli a (iollogo stnctly for tin' poor, who luive talent' 
iHili litUo nionoy or none at all to pay for their o\v!i education; took 
(uuirgci and (‘aio loi' orplninaj gave shelter to the poor traveler (hiin- 
ol. t.luim); e.stahliahed a fonialo branch of our order for the 
saiiKi piirpoHCi in Hovoral places, from Now York to Saint Cloud, in 
ivliiiiHiHota, and Atchison, iji Kansas, and from Chicago to Texas.

'I’liese I’casojis I l.rust will justify this my humble ]iotitiou for a 
new (Minllvnintion of the former grant or to obtain a new one for tlio 
iinpeiidiiig dral't. L have the Ifingllali language too little in my power 
but (,liat I could (ixpriyss mysoU so politely ns I wished I could, and I 
must in this regard hog for your kind indulgonco. But I ask your 
p('rinission to suggest an idea that might be to the piu'imso. In tho

able-bodied young man is exempt from draft unlosB ho buys a sub- 
stitute.

If there is no other loyal way to grant 
cxemptiou for tlie membors of tho Bonodiotiiio ordor, I should think 
this way would not lie objoctiona-blo.

Sir: I regret to inform you that two of the oiruKU’s omployca’ 
in cai’rying out tlio onrolliuont act were miirdev<!d yesterday ii 
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RukIi Comity, in tlio Fourth Congi-essional District of this State. 

„ 'V, ^ known and reported to mo by the provost-marshal 

ol that (Ustriet, are as follows: 

On Tuesday last ono of tho enrolling offieei’s of Ru.sh County was 
(ii'ed upon from tho woods while in the performance of his duties, and 
i'(5turiuMl to the lieaaqiiartei*s of the district and reported the fact to 
( ho provost-niarahal, who proposed to send one of his deputies and a 
squad of nieii wi(h tlio enrolling officer to the same neighborhood 
whore tlio firing took xdaeo. Mr. John F. Stephens, one of the deputy 
niar.shals for the district, advised, however, that it would be bettor not 
to send any force and propo.sed to go himself, taking with him only 
one or porhaji.s two detectiv'os and the enrolling oifieer. He expressed 
Iho opinimi that the shooting was done not with tho intention of 
taking l,ho life of tho officer, but for the purpose of intimidating 
him, and iiisistod on going without any other assistance than that 
Ix'l'oro mentioned. 


The firovost-manslial agi'oed that the coni*8e advi.sed by Mr. 
Stiqihoiis sliould 1)0 pursued, and accordingly on Tuesday morning he 
slarl.od wif.h the enrolling olTiccv, and I think two detectives. Mr. 
.St(^i)hoiiM and one of f;he dotcctivos trav^eled in a buggy and the 
(uirolling olllcer and tho other detective wore on liorseback. 

YoHterday about noon, in tho same noigliborliood in which the pre- 
viouH shool.ing had taken place, tho party came to a house situated a 
short distaiufo from tho road, 'riie enrolling ollicor dismounted and 
wont into tlio house and was making inquiries as to tho persons resid- 
ing Micro subject to cnrollmont, when some ten ortwelvo men rose from 
l liolr place of coucoalinont in a wheat liolcl and fired upon the two 
inon in tlio buggy, killing Mr. SUqihons immodlatoly and mortally 
wounding tho olhcr man, whoso name was Craycraft. 

/riio provost-marshal of tho district was on lil.s way to Indianapolis 
when ho was informed of tho murder, and after satisfying himself of 
tho truth of Mio report lio came to this city and reporfcwl the facts to 
ino. i iinmcd lately wont with the provost-marshal to see Brigadier- 
(hmoral AVillcox, commanding tliis district, and submitted tho facts 
t.o him. T also had an interview with His Excellency Governor Morton. 
MMio result wms (bat General Willcox immediatol 5 ' detailed two eom- 
]mni(‘s of infantry and one company of cavalry to rojmir with the pro- 
vost.-marsluil to the scouo of the outrage, protect tho enrolling ofiieer, 
a tui arrest (,ho perpetrators of tliooutrago if they could be discovered, 
'.rids miliiary fm-ce started with the provost-marshal last evening. 

General Mansfield, of tho Indiana militia, a man of great inflnonee 
and nuich prudence, at tho request of the Governor, accompanied the 
(^x|)oditi()u, with directions to call out any available militia in tho dis- 
trict if necessary. 

d’ho (lovm'iior suggested to nio that the leadera of tho opposition -to 
tlio Adiiiiin.sti'ntion could control those men of their own party who 
either wore, oi’ wore in danger of, jdaciiig themselves in an attitude 
of rosistauco to tho Government, and that it was my duty to invite a 
few of tlio most in’orninent of these leaders to meet me, and, when 
assoinblcd, slundd oxxdain to them the outrage committed in Rush 
( biiiity, and tell them that the peace of the State was in a great meas- 
ure in their keeping, and insist upon their exerting their influonco in 
favor of the onforconient of tho laws. I acceded to tho Governor’s 
suggestion and invited Hon. T. A. Hendricks, Senator in Congress; 
non. S. F. I‘orkins, Judge of tho supremo com't of thi.s State; Joseph 
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Rost.ine, esq., troasni’oi* of tliis State; J. S. Athoii, osq., State auditor; 
A. L. Roaeli, o.sq., and Thomas Bowling, os(i., prominent and infln- 
entjal Domam*ats, to moot iiio at my olilieo la.st evening. 

TJiey all i*ospoiided to the invitation, and the Govdrnor imd, with 
us. After informing them of the miirder.s eommittial in Riisli County 
and the indications of armed resistaneo at otlier ])ointH in the State, 
the Governor and iny.selC both infoi'ined tliem that it was tlieir duty 
as good citizens and as thoroproscuitativo men of their i)arty to counsel 
obedience and submission b) the laws, and l.o put foi’lii all tlieir intlu- 
eiico to prevent resistance to the Government authorities, 

They all professed an entire willingness to do Ibis; saitl th(\v would 
publisli an addi'oss to the people to that elfeet, and oxpr(>HS(!d a will- 
ingness to visit the disalTeeted localities and addr(‘HS p(M)plo if it 
should become necessary. 'L'lK'.y at thesaiui^ tinn^ said tluili the enroll- 
ment act was misapproliondod, and that, owing to tlm (MJiidnet of cor- 
tain Republicans in throatmiing that th(» I)emo(*rats would be drafUul, 
great feans worn ontovtaijied that the draft would not bo fairly madci, 
and that if I would maki^ a statement of the main foatui’f^a of tlu» 
enrollment act and of the maniioi- in wliioh the drawing would bo 
conducted, it would do iiuieh to remove these appridunisions. I 
inforined them that I had no objections to doing this, bub I was satls- 
iled that it would never reach the clasH of iHsoplo souglib to be in/ln- 
oncod, and if it did roach them, would not be believed unless leading 
Democrats in opposition to the Administration would Indorse my 
stateinonts by expre-ssing their coiiAdonce tliat tlie draft would be 
fairly and Impartially made according to the reipiii’emtuitH of tho ael;. 

They expimsed awillingnoss to indoiw^ my statements, and ncooi’d- 
ingly I this morning pwipared a letter addrijsse-d to tlu^ leading Benno- 
crabs before named, setting forth tho main features of the enrolling 
act, explaining liow tho drawing was to be ct>nduoted, and ttdling tliem 
tliat tliey miglit a-ssuro tho people not only that the drawing would 
bo conducted with entire fairness, but in. such a manner as to pre- 
clude all suspicion of dishonesty. I submitted tlie letter this morning 
to tlie gcntlomon to whom it was addi'osHod. Tliey oxiiressed them- 
selves as oiitiroly satistled wdth tlie communication, (i(vsiringmo l-o add, 
however, tliat I would, ns far as practicable, be present at the draw- 
ings. I made the addition, and they are to publish in the Bemooratic 
papers my letter, with their addrosH, indorsing my reiivosenlrations. 

I suppose the lettor and address will appear in the morning papers 
of to-morrow, and when it appoai*s I will send you a copy of both. In 
all thi.s Governor Morton fully concurred. 

Since writing the foregoing I have received information from .Uiisli 
County (not oiricial, howovei') that Oho provost-marshal of that dis- 
trict has ari'c.stod two men charged with the murder committed yes- 
terday, and that the circuinsbaiitial evidence of tlieir guilt is strong; 
also tliat tho oiirolbnent is quietly progimsing in tlio'sub-distrlet in 
which tho murder was committed, the peojilo affording every facility 
in their power to insiun it« sfioody completion. The military liave 
orders to voinain with the provost-marshal until the enrollment is 
eomplobcd in that sub-district.

Do not allow your oflicors to bo obstriictod or driven off. Hire 
special guards (citizens) if nocossary. If these are not strong enough, 
employ military force, and when you use this do it Avitli effect. 

AbuH(^ from women ami tho like is to be oxpocted and is not gon- 
“(u'ally Hei'iouH. If, however, thej' should assault or seriously obstruct 
the enrolling onhioi's, they must bo arrested.

Sea’eUmj of War: 

Dear Sir: You have boon so kind to grant me exemption from 
draft for the members of tho Bonedictiuo order (November 28, 18G2), 
for Avhich I ahvays will bo grateful to yon. 

'rho now conswiption bvAv makes it doubtful whether that grant 
holds good yet, though I believed it would, because it came from tho 
liighosi; authority in the Union and Avas given in general terms. But 
as the reasons from which I iietitioiied in November for exemption 
are as strong now as they have boon at that time, and, indeed, in sev- 
eral regards move forcible, it is my duty again to represent my situ- 
aldon and to bog for relief. TJio iioav laAv presses harder on the 
Oatliolio clergy in genera! than on tho clorgymen of other denomina- 
tions, booauao the Catholic clergymen arc not married, and the other 
ones very generally are married. 

But tho laAV presses lioavior yet on tho religious orders, and par- 
ticularly on tho Bonedictiuo owlor, so that many Catholics considor it 
as a measure in a .special manner hostile to tho religious orders. 
IIoAVSOOVor that may bo, I myself do not blame tho Govoriimont for 
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it. I am fully conlidoiil; the Pr<5.sl<lout. and Kxmdicuicy will do 

all ill youi* power to show that you wouhl in no way lay lioavdoi' 
Imi'daii's on Iho shoulders of some eltizeiis than of others, ’.riio law 
is hard on religions, bccanso it is in eoutradietioii with their vows, 
with their vocation, with their entire eouditi<m of life. 'This is not a 
mere caprice, dear sir; it is a moral axi<nn and always has Ikmui. not 
only Avith Catholies, but also with every other (hmoniinatioii. It is 
part of tliointei'iiational law, of the law of all nations of lh(« ( liristia n 
world. The clergy has nowhere an obligatiiMi <•!• a right, to go l.o war, 
and ill the Gatholio Clnireh such elergyinen who Avonld go lo war ari^ 
ipso facto made uiiilt to exercise their holy funetioiis; so iiiiiidi worse 
is their condition if they haiipon to be members of a religious order. 
Therefore Ave are surely in a A'oiy bad dilUeidty if law ('oiiimainis ns 
to take up arms. This is plain. 

But besides this moral iioint of the <|nestion there is al.so a. material 
point, uudorAvliieli tlm hiAV strikes a hard blowat the i’(digioiis ordei’s. 
I am not authorized to speak for religious onlers in geiuu'al, and do 
not protend to sjioak for all, but I beg leave to ex|)lain niy own (Mise. 

The Boiicdictino order eoiisi.sts of brothers, elergyiuen in niiiioi' 
orders, and priests. These classes of monks ai-e boiiiKl by l,li(( vovy 
same voaa's, but they liave dilforent oeeupations. 'riut pi'h^sls iirc^ 
either pastors of congrogations or professors in eollcgcs. 'I’he younger 
(dorgjnnGii in minor orders are partly Iliiishing yet theii’ own mliica- 
tion; pfirtly teaching languages, such as Latin, llreidi, or otluu' 
branches, according to tlieii* talent and ellleleuey. 'I'lu' In’others do 
the hoiisoAVork (since aa'o have no females In our houses) ainl lieiid to 
clilferent trades necessary or useful for our In.HtItutloii. Of! eour.se iiol< 
more are admitted than needed, and tlunxifore s(m.reidy any one (‘an 
bo spared, because all are needed. 'I’ake Mu« e.oolc, tlu! liaker, the 
gardener, the miller, the engineer, tlie bhu'k.smith, the meelmiiie IVeiii 
among us, and jmii do us tlio very greatest harm. Another man may 
easily fill out such a post with another good hainl, bill, with us this 
Avon’t do, because avo could liardly lind a man who i.s willing to live 
according to our rule, which is ratlier .sevens, ami then we mi‘(' obliged 
toAvork gratuitously AvithoutAvages,athlug that men don’t like to do. 
So if I had to give up one of these j'oimg <!lergynien who teach in Mice 
college our Latin seholans, or matliomath’s, they could in aiiotluu' 
college easily bo veplaeod by another good teacher, hul. with us it is 
tlio same dilTiculty as Avitli the broMier.s, W<' awil otu' who follows 
our rule aud makes no charges, and such nni dinieuit to be feund. 

Of counso if J say Ave Avork gratis, \V(i get no wagt^s, one. might infer 
that the order then must bo very rich, hecau.si* ev(uy one tries to earn 
something, tliough ho is forbidden by his vow to ktsep his <‘aniings for 
liimsolf. If thisAvore the case, sir, If tln^ onhu’ wer<i rieli, I should 
not trouble yoAi Avith a petition Cor exemption, f»*r the law a<imil;s of 
exemption by paying $<300. I Avouhl pay then for siieli avIio might bn 
drafted. IIoAvevor, avo are not rich. We own a good iiropm'l.y, it is 
true, but avo have a heavy debt of nearly SII0,()()p on it. \Vo m-e a 
charitable corpoi*atlon, incorporated by aii act of Li'gislatiii'e liith ol' 
April, 18G3, for the pnrpo.soof toiidingtoaiek, destitute, and dependent 
persons, the cai-e of orphan.s, aud the c<lucatton o]‘ voulh. Wo havi^ 
done our duty in this regard as Avell as Ave could. 'M'o give you only 
one proof of it, I can shoAV that this year the number of pupils 
111 our collogo at .Saint Vincent amounts to over LJO and the hou/io 
incoino from all of thorn amounts to but §4,()(K), so that an average 
pension for one pupil is $30. Who eoiihl keep a boy or young man in 
boarding and tuition jier year for $30? Tt is triio,' maiiy paid a pmi- 
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•sioii ()!' 810(1 hoKHlds t.lu> tixini, Imli fur Uus iiuijorUy piiid lilih;, aiul 
iiiiiiiy a(i all, aiui [ had yot to find the stationery and even 

(dol-hiiii;’. Ily (loiiif^ siath eluivity wo can, of eoiiTse, lUJt a<'enniiilate 
\v<nil(li. It l•equil•(^s the grciatcst energy and econoniy from all ol:’ ns 
1.0 lamr siudi a Imrden, and Indeed our regular Ineonio woulil not bo 
siinieunit had I not help from Europe, — from my old coinitry — to cover 
the. <l(!(ieit in our budget. I could x)rove olllcially that these sovoii- 
l(Mni y(‘ai‘H I'oi'wliic.h 1 am in the United States I regularly roeeivod 
annually 83,000, and sexniral y(uir.s more — §^t,0()0, 85,000, and 80,000. 
All tliis inon(\y, .sir, ha.s htnou Ki)ent for the bojiefitof this (country, and 
likewise all llu'. inomy that evtuy one of ns liad when ho joined the 
ord<‘,r was laid down in the eoniinen stock, all of which is devoted to 
works of charity. Ihisides this wo have improved our })i'ni)oi'ty very 
much, in(!r«'aH(Hl oiir taxes and aided others in their improvements, 

1 iiHiulioii this only to show that we have done our duty as eitimns in 
i\. muMiHir wliic-li is eredll^ihle ami by whl<‘.li W(i could not g(di wealthy, 
We might he a wealthy c.ovporatlon had wo acted in pur own interest, 
hut as wo did not so we are not. 

()ui‘ (Jongr(!ssmou eaiuxot well have boon ignorant of the fact that 
idm-gyimm ar(niot llahh? to draft, for history has no sucli Jaw or record 
in no (’liristiaii country. 1 must presume, therefovo, they did not 
inl.ond'to draft the <dergy, hut to make llumi pay. They conltl easily 
l'oroN('ci tl\at no <dergyman would take up arms, but woxild ransom 
hiniHj'ir liy paying tlu^ 8300. 

IVut monks do not (ui joy this xxrivihjge becjause they are not allowotl 
1.0 liavi' inoimy or <nvu pi'optu’ty. 'Tiny e.aim<)t pay, and eonstuiucntly 
if drafU'd are obliged to g<» to war or to fall under the ixonalty pro- 
vid(\(l by the law for not e^miplyliig with it. The superior of arollgious 
comiiuuiity may he h'oked i‘(»r as to redoxun his eoufr()ro8 from duty 
ly paying tlmsuni r<*(iuired bylaw. Uut in a largo coimnvmity this 
is not’ l)ra(itieahle ; if many would bo drafted the community or tho 
Huperioi'is not able t<» afi'ord It. 'This is ixarticularly tho easo with 
(rlui llent)(iictino order, as 1 have oxidainod above. We are not i)re- 
par<Ml for it; wc^spxnit our own fortunes, our earnings, tlio liberal con- 
tributions of our frieudsin (-iormany, for tlio benefit of this country; 
wo run ('ven in luaivy delxts in order to do charity; therefore we caimot 
])ay without iiuu'cmsing our debts very (ionsldorably and risking the 
existoin'i^ of the whole institution. It is then true that tho conscrip- 
(ioii law }is it i'(>adH strikes a hard blov/ at all roUgious communities 
and pai'Ihuilai'Jy at ours. 

I admit, this was not intended, but it is tho fact nevertheless, and 
ill is ill this regard paTtial, not only with regaixl to the oiei'gy of other 
(huiomiimtions, but also with regard to the xieoxile at largo. In Sep- 
tciiibor last four In-othors were drafted (too mauy it appeared in pro- 
portion) when only citixens came under the draft. This time the 
liair-(dtlzonH and priests range mulortholaw ; tlieroforo, ten or twelve 
or more migJit be drafted. How could I afiloixl to i)ay$3,000 or8d,(XK) 
for tlioir exoiupti'm? I doubt not all the half-citizens will sooner 
hmve tlio country 'than to come in conflict with their consciences and 
be drafted In the Army. Of courao this will bo eiiual to a dissolu- 
tion of tJie order, and will, at all events, have the consequenee tliat 
\\’(^ must .stop our eliaritii^s — coilainly not to tho advantage of the 


country. 

Now, sir, what I said hero is tho full truth. It is not said as a 
iireUixt 1.0 evado tlie law or to bo an excuse for not being obliged to 
Day; Wo BUifor under the law not like all other clergy men; it works 
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heaA'ior on ns — hoavicv ovon l-luiii on Mio p(H)[)lo Our wliolo 

existonco as a cori)or{itioii is at stake — is 

This is the reason wliy 1 am eoinpelled ag’aiii to apjXiJil to yoiii’ jus- 
tieo and generosity for I’olief. I have yesterday ali'<nidy addressed 
the President in a similar, tliongli sliortor, ])etition. My r(nisoning is 
this: The law does not, it eaiinot, roach tlie eloi’gy (of all d(uioiiuna' 
tions) for the draft. Such a law would h(i In {‘ortradletion with the 
international law of all Christian nations. It wotdd h(5 noli an 
anaelironisin, beoanae such a hvw never cxiskui, but a nionstcvr; for 
the clergy is not the sword, but thowoiMand th(‘, word not in polities. 

'iPiio law from one reason or other was oxtcnuhul to tln^ edergy, to 
make them pay, and every clergyman was cxp(;(;to(l to Ix^ willing and 
able to pay; inoro can the law not have inttnided. 'riiei-ofore, if a 
clergyman worn found not bo able to i)ay tin) law would noti in equity 
toneh him. It did not want him or his poison, but his jnonoy, and if 
he liad nomonoy of course it could got none. Caliholie clergymen, of 
conrao, should enjoy the same i)rivllogos as all others. Monks, 
whether they aro brothers or priostw, belong to the Catliolic clergy. 
If my supposition is correct, the law won’t draft them, but warils 
their ransom. AVoll, if they can pay they may ; but If tliey have no 
money to pay the law coultl not expect the pay, in j’ogard of the serv- 
ices done by them to the commonwealth in geiioval, I do not' think 
this is Hoplustry. I have brought in this country over $(10,000. I 
have spent those $00,000 for tlio bonoflt of country. Is that suiu not 
enough to pay onr ransom ? 

Allow mo, dear sir, to direct your attention to another point. Tlie 
law evidently makes provisions that through the draft no family 
should be ruined. Thoreloro it leaves the fatlier witli his oi’pluin 
cliiidron; the only son witli his widowed motlior; the In'othcr with Ills 
oi'phau little brothers and sisters to support tlioni, &e. 

A religious community is also a family of which tlm superior or 
abbot is the father. Can the law bo prosinned to have intended to 
ruin the religious family by taking away her ablest members or oxaet- 
ing such a large ainoimb forredomption that it must lie dis.solved and 
annihilated, whilst it is so careful not to ruin tlie private family? T 
think not. 

Wiiat do I infor ortry to i)r()vo by this ronsmiing ? d'hat the Presi- 
dent and yon, as Secretary of War and the higlnist executive oltieer 
of the law, have a rigid and are comj)et(!nt to explain the law and its 
bearing whore it is not distinct enough, and to avert its eonsecpiojices 
when tJioy might on this account become uiie<iual. 1 judge, tlien, 
that you can again grant exoinidiou to tlie membor.H of the Henedic- 
tino order, because they have sacrillced, every one of them, all their 
foi-tuno at tho altar of our country long ago, lieforo the country asked 
for it; and as clergymen you want them at any raUi not in military 
service; or because by drafting or exacting tlie i-edomption amount 
from them you would bring tho whole order to ruin. 

If you believe my report to bo true, you cun do it undoubtedly, and 
if you doubt the triitli of it, I can prove it by my books or in an ollb 
cial manner in the i)o.ssiblo shortest time througli tho eoimul of the 
King of Bavaria. And as I believe you can, I expect most eonlidently 
you will do it because of your Just and genormis cliaraeter. But 
should you think you could not miprove of the soundness of my rea- 
soning— I understand canon law, bub no otlier law— then allow 'me to 
suggest an idea how tlie matter could be settled without any einbar- 
riissmont. In several of tlie Gorman States where conscriptioii is 
universal all young men kvq being drafted every year, mostly at tho 
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ago ol: liwoiifiy-oho yoar’s. Wifcli regard lo sUideniw of law, of modi- 
and divinity, Uio law makes, indeed, no oxomi)tion; they are 
di'fil’lod Ulai Jill ofJiei’ young men, but as soon as tlioy are drafted 
they got also fiirlougb for an indefinite lime. Their names, indeed, 
aiipoar oji tJio list of the company into which they liavo been ranged, 
but always as on fuidougli, till they have iinisliod tJioir odneation and 
h(!<;om(( lawyoi'H, or physicians, or clergymen, and then they are entirely 
ri‘(!<5 from sorvioo. Thus the law is satisfted and these young men are 
not interrupted in their studies, for in Goi’inauy it takes twelve years 
<u'o a young man can bocomo a lawyer, or doetor, or clergyman. Now, 
tlioro is nothing in tlie world to prevent you from giving fui’loughs to 
a soldier. If tinu'ii should be no other legal way to exempt my people 
from draft they could, after the draft, again bo dismissed witli fnr- 
lougli for an iiideiinite time, i. e., in fact for the time till the law will 
lie atiHiiided ; for jv long time the drafting of the clergy will at any rate 
not do. 

Mxeuso my I iberty in making those suggestions. I will not be intru- 
Hiv(i in no way. 1 am well aware that this matter is of a dolioato 
luitui'e ami that serious interests are eoucornod. But it is a point of 
life or (Uiatii for the religious eomnumity which is trusted to my care, 
and I would fail to my duty would I not do ovoiything in my power 
to guard tludr interests. 

\Vo arc and always have boon loyal citizens. I believe it would be 
too hard if wo should not enjoy all the privileges wliich other good 
citizens share.

He shall see that tlic) 
are securely held after arrest, and that all de.serters arrested by otlie; 
parties and prosonted to him, or at his headquarters, are promptl,') 
received and held in 8ecui*o custody until delivered to tho commandliq 
officor of the nearest militaiy post or sttition. 

II. Paragraph 29, page 6, of the same regulations, is amended so a: 
to read as follows : 

A reward of $6 for tho apprehension and delivery of a de.sovtoi’ tf 
the nearest provost-marshal, or deputy provost-ma.r.ylial, togothei' witl 
tho expenses necessarily incurred in his delivery, will bo paid by tin 
nearest disbursing ofileer of the U. S. Quavt-ormastor’s Dcspartnuait 
This reward is, of 00111 * 80 , only duo when the man prosonted Is actu- 
ally a deserter. It is, however, ordered that tho provost-maivshal shal 
decide whether the reward will bo paid or withheld ; and lie is d i r(ic}te(l 
to permit as little delay as iiossible ijx making this decision, in ordoi 
that persons v'ho bring deserters may i*GCGive tho rowai'd pl•omptl)^ 

III. Paragraph 31, page 6, of same regulations, is amended so as tc 
read as follows : 

Provost-marshals shall keep books, in which they shall enter the 
descriptions of all deserters, spies, and other persons rectiivod as pris- 
oners by them, with such dates and i*emarks as may bi! proper tc 
complete, as far as practicable, the history of tho arrest and of tho man. 
Tliey shall also keep such other boolcs as may bo necessary to pi,’esor\u’ 
a complete history of their correspondence and business. Provost- 
mar.shals will purchase these books and forward tlie accounliS 1:o the 
Provost-Marshal-Geiieral for paj'ment, as licreiiiaftor provichal.

I suggested to tho district 
attorney tliat allldavits cluirging them with murder should bo pro- 
jiarod, so that if they give bail in tho Federal court they may imme- 
diately be aiTosied for murder on process issued by State tribunal. 

Craycraft, one of tho men who was shot and said to bo mortally 
wounded, is still living, and I undoratand there is liopo of liis 
recovery. 

Tim eiirollimniti has been completed in tho sub-district in which 
the inurdoi' was committed. Tlie danger was that tho truly loyal citi- 
zens would take the law in their own hands, but moderation pre- 
vailed, and I hope tho danger from this quarter has ceased to exist.

ages of twenty and forty-flvo ; tho way I porform my duty is liy goiiiginto Jiouhoh, 
stores, &c., and inquiring of povsons within t(»givo me tho names of all persoiiH 
living tlioro; lam inatmetodsotodo by tho pvovost-iimvNluil. Last Saturday, about 
K) o’cdock, I wont into thostoroNo. (5Hl«’voiitHtr<!ot, Brouldyu ; I saw no one in lint 
tho dofendant ; I askod him to givo nio tho nanuiH <»f all pei Hiuis in tho atore, that 
1 was tho onrolHng oilloor. Ilosaid tho boas was over in New York. Tlienlasked 
him for his name. Ho said ho didn’t belong tlioro ; he Huid he wan only skopiiing 
thoro while tho boss was over to Now York, and that lie plefendant) liwul in Now 
York. I made a note of it in niy diary, and culled on Monday about U o’clook 
and found defendant in tho storo again; I ropoated my que.stion Ibr tho names of 
tho poi’Hons Ginployod thoro. Ho said that tho Iiohh was out ; that he didn’t work 
tlioro, and then ho (dofondant) oakod a man in tho atore where the buss was. The 
man said, “ What boss?" Dofendant said, “Boss of the store,'’ Defendant would 
not givo ino his name oi' tho names of tho poi-sons omploYi.nl there, This morning 
I went to No. 17 York streot with Offloor Sprague and bnnul detniidunt ripstairs 
eating hia brealifast. I askod him if ho llvod thoro ; ho said ho bearded thoro. 

Goorgo Sprague liostiflod ns follows : 

I was Hont by Provost-Marshal Gregory to No. 17 York stront this morning to 
got tho namo of tho dofondant, and I saw dofondant upstairs taking his break- 
fast. I asked him if ho was tho gontlomnu that llvod tlioro. lie said he boarded 
tlioro. I told him I wanted his namo and reaiilonoo, and he said he would givo it 
to mo when lio got roady. I asked him two or throe limes over and ho ivould givo 
mo no satisfaction. I then askod tho woman in tho room, and slio said sho would 
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not ffivo anybody's iiaino. Mr. Tompkins made complaint to Captain Gregory, 
innl bo iflsiKid a warrant for Iris aiTest. I served the wai'rnnt about tO o'clock. 
After I arrested him ho gave mo his name as Michael Briody. I was directed to 
bring him to the U. S. inarshars office. 

COMMISSIONRR’H DECISION.

Siu: Although advised by t.ho commandant at Carlisle on tlie Htli 
Instant tiuib a cavalry force of sixty men could- be spared for service 
in this district, upon my telegraphing yesterday that this detachment 
should proceed to tho scone of distnrbaiico 1 was ndvi.se(l no troops 
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could be spared and I'eferi'ecl to the U. S. oflcer in eoininaiid at Har- 
per’s Ferry. To order troops from either Baltimore or Harper’s Ferry 
to Bedford County', especially mounted men, would consume prob- 
ably two days and a half, if not three, and I talce it that it is desir- 
able that the enrollment should not be delayed even for that length 
of time to await the arrival of a military force. I have consequently 
directed my deputy to require all enroUers inclined to desist to pro- 
ceed, and authorized him to call upon citizens for a posse comitatiis 
to protect them at tlieir work and aid in arresting persons who have 
resisted and assisted to i*osiatanc 0 of the enrollment. He is in- 
structed to report to me the names of such citizens as are called 
upon and refuse to give their services. I have called into requisition 
the assistance of the sheriff in that county, and have asked proini- 
uont gentlemen to aid by their counsel and influence in the execution 
of the order. 

Yon liavo been advised that the resistance takes the shape of intimi- 
dation by Hocrot incendiarism and attempted assassination. If the 
effort to procure citizen guards fails, which is not improbable, you 
will please advise mo from what quarter to order troops.

Sir : Your telegram of tliis date was received, and altliough I replied 
thereto by telegraph immediately, I bog leave to a<ld a few words by 
mail. Your directions as to the employment of the military will be 
strictly observed. I have frequent interviews with Governor Morton 
and with Brigadier-General Willcox ns to tlio difficulties tliat have 
occurred and that maybe approhoiulod iu enforcing tlie eiirollmenli 
act, and there is entire luiity of oi>inion as to tho courses to be jmr- 
sued and hamony of action in carrying out tlio ineasuros adojited. 
The policy is to execute tho laws, if possible, without aconlliet; to act 
so prudently that if a collision shall occur them shall he no pretext 
for saying that ItAvas provoked by tho roprosouUitives of tlie Gov- 
ernment, and in such an event to vindicate tho autiiority of tlu^ 
Government at all hazards. 

I regret to say that tho Democratic goiitloinon who p]‘omi8c.(l to 
address tho people through tho press in favor of submlH.sion to law 
have not kept their promises, and I fear they will net. 'IMioy f(mr 
their o^vn party friends, and I think ai-e apprehensive that obodlence 
to law is a doctrine to preach which miglit imimii’ thoir party stand- 
ing.

I took Ids affidavit, had proc- 
OHS isaued, obtainml adotsiil of forty cavalrymen, directed the provost- 
marshal to go witl> thorn, and got the mai-shal of this district to so]id 
a deputy along witli the writs for the arrest of the two men Avho liad 
obstruoliod tlio enrolling officer. Ojig of the men was ari’cstod, the 
ol-hoi* escaping, but they arrested .sixteen others, wlio were assembled 
and most of them armed for I'eslstaucc. AffidaviLs liavq been filed 
against the wliolo party, and they are now in the hands of the civil 
authorities. 1 understand one of the offenders has divulged tlio facts, 
and tliat it is a clear case of comspiracy to resist the Government 
aul'.nonties.

General: I have the honor to make the following report of the 
expedition sent at my request to liush County on the evening of the 
10th instant: 

After roaohing Shelbyvillo it was conclndcd to go up the Rnshvillo 
railroad to the town of Manilla, some twelve miles from Shelbyvillo 
and two nilles and a half from the scono of the late murder. Wo 
arrived safely at Manilla at d a. m. on the 11th instant, and here left 
and discharged tlio train. The men marched from Manilla to Homer, 
ono^ mile distant; hero the infantry was posted. The cavalry was 
divided into two squads, after dispatching a small party toward 
Saint Paul, on the Indianapolis and Ciuciiinati Railroad, to open 
coimnunication imd to bring np rations. 

One of the cavalry squads then pTOcoeded with each of the enrolling 
offieors to protect them in the performance of tlicir duties, and to 
arrest Iversons resisting the enrollment, and those suspected of the 
late murder of John F. Stephens. That part of the cavalry under the 
immediate command of Lioutcnaiit-Oolonol Matson made the arrest 
of the following-named i^ci-sons, to wit: James V. Hilligoss, Isaac 
Hilligoss, and Sylvester Hilligoss, charged with i-esisting the enrolling

Sir: The enrollment is progre.ssiiig .slowly and regularly in almost 
all di.striots. In several districts it has so far been impossible to obtain 
anj^ one to imdertako the enrolhneiit. In one district in Monroe County 
a partj'^ resisted the officer and compelled him to i‘etu'e. He reported 
the fact to mo. I immediately suiuinoned a posso of men and accom- 
panied tlieiii to the xilacc, but did not succeed iu arresting aiy of them. 
Tliey were informed of our xnirpose and secreted themselves. 

The eurolliug officer for a district in this coimty w'as unable to' 
lirocoed, and linalt^'^ refused to act. I have just I'cturned from there, 
and have been unable to xiroenre auj' one to undertake it. 

The people in that district aro defiant — so much bo as to frighten 
any who feel disijosed to iiiidertake it. What is to be done in those 
cases ? It is necessary for me to have a guard and assistants to x^rose- 
c iite the duties of this office. I have, under that iiecessit^y, ai^x^ointed 
four ineii, who are coiistantlj’’ emploj^ed. I sent ten men to Jlonroe 
County to arrest a deserter, which they accomiDlivSlied. Thej^ were 
ovei'powered a band of men, armed, and comimlled to release him. 
Tliej^ are x>n.i’t of an organized society in the county to resist the 
conscript act. What is to be done in such case?

clratt in this State without coercion will prove a failure, Porinib m(‘ 
to cite you to oiio ease, of a score existing, wliich will be urged to sot 
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iiHido this oall iipoii niany iminiciimlities. Ouo town, for instance, 
iias furnisliod forly men for nino-montlia’ sorvico, payin^^ thorn S200 
bounty each. Another town with the same population has sent but 
ten men, paying- them imrhaps but $50 bounty each. These ten have 
enlistofl out ol’ their nine-months’ regiment for three 5 'ears, as they 
were pcsrmittod to do. Tlic new apportionment will find no deficioney 
l;o charge to the town furnisliing but ten, and a like iiuinbor now 
1)0 required anew from each, while, by the operations of your rules, 
one towji liaa thirty loss men to di*aft from than the other and has 
paid sixteen times as mucli for bounties. The complaint will be, not 
that they have expended so much unavailingly for bounties, but that 
tliey wore not reasonably ai)prised of this mode of crediting men, 
which, liad they boon aware of, they could as readily liavo obtained 
men for three 3 'eara as for nine months. 

After the quotas of some cities and towns wore full many of their 
citizens, tempted by liberal bounties, enlisted for other places, Both 
will now insist upon the ci’edit for those men, and they do so already, 
the one because its number of men liable to draft is reduced and the 
other because bj^ the pajnnont of bounties it has made them virtually 
its own citizens or soldiera. 

Did space permit I could add now clas.ses of cases without number, 
wliicb if allowed would exonerate threo-fourtlis of the towns and cities 
hi this State from furnishing another man in a call for less tlian 20,000 
troops. The best and 011 ) 3 ^ course that I can see, in view of the Gov- 
oi'iiment’s emergency, will bo to doom each Congressional district a 
certain number of troops, ba>sed npou the able-bodied men of the first 
class as shown by the cnvollmonts, leaving for a future call and another 
day the adjustment of dcficieiicios, which will require three months 
certainly to figure out.

Some of tlio sub-districts vnll bo completed this Arcek, wliilo 
in others, especially the more sparsely inhabited ones, covering much 
ground and requiring more time to go over, cannot be completed 
before the week after — say First, Second, and Ninth Pistricts.

'i7ie expedition sl-artod by railroad at 8 o’clock last night and went 
on with tlie train a mile or moi-e beyond WhiUmtown, when they left 
the train and I'einained until 4 o’clock tliis morning, when they siu'- 
roiinded 1-lie i,()wii and arrested four of those against whom writs liad 
iH.snml and olevcii otliers who had participated in the outrage on the 
enrolling oflico]'. One of tho five against whom writs Inid issued 
escaped and was fired u})on when escaping, but without effect. 

IMoro the military arrived and during nearly the whole of yester- 
day there wore at Whitestowu an assoinblago of from 100 to 123 men,

By an arrangoincnt with the railroad companies 1 obtained their 
consent to lose tli<^ anuuuitoC those errors for the first two months 
rather than make the lo.ss fall upon these onicer.s, and at the same 
time l‘ui‘nish(s<l then the rules enabling tlumi to know wlieii to receive 
or refuse orders for transportation. At that time Ocnei'al irallook’s 
department emhraeed nearly all tlio countiy west of the Alloghauios, 
and these rnhss when nndoi’stood wore very satisfactory to iihe rail- 
road eoinpanies, and I believe also to army oflicors throughout the 
department. Since thou wo have seldom had improper passes pro- 
sentod. Accounts liave boon as easily adjusted and settled as ordinaiy 
I'alh'oad a(!eoimts. At an interview in Washington with Colonel 
MeCallum, wiio has had gn^at and varied exporionco, he expressod 
tlui opinion that somo similar plan securing uniformity and greater 
safeguards would be of great beiielit and should bo adopted through- 
out the Biu'vice. T do not seo why this could not and sliould not be 
the case, or wliy it is neci'Hsaiy l.<» have as various foi-ins and rules as 
there are ofHeers fiirniHldngtransportatiou. lemild give you instaneos 
I'reipiently occui'riiig by wlilcli tiio Governmenl; is greatly wronged, 
and whicli, I tliink, liy some uniform jilan eould bo prevont(?d. 1 will 
only give a single case, wliicli T know frequently occurs. A pass is 
given l;o Joliu Siiiitli and say forty inon to Wlieoling, Va. lie takes 
tlio pass to tliovailroad ollleo and procures forty-one eoupon tickets. 
(jHually but a pai't go at all, say thirty. The otlior eleven tickets are 
sold, given away, or not used. Again, in other cases I have dlsijoveved 
tlic route Im.s been ({hanged, and not linlf the distance traveled over, yet 
the Qovei'umeiit has paid for the entire number tho entire distance. 

To (;()rr({({t this I direc.ted that passes shcflild not bo ex({liauged for 
coupon thikcl-s, that separalo passes should bo issued for ({aeh and 
every road to lie traveled over, re(iuirjng that each road should pro- 
duce in sctthmieiit tlio separat-o pass i.ssiKsd for its servieo, duly 
(■erl.itled, for only the men actually i.i’ansported. 'J’he (joiisiiriuonco is 
we hav(i now great luimbcrs of jiasses I’oturned with less numbers 
({crtided to tliaii tho order coviu's. Iwill not detain you by giving 
tilie particular ()b,io({t of other rules; 1 have found them useful. 
With more leisure than I have to give the subject, other rules and 
({hanges might no doubt bo adopted which would be of still greater 
bciiKstlt. I (ianuot seo why the following ehangos (sould not bo readily 
made with certainty of iniprovomont, viz: 

Ifirsl-. Have blank forms for all transportation paj)or.s of every 
kind adopted and r(3gularly Issued from Wjishiugton ns in other eases 
of blanks. 

Second. Sele(!t a blank fonn of pass, concise and simple, witli 
blank I’oceipt on the back similar to tlio one iiuilo-sod."* 

Third, l/ot them bo lithogi'aplujd either with the Qiiartormastor- 
(lenoral’s or some olluu' nstme wluu’c niy iiaino now appears.

Lot him issno tlioso blank books to a siagh' oltiiao' at (Mudi 
post whoro transportiitioii may bo (h’lmaiulcMl, and r()(|uii'(' a })r(na|)t 
roturn to liim of tho marginal rogistom at tln^ <nid of (audi inontli, Iho 
samo to bo carefully oxaiuinod, that orroas may i)o iinmiaiiatidy 
dotectod and tho oliicor wrongly issuing paascHtdiargod with th(> saino. 

Seventh. As a general rule I think all transportation ata'.ounts or 
voucher.^ in each department should bo referred to tho transportatiem 
qiiartonnaster for i)aymentt. Tii this way transporl atiou passes would 
bo as uniform and as vahiahlo as Treasury notes, and wluitluu’ in Now 
York, Now Orleans, or Oallfoi'iua, would bo wtdl Iciiowii and ree.og- 
nized by every mode of eonvoyaneo in i.he (country. 

Tho couider signature <»f th(» olliecr Issuing tlmin would !»' that 
which giAa\s validity, ami could always be ea.sily trail'd, 'riui husi- 
no.ss would 1)0 simplified and re.strlct(sl ; mlstaki'.s oi- fraudH, instt'ad 
of being deducted when accounts are examiinsf a year af’iiu’ward at 
Washington after tho erroi-s luul continued f’oj’ inoiitlis, would l)o dis- 
covered at tho end of each montli l>y the return of margitial n^gislers, 
and if the accounUs or voucluu-s wero ordoisa) f.o ho i)a id l>y I Ini saiiie 
oilieur the original pus.ses couhl he compared with niargitinl rogi.slei's 
and tlioroby anotlun* clnmlc ol)(.ained. 'I'lie opoi'jith)ji of this plan was 
illustrated by Colonel ]\lcCalluni as per the inclosed di’aft.''' 

In conclusion I would a(hl that T am far from Inis'liig any partiality 
for tho rules or forms I have adopted. On tlm <iontrary, 1 tliiiik they 
can bo improved with more time and experience than I have. I only 
fool confident that there should Im H(Mne uniform plan simplifying 
ami securing Governmoiit by more checks and grimier Hafegu'arils 
against manifest wrongs, which I am sure are now consl iuil ly (ll‘(•.nr- i 
ring, and this 1 have no doul>t miglit Im done by submitting Mm whole 
subjoeb to Colonel MeCallum or other railroad lixiierts.

VVliou f havo (jimrtorod or impvossod 
boats it lias, with raro oxi-optlons, only Immui doiio on tho nxiuisitions 
of Kupm-ior olllom’s, <n' in gn*ut omorgiuioios adinlttingfif nodolay, and 
riMiulrlng tlin iiislunt aiovmnontof largo bodies of troops, ns 'in tho 
Irransfor of (bumral l*opi'’H iirniy from Now Madrid up tho Tonnossoo, 
(toiioral Grant’s army from Aloinpiiis to tho Yazoo, ortho liko, and 
whon tlmo was dooimal of too groat iinportanoo to admit of nogotla- 
tion, or wlioii iiogotintlons would only oiul in <ivldonti oxLortion. ' Tlio 
voMUlt of tbiwdiaiigiv was a groat and inarkod improvonumt in ovory 
roHjnadi.

'!riio ImsinoHs has gono forward wil.h as jundbot systoin and ordor aa 
ordinary (‘.omnK'ndal transaidiioiis, ami has boon onti roly satisfactory 
to all ],>'urti(!H, AM our troubh^s ami (nmiplalnls havo arison from tho 
omorgmiobis wiiioh I havo imuitiomsl, wlioii Hourly ovory transport 
was nu]uli'(Ml (aiid most of thorn to Mo idio for months at a timo). I 
havo no doulit but that th(» oosl. of Govornmont transportation on tho 
Ohio and its tribidarhss has Imoji niuoh grcuitor than was nocossary — 
porhaps ovon dO j)or (amt., as Gaptain l''orry asaorts. 1 havo no 
doubt, as Gaptain I'’orry also staum, that this iii(5roa.sod oxponso has 
oft(m aris(ui from tho impropor intorfm-onoo of lino olIioorH, and at 
otlnu’s, from a laidc of ooialial (.m-oinu'atioii of fiuartoi'jnastors. To 
my own knowiodgij, boats (‘osting from 81101) to 8900 poi* day havo boon 
frocimuilrly niosl- uniuutosHarlly (iotariiod for many days in unloading. 
In otlior (‘ns('s tb('yhav<» boon ki.'pt nominally for othor purposos, but 
1't‘ally only to uoiamnnodato olfiooi'H'with (luartora. In ollior oasos tlioy 
luivo b(H’M nsod in nunibors, and forwooksand months, foratoi'ago, 
when a sinali sum jn'o|)orly oxpondod would havo built shoda or ware- 
hous(iH, ampio for all jnirpoHOH. For thoHO ovils and Huoh otlmrs as 
exist th(U'<^ (rei'talnly (^nn and siioubl bo found a ixmiody, and I will, 
in a(M4ii‘dan(!e wil.h tho rofpniHt of tho Qunrfcormaator-Gonoral, make 
Hucdi Hugg(‘Hti(>iis as would, in my opiuiou, givo a imiotical solution of 
most of iboiu:

Cumborland, Toimossoo, or Lowor Mi.ssiKsijijii. '’I’niiispoi-lalion lo 
olthor of those rivors can, wiUi an ordinary .slng:o oT wnlor, he Tiir- 
iiiahcd oithor from Cincinnati, Liinlsvillc, or Saint Louis, though 
probably on an average chisapor IVoni Saint Louis thiui any olbni’ 
point. Hence thoro slioiild not ordinarily l)o niiy gront iMlVoroium of 
rates from oibliorof tlinso places. Again, tliis braiicli ctT l lio Horvico 
is now of very groat iniportnnco, of largo cxpimsc, and iiil i'icnfc in its 
nature. Upon Its in-opor inanagcnicnt, hi tho proniptniid I’upid iiiovo- 
inont of troopsaiui .siipplii^s, ninsi gnuiMy dcjunni I Im success of our 
arinlos. Those troop.s and supplies nro constantly itsivhig lo I'oinoto 
points, rcgardlosH of departnicid. lines, niid willio’iit this unity some- 
wlioi’o thorn must result coiiTnsioii, Inoijunlitic.sniHl grcnl ly iiici'ciisod 
oxpouHO. With a proper oJliccr, ri-cognizcd ns in gciicrjil chnrgo at 
Homo (jontral point, where ho could ho l•cadil.v rcnclicil Troiii nil places 
by telograpli, whoso duty it should bo to lioailviscil of nil cni'lniii or 
probable roonislthms for tmiisporlntion of li-oop.s or siifiplios, who 
should make or .superintnnd all importnat conl-rncls, ninl havoniiiplo 
anthonty In all niaUers jiertaining (o tmiisjanlntion, 1 Ibink an 
Important point -wouhl Im galiuid. 

Soeond. Tliore should ho plaissl and kopt nl soviu’nl hiipoi’laid, 
points ftSHistfint ([uartornm.sters of most, oxporiniico niitl host suitod 
to tills pooi^illar Horvlco. 

Third. Transports should novor ho cluirtorcri when ii, is nli nil prius 
tieablo to make contriiels in the imliiiary morcnidilo iiinunor, i»v tim 
ideoo, or 100 pounds, but gonornl eontraols .should ho iiimio In imvor, 
ns far as possible, all our Westorii rivc'rs. 

Fourth. CoiUUHO roporls should he made to this Hiipi'i'iiilcinlcnt of 
transportation at least every woolcoT iiH boats cl mrlorod or iniprossoil 
all contracls made or rates paid for traiiMportathni, so Mint ho inny lie 
coimtantly advised of all bonis in servico and rules paid for IhoHame. 
ihiH would, I Hunk, produce at onco a great iiiiprovciiieiit, Jlrst, liy 
caufiing ohlcoi's to bo more cautious in charioi'ing or Inking heals 
roHiiltuig from the kimwlodge that they wouhl Ik^ hold iiniiitMliiilcdv 
I’cspousible. AtiiroHontitiporlaimMHily iimdo lo WnHliinalon, whori' 
owing to tlio imnnmso pressure of lnislnos.s, tiny nro not oxaiitim'il 
ioi many inoiiths, when it is oftoii too late to correct oxislinir evils 
and bosidos, the distance Ik ho great they cannot tlnm ho very woli 
advised ot what is or is not; rcaJly nmfe.ssar.v, or wlml, rnloH uri. just 
and ims<m»il)lo,iniaiieiic«riiilll(HiHarc lost that might Im saved hv an 
earlier examination and moroimmedialo rcspoiisihilit ||, rnMiiicaMv 
happens that buals are taken in an nniergmicy and ‘kept Tor moiillis 
m soiwucic at high elmrtora when their places might bo supplio.l at 
Saint Louih or Cincmnati at greatJy redtmed mb's. 'I'hore nr!' at the 
present time over dffcy traHKports in the Govenummt Hcrvitr on tile 
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JjOAver MississipjDi, many o£ them cliai*tei*efl or taken when rates were 
25 or 50 per eont. higher tJnvu they now are, and the phieo.s of wliicli 
eould readily ho supx)lied at gi*eat rednction of prices, and chartered 
with the right to keep a discharge on ten days’ notice at any time, 
provided any one here had the authority to act. 

I have ill the last montli heen offered boats at from $40 to SCO per 
day that I eould not have chartered three months ago at less tliaii $70 
to $80 per day. This is the season to engage boats cheapest, but as 
no reports are made oxeoiit to Washington no one knows oi'ricially 
or has any power to act, and so this uunoeessaiy oxpenditnro must 
continue. 

Tiiere are other minor changes as experience and observation 
should suggest that might no doubt bo advantagcou.slj^ made, but I 
think these I have uoteii would make a great improvement, and that 
tliat iinproviiment, produeing unity of action, prompt responsibility, 
and constant oversight, cannot bo attained in a country so vast, with 
HO great a miinber of inferior ollicora reporting only as at present. In 
illustration of tlie points I have named I might give you many oxam- 
ploH occurring iii the last two years, but I ndll content myself with 
Olio in each branch of transportation: 

A rogimont of cavalry was ordered from Ohio to Port Leavenworth 
in the winter of 1861-62. A contract was made by an assistant 
qiiartormastiu’ in Ohio. Jloing responsible to no ofticorln Saint Louis, 
or liaving no one there to consult, the contract was made for the entire 
distance from one department tlirough another. Accidentally leiiru- 
iiig of such a movement, and in order to facilitate it, an onicorhere 
roccjived bids, but; found when the troops came that a tlirough con- 
tmot was already made at prices largely above those he had agreed 
upon and without roferenco to the fact that tlio Hannibal and Saint 
Joseph Haili’oad was a land-grant road and subject to a largo rednction 
of rates. By this single movement several thousand dollars were lost 
uniiocossarily. 

Again, some two weeks since, liappening at Cincinnati, I was 
sliown a confklontial dispatch from General liurnaide to the president 
of a railroad company requesting immediate transportation to Cairo 
by rail for the Ninth Army Corps. Supposing them to be en route to 
Major-General Grant, near Vicksburg, and that time was important, 
I L’ciquostod the assistant adjutant-general to advise General Burnside 
of iiiy presence and to inquire if he had made any arrangements for 
transportation at Cairo, or if I could in any way render liiin assistance. 
I .soon roeeived a reply directly from the general stating ho had tele- 
graphed the day before to Louisville, but luid i*ocoived no answer, and 
requesting my assistance in procuring transports promptly. I at once 
telographod to Saint Louis, came on myself the same night, and the 
next evening boats began to leave for Cairo and wore tliero, so that as 
tho troops arrived by rail they wont on boawl without an hours’ deton- 
t;i«n and at once passed down the river. The following da}^ I received 
a dispatch I’rom Louisville (400 miles from Cairo) suiting that twelve 
boats were about leaving to move this army, all but four of which 
were, liowGvor, soon after recalled, and none of which reached Cairo till 
after tho entire army had departed south, and one of them with a bat- 
t;ory on board was at tlio latest advices still aground and not able to get 
out at all. It is over 400 miles from Louisville to Cairo and 200 miles 
from Saint IjOiiis. We have nearly always water for very largo boats 
1() go to Cairo, and when tho order was given the Ohio was low while 
tbci Mississippi was at a fair stage. We loaded most of these boats 
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with army Bupplios, saving Uiomhy a largo sum to tlui (Jovt^ ninont. 
Again, wo can nso a miicli larger class of Imals Ironi liiis |ioiiit in 
seasons of low water, which l-onds greatly to ^^(•<moln.v, and what is 
still more hnportanti in such an emergency, W4^ can move wil.h imich 
greator c(irtainty, and did in this case dispnUdi fi'(nn Oaim over 
men without an honr^s delay beyond mere mai'ching on laianl, ami 
without the oxponso of any delay to llio bonis. Ol.hei' Miniilar illus- 
trations of the necessity of unity and of sonm centnil authority, so far 
as movements on our groat Wostorii riv(*.rs ar(i (loiuieriual, (!i)nl(l b(( 
given, but it does nob seem necessary. 

In conehision I would jwld that tlioias ar<i a imill.il.iide of claims 
arising for boats lost or damaged in (lovornnumt Kisrvice, wluu-e it is 
often very important that an inimediale investigation of raids Hlionld 
tako place in order to settle tlioquostlon of liability, and il’ lial)l(‘, l-h(» 
extent. I tltink mneh might luive been .saved in the last year in this 
respect by the proini)t attoiition of somo olVicm- near wbere the claim 
originated.

In the city of \^^asilington, containing 16,000 free colored i^ersons, 
those support tlieir own poor without almshouse aid, and scarcelj’’ a

idle vices eluofly axoiiaimt in these I'efugees ai’O such as appertain 
to their foi'mcr social condition. Men who are allowed no proxierty 
do not learn to rosiiect the rights of Men who are subjected 

f;o dosxiotie I'lilo acquire tlie liabit of shielding themselves from arbi- 
tirary xuinlshmont by subterfuges, or by a direct -departure from the 
truth. In the case of women living under a system in Avhieli the con- 
jugal relation is virtually set at naught, tlio natural result is that the 
iiistinet of chastity remains iindovoloxicd or becomes obscured. 

^riius, stealing is a common vice among these pooido wlien tomiDta- 
tion ocoiii'H. Thus, they have the habit of lying when they deem a lie 
jiooos.sary t;o ploaso a white superior or a defense against blamo or 
puiiisliinout; under othor circumstances they are as, trutlvful as the 
ftvoi'jigo of uneducated white XJeoplo. Thus, too, many colored v^omen 
think it more disgracoful to bo black than to bo illegitimate, for it is 
ospociiilly in regard to white men that their ideas and habits as to this 
nuitl-or are ])ervortofl. A case camo to the knowledge of the Commis- 
Hion, ill wliicli a mulatto girl dcoinod'it beneath her to a.ssoeiate with 
lun* lialf-sister, a black and the daugliter of her mother’s Imshand, her 
own fntlior being a white man. Such ideas and the habits thereby 
luigoiidorod render it highly imiiortant that frecdiucn’s villages, par- 
iiciibirly when they are chiefly inhabited by women and children, 
wlioiild be at a distance from any military encampment and should 
bo strictly guarded. And as there are no sentinels so strict as the 
iiogi’uea themsolves, the Commission believe, for this and other roa- 
fsoiis, tliat colored guards will bo found tlio most suitable and efficient 
for such sorvieo; aud they i*ecomraeiid that in every case they bo 
Hubstitiitcd for whites. 

'I'lio testimony of tho more intelligent among the Buporintendonts 
iH to tho offocl; that tho vices above referred to arc not obstinately 
rooted, and tliat each one of them may bo gradually eradicated by a 
liroiier H])X)(?al to tho self-respect of tho newly-made froedman, and 
l)y a strict recognition of his riglits.

'I’lie (diiii'idi, il. is ti'Ue, interposed her protest; Imt the master, save in 
excepMonal case.'i, did not sustain It, taidtly saiKstiuning a state ot 
morality undi'i- wliiidi tie.s of liaintual alToction could not assume a 
form dangerous or iue.onveiileiit to despotic rule.

Tlui matovnal relation was often as little res|)e<d(Ml as tli(< marital. 
On many plantations, where the system was mo.st thoi'oiii>hly carried 
out, proyimnoy neither oxom])ted from <',er|»oral punisliiuent nor jiro- 
eui'od a diminuthm of tho daily task; audit was a tnalim’or o(•^‘}l- 
sional ocmirreinje that the woman was <»v<U’talc<m liy tlii' |iaiiis of 
labor ill the Hold, and the child born betwiaui tln^ eolioii i-ow.s, 
Humane niastei*s, however, were wont to <!iniiiiiNli the task as pnijr. 
nancy advaneed, and eoiniiionly tcave thns*., oeeaHi<inally four, weeks’ 
oxomptiou from labor after chihl birth. 'I’ln* inollier was UHiuilly 
permitted to.sueklo herehil<l iluriny thnsi montlisonly ; and the <‘ase’s 
wove rare In which relaxation froni laliorwas allowed during' tlmt 
briol’ period. On tho other hand, liiMtari<*eN have oe.eiirred in whieli 
the moro severe drove th<' nep;r<vss into Mu' held within roi’ty-eijihi 
hoiira after she bocmino a mother, there to toil until tiu' day of tho 
next birth. 

A noblo oxcoption, ainontf others, to sneh a syslein of inhumanity, 
gratefully testilied to hy tln' nogroi's who mijoyial it, was (,o he foin'id 
on tho plantation of ex-iiovernor Aiki'ii, one of the Ini'M'esi, and most 
infl'iioiituil planters in tli<' Stab'. Mis liabitiml (deineiiey, it is said, 
gave umbrage to many of his neighbor planters us euduitgei-ing Mieir 
authority under a severer vuh'. 

Under such aslavesystem as this, where hnnumity is the eNee|)ti(m, 
tho iron outers deep Into the soul. IN>|Milar Moiiga are llie expression 
of the inner life; and the negro songs of Soiitii (’arolina ar<', wllh 
scarcely an exception, plaintive, <lespoiident, anil I'tdigioiis. Wlmn 
there mingles a tone of mournful exiiltutiou, it has nd'ereiiee to tlio 
futTiro glories of /ion, not to worldly hopi's. 

If to tho ahoYO <lotailH tonehliig slave life in this State wo adil the 
fact that Imcaiise of tho niihealthy elimale of the si'n isliimlH olf (he 
South Carolina coast (eliielly dm', it is said, to eaiises wliiidi may lie 
romovod), the least valuable uml liitelllgc'iitslavc's were uHiially placed 
there; further, that being much isolat'd in hiiimII etimmuuil-ie.s these 
slaves froipiently Imd childi'cii (d' whom t!u' falhm' and mother wore 
near blood relatives, produeiiig ih'terlorution u\' the race, it can excite 
no surprise that tho negroes of South ()iirolina as a elass are inferior 
to those from more northorn Stales. An iiibdligniil, negro from a 
northern county of North Carolina, wim had Mii're learned the hlaclc- 
smith’.s trade and had been hired to work on n railiJiad in South 
Carolina, stated to the OoniiniH.sion that he nev<u' Iciiow what Hiuvery 
really was until he left his native State. While tliern he worn coin* 
parativoly contented. Within a . month afler hc« iniehed South 
Carolina he debrnmlned to rmk. his lifo in an ntlmii|it t(j eseapi'. 

Yet tlm negj’o of South Cai'olitia may he nmeluMi, and, with j'aro 
exceptions, he may, in a conn)aratively Indi'f pinaod, Im in a mmisuro 
roformocl by .judicious nianagemont. A c-hief agmmy in I'lVmdbigKiicli 
reform is tho regular payjnont of wag<».s foi- work done. Captain 
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Hoopi!!', nciltiM' Hiuxivintciuloni} at Port Poyal under General Sax- 
ton, having (ilnirgo ot Koino 17,000 refugees, testifies as follows: 

Quostion. . 1)0 tluistj pornons work -willingly for wages? 

Answer. I novor Iniow a euso in wliioh a colored luan had reasonable security 
for golfing wages, even moderate wages, that ho was not roady to work. 

Sucli eaae.s, linwevov, occur, ns other witnesses testify; but the gen- 
oml ]’ii1e is ns Ojiptain Hooper states it. 

j\li'. I''i'(nlci’Ick A. .Kiistis, sou of Gonoi*al Eustis, who owned the 
plantation -on 'InidUis Island, and who has returned to cultivate that 
plantation by liircd labor, while oxpi'essing the opinion that tlio new 
system of labor in South Carolina was too lenient, and that “the 
iiogi'o should iiav<i no appeal, except in cases of extreme cruelty on 
th(i part ol: Iho su])(}rinl;endont,” gave the following testimony as to 
tho ])ooplc now working on his own plantation: 

I novor know ibuiiig forty yoam of plraitation life so little sielmess. Pormorly 
every man liad a J'ovov of Homo kind, and nowtho veriest old ciipple, who did noth- 
ing undov hcoohIi rule, will row a boat three nights in succession toEdisto.ovwill 
picik ui) tho onrii about tlio corn-houao. There are twenty neoplo whom I Iniow 
wero oonKidov(5d .worn out and too old to work under the slave system, who are 
no-w working i)otton, uh well as thoh* two acres of provisions; and their crops 
look very well. 1 havo an old woiiwui who has taken six tasis (that is, on acre 
and a half) oi: ootl:on, and last year she would do nothing. 

But the groat K(!h()ol Cor giving character to the race in this State 
an<T olsowlioro is military discipline. Colonel Higginson, command- 
ing' a colored regiment at Port lioyal, was asked: 

QiicHtioii. l.)o ycni think that, as preparation for the life of acitizen, 
tho oi'ganiiiatiou ol: negroes into military bodies is important? 

AiiHwor. I should say, of uuspoalcahlo value. 


Judge Bmitli, chairman of tax coininiasionoi*8 for the State of South 
Ciii'oliiia, (loposes: 

Qiujsiton. VVliat is your idea about enlistiug negroes as soldiers ? 

AiiHwor, It is the best school in tho world. If you could have seen the men 
who now coinpoHO tlui colored rogimouts hero as they were before, lounging about 
with a fthiiilliiig gait, looking sideways with siispiciouB mamier, and could have 
contrasted tlioir appouvanco thou wth their present bold, erect carriage and fi'ee 
boai'ing, I am sure you would agree yvith luo. It makes men of them at once. 

Tho Conimlsfilon boar ompliatic testimony, so far as their researches 
liHve yet extended, 1,0 tho truth of Ihoso remarks.^ The negro has a 
Htrong seiiHO of (ho obligation of law and of the stringency of any duty 
l< 3 g'iiUy impoHcd upon him. Tlio law in tho shape^ of military rule 
t<tik(^H for him tlio iilaco of Jiis master, with tliis difference, that he 
submits to it heartily and cheerfully without any sense of degrada- 
(,ion. ’.riie Coinmiasion believe that of all present agencies forelovat- 
iii g tho olijivacitror o [’ the colored race, for cultivating in tliem self-respect 
and solf-r(dianco, military training, under judicious officers, who will 
troiUi them lirmly and kindly, is at once tho most prompt and the 
most efficacious. In this respect tho war, if tho negro bo employed 
by us as a soklicu', Ijoconies a blessing to hhu, cheaply bought at any

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In coniKiot-ion with this roguhiv payment of wages, and also with the 
suggestion liorctoforo made, that, the refugees acknowledging wives 
and diildron siioiiltl ho legally maiTiod, the Commission i-ccoininond 
a system of allotinont, nuclei* wliicli each married laborer or soldier 
sliall 1)0 recinii-ed at the time l)is pay is received to cede a part of it, 
proportioned to the size of his family, for tlieir support in all cases 
where that family is loft dependent on the Government. In cases 
where the fv(iodman shall liavo provided a home and support for his 
own family, i:ho amount to bo allotted can properly be a iiiiittcr of 
rcoommoiulation only; yot such recommendation will probably in 
almost all cases be as oltoctual as a posith^o requisition. 

As the basis of a system of organization of fi*eedineii, a firsl; step, 
without which all subsoqucnli steps will bo attended with uncertainty 
and embarrassment, tlio Commission i*ecommcnd a strict and compre- 
hensive system of registration, to take elToct as each I'efngeo enters 
onr lines. Tins should include not only a description of the person 
HO as to insure identification if pos.sible throughout life, but also all 
tilio facts bearing upon his legal claim to freedom. It should be stated 
to each, at the time lie gives iiihisnamo, that ho must not alter it liere- 
af tor, as slaves, when changing owners, ai-o in the habit of doing. Ho 
should be made to understand that aliases are not permitted among 
freemen. 

"riio speoiilc forin.s of allotment and registration rocommonded will 
bo found in insti'uctious to be given to the department superiutond- 
oiits, whioli, il! this report meet tho sanction of the Department, the 
Ooinmlasion will immediately prepai*o. 

Tho Commission boliovo it to bo another important feature, in n plan 
of organizaliou for tho <iare of refugees, that such orgaulzatioii should 
bo suhatantlally separate from and (except when military exigencies 
intervene) iiidepcnclout of the ordinary military administration of tho 
Army, it being uiidor.stood, however, that tho refugees on first enter- 
ing our lines come in charge of tho provost-marshal, who turns them 
over to tho jivoper suiiovintondoiit, and that every superintendent shall 
ho required to moot to the full e.xUmtof his ability all requisitions 
made upon him by tho proper authorities for military laborers, pay- 
uionlH or other supplies to refugce.s not in military service to be 
directly tlu'ough the dopartmenli superintendents, who should bo 
required to give bond as army paymasters do, and whoso reports 
should bo mado directly to the superinteudont-genoralof freedmeu. 

Tlic Commission, specially desirous to propose no acliemb which 
might endanger a conflict of authoritic.s, have taken pains to submit 
this featui’o of their plan to gonoi'als commanding departments when- 
ovor they have liad oiipoi'tunity — as to General Scheiick at Baltimore; 
to General I)ix at Fortress Monroe; to General Violo at Norfolk; to 
Gonei-al Po( 5 ]c at Suffolk; to General Hunter at Hilton Hoad, and to 
Genoral Saxiioii at Beaufort. Each of these olticers, when suoli a sep- 
arfitiou )vas suggested, api>rovod it in iiiiqualilied terms, usually 
adding tliat it would bo the greatest i*olief to themselves to be freed 
from all caro and responsibility in regard to I’efugees. One of these 
omcei's remarked that ho had rai-ely found military abilities and the 
special qualifications needed to superintend freedmeu united m the 
same person, especially in subalterns. 

Section VI. — Details of organizqMon proposed.

Siipci'hii(5ndeiiis imbued with this spirit and the views hero rocom- 
iiunidcd will, if they possc.ss a fair amount of oxecutiyo talent, find 
little diniculty in managing rofiigce freedmen, and, with infrequent 
oxiHiptioii.s, will meet with no factious opposition on their lyart.

IKvrinancnt guard or military force to assist the provost-marshals in 
IIk' mining districts than those furnished at present. Captain Tower, 
ju'ovost-martial at Pottsvillc, informs mo that General Hakloman, in 
I’hlladolphia, has authorized the withdrawal of tho guard at Potts- 
villo. In cou-sequonco I have telegraphed to General Dana request- 
ing him to intorfore and prevent it, for fear of tho very serious con- 
HiaiuciuieH which it would occasion to the Government. 

In fact, it is as much as 1 can do, with tho constant presence of these 
guards, to prevent a general rising and widespread oi>position.

Captain: T have received your telegram of this date, saying that 
in the Third District of Massn<5hiisettH men whose names liavu been 
drawn in the draft were fleeing from thoir homes bofoi-o odieial notifi- 
cation can bo served ujion them, and rccominonding that ordons be 
publi.shed requiring passes from provost-marshal before people can 
l eave thoir abodes. I am happy to say the evil you complain of does 
nob «oem to be general, and for the inoi-e xJurjioso of meeting it I can- 
nob rocojnmend to the Government that any of the law-abiding people 
shall bo controlled or incommoded in their movenionts. All men ^v^lo 
nb.sent themselves in the manner stated ai*e forever to bo desertoi's, 
and it is the duty of all officers of the Army and of all good tiitizens, 
butospecially of the officers and omployds of this department, to arrest 
and turn them over for trial and luuiishinont whenever and wherever 
tlioy may bo f ouhd.

Avill hand you this, is tho only person who, besides myself, IcnoAvs the 
particulars. 
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CORRESPONDENCE, ETC. 


A Spanish officer (Colonel Vila) has been residing in this city for Home 
months, anti always expi-csscd himself as strongly in favor of my Gov- 
ernment, and also socinctl so particularly anxious to become Jntiniato 
with mo that I allowed him to go on, and for a time ho ocenpied a 
room in my lioiise. A short time ago Generals Miramon, Benavides, 
Cohos, and two other officers of the Church party, or Ileaeeionavios, as 
they are termed, arrived In Brownsville, settled down tiniotly, and 
oominenced a eormspondenco with Colonel Vila. 

They soon became awai*o that I had in this city 350 U. S. muskets, 
with ammunition, winch Avero sent to me from New Orleans, and they 
immediately coanmonced laying their plans to get them, and to do tliis 
they saAV at onee that I must bo drawn over to their cause, and after 
several preliminaries the folloAving i)lan Avas laid before me : They are 
quietly organizing' a small force on the other side of the river, with 
Avhich they are to take BroAvnsvillo and hoist the Mexican flag, as this 
Avould of course make tliom popular Avitli the Mexicans. They Avould 
then cross over and occuiAy Matamoras. As soon ns this Avas done, 
Zuloaga, the former head of the party, Avas to bo declared Ib’esidoui;— 
Santa Anna to arrive from Jamaic-a Avith several thousand stand of 
arms, backed by a Pi’ench force avIio Avould ilicn cease their opoi’ations 
upon the City of Mexico, and treat Avitli Ziilongn and help him into 
poAvor. Upon asking Avliat i-ccomponse the French Avould receive for 
all this, I Avas answered, afl^r some hesitation, that the State of Sonora 
Avould pay them well. 

Sly pay Avas to be that I should bo allOAvcd to hoist the iVmoricaii 
fla'g in Fort Brown, they hauling doAvn their oav}i, and delivering the 
fort and property to any one I iniglit aijpoint; that all loyal Americans 
residing in this city sliould remain undisturbed in their property and 
free from forced loans. I should also have said that, in addition to 
the arms, I Avas to mso myiuAuence in sending over a foi’co of 400 
nriiied Mexicans (I'cfugcos from Texas) that I have had control over 
the i)ast year, and luivo Availed for a Avord from mo to go into Texas, 
and Avould bo glad to get the opportunity, as there are noAV but 300 
rebel soldiers on the Texas frontier. 

My OAvn opinion is that Texas and Arizona arc 1,o bo ineliulod in the 
price paid the French, but I may bo mistaken. I shall not consent 
to anything as far as I am concerned, and although this may delay 
them for a time, still, I liave no doubt but that tlioy Avill suoceod, and 
probably AVill have commenced before this letter roaches j'ou. They 
have communication Avith a French frigate intliis harbor, and also Avith 
the French army at Pnebla. They have a largo, force ready on the 
Ave.st side of the Sion'a Madre, and all their plans haA'o been laid by a 
man of more than ordinai-j' ability. Tlieir great drawback is the Avaiil; 
of arms to make a beginning, as they could not import them tlirougli 
this port nor into Texas. 

I shall remain on friendly tonns Avitli either side if possiblo, and 
Avill inform you of the progress of aifairs. After they avoj'Ic out their 
OAvn plaiis, if they desire the American flag in Fort BroAvn it can bo 
placed there, and Avhen once there I think it oan bo sustained. 

I should Avrite to Mr. Convin, but most of our mails to and from 
• the capital are interrupted.

TliesG parties ol: sava^os liavo not confinort tlicinselvos to the frontier 
comities, but in spite of all tlio vigilance that has been used, have, in 
several instances, within a week penetrated into some of the most 
populous counties of the State bordering on the Mississippi Uivov, 
In this state of things I would suggest whether the settler who ivill bo 
compelled, by tho operation of tho draft, to leave his family exposed 
to the terrible outrages of those fiends, may not ask to be relieved 
without any imputation upon his loyalty or patriotism. Tf the proof 
of both is required, thoi*o is no doubt bnt it will be given by a ready 
response to tlio call of tho (Tovernment. Bnt must it ho recininHl at 
this time wlion the Indians are actually among ns. Many of t-lu^se 
men last year fled in terror fi'om ihoir homes with their families, 
leaving their property to pillage and de.strii{!tton. 'riiis j-ear they are 
generally dotei'inined to remain, defend themselves, and, if possible, 
exterminate tho savag(^s. The fact that many of them, and perhaps 
all in tho frontier countitjs, if called out of tho State, must I’omovo 
their fainilios to some place of safety, to bo pr()vid(;d i'oj’ by some- 
body, and again lose their crops and property, is an additional argu- 
ment why they should bo spared tim sacrilico until it is absolutely 
necossary. 

I make these suggostions, hoping tluit tho ualjonal oxigeiuiios will 
not I’eqiiii’o the draft to ])rocoed in Minnesota wldlo our Lidian 
troubles are bearing so heavily upon ns. 

If, however, it is otliorwisc, and troops are to bo called for from 
this State, could not tho two rogimonts of U. S. voluntcMjrs (Kiglith 
and Ninth) go, and their places on our frontier bo siipplied by a suf- 
ficient numboi' of our State militia, to be enlisted from tho most pop- 
ulous comities of tiie State, or whom tliey can best be spared, and 
mustered into Iho service of tlio United States as frontier men, to 
serve during the Indian war.

To avoid misapprcdiensions and (•.orre(}teei*taiii evils now existing in 
regard to colored porBoiiB coming within the linos of this arjuy, it is 
hereby orden-ed: 

I. Tliali all offlcors commanding troops in tlio (hdd will ('oiiscript and 
employ such able-bodied negroes as ai-o allowed by law for l;(Mimsl;( 5 vs, 
cooks, laundresses, quartermasters’ laboi-ers, and servants to oflkici'S 
who by law are permitted to ojuploy soldiers, talcing Iho servants of 
loyal people only in cases of imetossity, and always leaving sueli as 
may bo absolutely requisite for tho c-are of tlie fninilii^s. Bv(u-y eoolc 
or teamster shall bo i)roi)erly enrolled and juustered into sorviuo, 
according to law, without delay. ICvory other employe or sorvaiit 
must bo enrolled by tho quartermaster of tlie command 'in which ho is 
employed. OlUcora entitled to luive a soldier for H<u*vaut will be per- 
mitted to omi)loy servants from such enrolled persons, for wliom they 
will furnish requisitions, approves! by tlie superior olTlcov of the (joui- 
mand. The quartermnstor will thereupon enter the name of the 
olTlccr on the rolls opposite the name of tlio servant, ajul Avill give the 
servant a ccrtifhjato of his assigiiniont, giving the name of his ofileor, 
which cortilicato tho sorvant nuist bo direetml to proservo, and have 
renewed if worn out or lost. No cliangos of servants will l)o per- 
mitted witliout notifying tho qiiartormastor, that ho may issuo cor- 
tificates and noto tho change in Ins rolls.

hinged, therefore heroin yonr official attention is precisely calleci m 
behalf of the hlohegan trilie of Indians now residing 
Mohcgan Reservation in the county of New London and State ot 
necticut, whei'e we have lived and posseted in a tribal form for l-iino 
immemorial, and through all the vicissitudes of the past and throiig i 
all the pilgrim’s strife and colonial struggles for life and possession 
upon this eontinent, wo have been their help, and with all 
always had the privilege of voluntarily proving to be their allies or 
war, and for the last 260 past years up to the present time have 
vdth them and their descendants, now the citizens of the Unneu 
States, cherished and maintained the most friendly I’olations jowarc 
each other, and now at this moment wo «are the U. S. alliance of 
alike to the North, and South, East and West, find the same mth a i 
nations that we knoAv of, and wish to remain so. We, the Sfii _ 
lilohegan tribe of Indians, liave possessed and occupied our saia 
Mohegan reserved land in our old aboriginal Indian title 
200 yeara, with definite boundaries and sefiueslerod from anj town 
or county in said State, and never through all the elapse ol time 
nrior to the present day have we been reckoned as citizens ol. an} 
State or citizens of the United States, nor citizens of any foreign 
State or nation, except as members of the 

relatives to that natural and native allegiance that wo were nrsi l ouna 
or diacovered witli; nor have wo or our land ever been taxed by any 
State or the United States, nor any foreign State or nation on tlU» 
globe. Notwithstanding all this, whether it be through incapaoity or 
misunderstanding, your official subordinates, Mr. 1. Bromley, tlio pro- 
voat-marshal at Norwich, and II. Palmer, in the town of Montvillo, 
in said State, have taken the liberty to enroll some of the saUl 
IMohegan tribe for the present draft and without our consent, which 
we claim is contrary to the present conscrii^tion law and contrary to 
all law and reason with winch w'o are coniiocted in that respect. 

Furthermore, w'e claim it i.s contrary to the provi.sions made in tlio 
Constitution of the United States respecting Indians not taxod, which 
may be found in article I, section 2, cUuiso 15, and a coiiflrmatiou 
of the same in article I, section 9, clause i, wiioro it may bo readily 
perceived tliat we arc unbuvfiilly and unreasonably dealt wotli. 

And now tlio above reasoning w'o hope ^vill be taken into your 
official consideration, and in our behalf w'o sohc.it your tiivor by 
reicetiiig our names from any om-ollmout or draft that miglit bo 
iiijurions to ns, or whoso con.stuiuoiicos might w’ork death to ou r small 
number that has already been reduced by war and other postileiicG. 
Sir, w'e w'ait with intense interest for an agreoablo answ'or to lliis 
appeal.

Now, this dollcioncy cannot all bo charged to tho towns whicli are 
not included in the lists of <Tuly 26 and 27. 

It is understood that there are 341 towns in Mnssaolinsetts, and it 
would appear that of thorn all but forty-four are in excess. You will 
iihorefore porceivo tho groat discrepancy hetwcou tho records of the 
adjutant-general of Massachusetts and tho muster-rolls on file in tlio 
Adjutant-Qonorars OfUco in this city. This doubtless arises from 
tho fact that men raised in towns of Massachusetts liavo not been 
mustorod and liavo never really boon in tho soivice of tho United 
States, and tho only plan I can doviao to arrive atany means of ascer- 
taining tho real number of men to be credited to any town will bo to 
compare tho names of all tho men tlio town olaims to have raised with 
tho names of all tJie men mustered into tho IT. S, service from tho, so 
towns, as sliown by the inustor-rolls. This could bo done by eondiug 
hove tho adjutant-general of tho State with tho list of names, and 
though it would involve considerable labor, I think with tho faoilities 
wlii(3h could and would bo cheerfully roiidoi'ed hoi'o an aceiirato list 
of the exact iiiimbor fiiriiishod and mustered Into the sorvieo ft’om 
cacli town could bo obtained. Of tho importance of having sucli a 
list it is hardly nocessary to speak, as it would afford a satisfactory 
basis for tho settlomeiit of present questions at issue and aid in the 
determination of any that may arise. 

It is proper to state also that the dofleionoy of (i,30i lias not boon 
considered in malcing up tlie quotas under the pi'esent draft.

'I’ho rebels are a gallant jmoph' and will make a slern resislaiiiio, 
but it is i^xhaustioii of men and of money Mmt llnally 1 enuinHl.e.s all 
modern wars, and in ()lieir(iase that exlimisMon I'ajddly ajiproaelios. 
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As Uioir territory docroases they lose thoii- maniTfactorios of arjns, 
nticl they will liml it impossible to replace tiie lieavy artillery and 
arms, of wliioh they have recently lost such largo eiiiaiitit’ios. 

The situation may be summed up in a few words: 

Tlio National Government enjoys the highest credit, with abundant 
resources in money, in men, and in material. Its armies overy\vborG 
oiitnnmher the rebel forces, wlio are all in rctivat. Every rebel ])ort 
ia blockaded, besieged, or possessed by tho national arms. Tlie Oon- 
fodoraoy ia divided by tho Missis,sippi, all whoso fortre&sos are in our 
hands, and whose waters ai-o patrolled by a hundred war stoainers. 
Missouri, Kentucky, Maryland, Delaware, all slave States, are cntir(dy 
ill our possession. 

Four-lifths of Tennessee, one-lialf of Virginia, the eoasts and sounds 
of North Carolina, one-half of Mississippi and Louisiana, ono-foiivth 
of Arkansas, part of Alabama, and tho whole sea-coast of Georgia 
and South Carolina, with part of that of Florida, are held hy our 
troops. 

Tho only slave State in whicli wo have not a firm foothold is Texas, 
and that has been loft to itself because, wliilo it has boon practicable 
at any monient to seouie it, it has not been thought necessary to incur 
the expense of another detachment to occupy ita shallow harbors. 

Tho rebellion, with its slaves, is now crowded into tho central and 
southern portion of Virginia, into North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, and Alabama, separated from Texas, wlio.so able-bodied 
vobols are nearly all collectod in these Gulf States, and whicli must 
fall with tlio rebel armies. 

Already it is reported that tho Govoriiora of Alabama and Georgia 
have issued proclamations forbidding tho alarming immigration of 
blacks, driven into these territories to oswipo tho advancbig Union 
armies. Nortli Carolina, discontented, having given !)(),000 soldiers 
to the rebol armies, of whom they report 40,000 dead or wounded, 
begins to (iiiarrol with Mr. Davis and throntens to oxereiso tho right 
of secession carefully incorporated into tho anarcliical constitution of 
tho rebel leiigue.

I. The names of men "who havo eiitoreil the militaiy sei-vico of the 
United States for tiireo years or the wir, aixi whhjli may by cdunieo be 
drawn in the draft, sliall be stricken, by tbc Boai’d of 'KiiVollmoiit of 
tlie district in which Llioy may bo drawn‘ from tlio rolls of drafted inon 
of that di.strict. Snitaldo reinai'ks explanatory of the eaKc shall in 
each instaii(!(3 be 0ritor{3d upon ihor*olls opposite the iniiiie.s tliiis stj-ioken 
from them. 

Tlio men whoso nainijs may l)o so drawn and stricken from tlio rolls 
of any district shall ho creditod on tho quota oC that district, and tlioir 
places sliall not be iillod from tho 50 per cent, ilrawn to cover exemp- 
tions under tho second section of the onrollinenfc act. 

II. Boards of envoUment are reiniiulod that sections l.'l and 17 of 
tho enrollment act require tliat substitutes .shall bo “accoptablo.” 

Boards must satisfy liboinselves in each case as to the acceptability 
in all I'Gspoets of tho substitute. All tho coiHlitioiisuoccssary tod( 3 citlo 
as to such ncceptahility ill every case cannot bo apocilicd, but (JuKton- 
ditions wliieh recruits for tbe services of the United Slate.H are required 
to fulfill should bo observed in rcsganl to substitnlK^s. 

HI. Tlie following o])iiuon8 of Col. Josopli Holt, .ludgc- Advocate-

111 case of a father elaiinliig exemption for a sou under .sevontli 
clause of second section of tho onrollmcnt net on tho ground tliat ho 
has already furnished two sons to the military service, one of whom 
is now dead. 

Ol>inion, — The oxeinption claimed in this caso cannot bo allowed undov the 
Eoveiith provision of the second section of tho oiirolUng act. lieciuiso that provision 
icfiuires that there shall he two luomborH of (ho snnio family in tlio militavv 
servicG at tho sumo tiino to entitle tlio rosidno of tlio family to tho’ iniviletfo 
gi'antod. ® 

With regard to liabilty to draft of mombers of t.lio Enrolhnent Board 
niid of sutlers. 

Ojniiion. — It seems that midoi' tho coniprohoiiBivo and iiiiiiorativo lani'uago of 
the enrolling act, sutlors, togethor with tho inonilairH oJ! tlm I'hirulling BouviL iiro 
necessarily subject to draft. If the latter siro now in tlio inililiary Horvico it may 
ho a ground, should they bo drafted, for rolicviiigthoni from tho duties of the lield; 
blit not having been in tho military sorvi(5« on tlio Sid of March, the law gives tlioin 
no pnvilego of exemption hoyoiid that which is secured to other oilizouo. 

In case of exemptions obtained by inoiins of false iilTidavits. 

Opinion. — So long as tho covtiiicato of oxeinption I'oniaiiia in for<io it would not 
be proper to hold tho drafted imiu as liiiblo to military service. The jndginont of 
the Enrolling Board is declared by the law to be “final” upon tho cinostion of 
exemption, but it IS so only while that judgment reiuaiiiHimrovoi'Kod. Tho Board, 
like any other quasi judicial body, may revise its owi action and coiTcet any orrors 
wlncli it may have committed. If, thorofoi’o, Hie dcoision lina boon Imsed on oaths 
or testimoines subsequently ascertained to l>o false, tlio Board should, having first 
given notice to the party, iiroceed to reconsider its action, and if, for the renson 
mentioned, the judgment should bo found to bo ei'roucaus, it should bo sot aside,

If the eiirollod iiainos arc all put in 
the wlieol and fairly drawi, t.ho nuinber of iianios drawn of those 
who were liable to enrollment in the district and of those who wore 
not will bear about the same proportion to the total number of the 
naiiies ol each class put in the Avheel. There is never such a. result 
as llio drawing of a material disproiiortion of any particular class if 
a Uratt is lair. Persons in the same family or business inaA’' be 
(Iniwn, as adjoining nuinliors may be in a lottery, because the rule 
of chance requires .such instances. No one ever know, however, in 
a (Iralt of ngures or of letters, that those drawn were all from tlio 
greater or all from the lesser numbers, or all from fclio first or all 
from the last hall of the alphabet. So in a draft of nanies, those 
drawn ivill be, in respect to all diwsions, in a proportion about the 
same as that of the luunbers of the same classes subjected to the draft. 

It IS 01 primary importance, therefore, that tlio names should bo 
tairly drawn. In the drawing in the Ninth District, which is in tlio

diainopoition of the names of people of a iiavticular lineage, although 
t” of tho inhabitants of the district wei*e born in Ireland.

Second. Tlavotho drawing made by a person to bo selected by the 
local authoi'lties, and each name as drawn read aloud and recorded. 

Ihird. After the draft for eon.scripts is concluded, continue the 
drawing until all of tho names are drawn, in order to prove that all 
were in tho wlicel, 


Fourth. If tlie drawing of a town or ward is not finished at one 
session, conndo tho wheel during tho recess to the joint custody of the 
provost-marshal and some one to be selected by the local authorities 
1 hoso regulations are easy and sufficient. They ai-e in the .spirit of 
Circular No. 41 of tho Provost-Mai'shal-Gciieral, tliough more full 
and eomprehonsivo. I cannot doubt, e.specially in view of the assur- 
ances of tho President, that upon application they will bo establislied. 

I have I'eviowcd this matter fully, though at greater length than I 
expected. A largo portion of oiir iieople believe that the conscription 
act is unconstitutional, but such can bo rceonciled by a decision of 
tho proper court, if it sustains the law; if otherwise, the law must be 
fthandonod. Those, however, who claim that the law is unfairly and 
unjustly adininistorod can only bo satisfied by the adoption of a fair 
course of proceeding. This I am desirous to .secure, and I lioi^e my 
labors to that end may bo bonoficial to my fellow-citizoiis and useful 
to you In the discharge of your arduous duties.

Fifty thou- 
sand dollars has heoii jiledged for this purpose iu Flew Kiigland, and 
I Inive I'lieouragmueiil, that all that will howuulod can be^irooured iu 
otiioi- eities, iiudiidiiig Now York uud VhUmlolplua. This fimd will 
be Hiiflieimit for all purposes o.Yeopt tho paymonbof tho roeriiitiug foe 
of iStl pm- limn, nnthorl/,oil by law to be jiaid to any ])or.son who will 
bring an aeei'ptahlo reeruit to a station. Tho payment of this trilling 
sum to (M)lored men of ability will oneourago them to devote thein- 
seives to tho work, and their lulvoeaeyof this servieo will crouto a 
geiiei-al imin-i'ssion im thoir raeo favornldo to tho Borvieo. Many of 
llnmi will veiil uro within .the enemy’s lines, prompted by liatvod of 
slin'ory and tho dcHiro lo earn moiu^y, ami wo may reasonably expect 
soon to ( hum ini li/e the slave iiopiilaUon every whore within tlio enemy’s 
lilies.

I innlo' lliis roporl. from personal obsorvatioii, as I was iiiLawrouco 
on tho iiiondiigof tho luassaoro and barely e.s(5apcd tho chitches of 
tbo giK'i'i'iUaH. 

'I'lio nttnuU was made by tho notorions guerrilla chief Quantrill, with 
a foroo of about IlOO men, at sunrise on the moriiiiig of Friday, the 21sli 


iuHtniib. 

'I'lio giK'rrillas (udored the city from tlie south, and at once com- 
ineiioi'd ail iiidisoi'iminali» iniirdor of its c.ltizoiia. 'I’he work of death 
was ooiitimioil for three hours, and whenevor a* citiKon made his 
Mppmiranoo, or oso,apc.d from a burning Imihllng, he was shot down in 

tho stroi'ts. , 

IdroH wiu'o sot to Imihlings in all parts of the town, andalUhebusi- 
iK'.ss portion of thi' city aiul many of the private rosklmidoa wore 
Iniriiod. In many instances mi'ii worn miirtUu'cd in their homos in 
tho pi’oHoiioi' of liholr wlvos and <!hildroii, and the dead bodies burned. 
With tlio I'.Noopliioii of those who wove shot down in attomi)tiug to 
esoape, die lud/.ens were first robbed and thou murdered. 

dp lo dio present dme IhO dead l)odiashavo been 'found, and many 
more will doulttless be I'onml in the ruins. 

'Die provost-marslmrs ollice, with all the records, papers, and onroll- 
ment lisls, was entirely destroyed, and Captain liauks was taken 
pi'isoner and held during the oceupaney of tho town. 
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The value of the ijroperty destroyed will reach $2,000,000, and the 
luouoy secured by the guerrillas cannot be less than 8100,000. 

A fearful state of excitement exists throughout tho State of Kansas, 
and the i)eople are niwinimous in attributing the Lawrence inassaoro, 
and the present doi^lorablo state of affairs upon the border, to the 
policy now being pursued by the commander of the Doi^artinonl. of 
the Missouri. 

Tlio guerrillas have been largely i*e-onforcGd by men from Frieze’s 
ai'iuy, and have never been so active and defiant as now. From tliis 
time forward the war on tliis border promises to bo one of oxtormina- 
tion. Two or tliree thousand of the citizens of Kansas aro in arms, 
and bidding defianee to the policy of General Schofield and General 
Ewing. They are determined to invade Missouri for retaliation. I 
am of the opinion that this result will be inevitablo, talcing into con- 
sideration the determined cliaraeter of the people of Kansas, growing 
out of a long border contest, intensified by tlie massacre without 
parallel in the history of civilized warfare. 

1 have deemed this sfeitenient necessary to a full understanding of 
the peculiar condition of affairs in Kansas, and which must neces- 
sarily affect the administration of this bureau.

Sir; In my correspondence Avith Governor Seymour in relation to' 
the draft I have said to him, substantially, that credits shall bo gh'on 
for volunteei’.s up to the latest moment, before draAving in any district, 
that can be done Avithont producing confusion or delay. In order to 
do this, let our mustering officers in Now York and elsoAvherc bo at 
once instructed that Avhenever they muster into our service any number 
of voluntoer.s, to at once make return to the War Department, both by 
telegraph and mail, the date of the muster, tlio number mustered, and 
the Congressional or enrollment district or districts, of their residences, 
giving the numbers separately for each district. Keep these returns 
diligently posted, and by them give full credit on the quotas, if possi- 
ble, on the last day before the draft begins in any district. 

Again, I have inforined Governor Seymour that ho shall be notified 
of the time Avhentlie draft is to commence in each district in his State.

Three of our oitizops have been killed, many 
wounded. Can you send ftCfcy anned soldiers by the 10 o clock tminh>n^lit ?

In addition to this word was brought on the ovoning train that the 
provost-marshal at Danvillo and liis office was in great danger. 
Ilaving no time to send word to you, and it being dark, I acted on my 
own judgment. I called upon tho colonel of the One hundred and 
fourth Regiinont for 100 picked men and forty rounds of ammunition. 
The call was immediately filled and tho men ready. The W abash and 
Toledo Raili'oad Company furnished mo with a special train, and we 
started at half-past 9. We reached Danville before 1 o’clock this 
morning, met the provost-marshal, and tendered tho 100 soldiers under 
the command of Captain Dutch to the marshal. Tho soldiers were 
quartered at a safe and convenient place by the provost-marshal s 
office. There was much excitement, five persons tlien dead and more 
dangerously wounded, a large number, said to bo 400 men, armed, 
close to the town, threatening to destroy the town and have revenge 
on the marshal unless he should obey their demands. I left Danville 
this morning at half -past 6 and arrived at headquarters by 7, ^ing 
absent only about ten hoiu-s during the night. I left tho men at Dan- 
ville under the control of the marshal. They will probably return 
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this ovoning, aa troops aro oxpoctocl from Siiriiig/iold to-day. I do ito’ 
appi'oiioncl any coiitlict, as 100 bayonets liavo groat moral poAvoi’ o^’■Oi 
copporlieads. 

I liavo given jmu this statement and wish to know if nnd(M’ the (d r 
cnmstaiicos I did right. I looked upon it as a ea.so of ((iiiorgoiufv 
hejioo I sent the men and went myself to see that they wore pliu-oc 
tinder the proper oJheor.

Opinion.— S]xQ right of a \vi(low who is aged or indrm to liavo ono of hor two 
sons subject to (haft exempted does not depend, nndor tlio law, on tho plaoo of 
her residence. Tho act imposes no such restriction. Such a mothor's chum to Im 
supported by ono of hoi* sons, and tho moral obligation of tho son to fnvniKli sneh 
support, are recognized as resting on sympathios insopaiablo from tlio race ami 
honorable to it, and which aro to bo vospeotod iiTOHp(ictivo of State or national 
lines. Should ono of those two sons not bo subject to draft, tho other (iannot bo 
exempted unless his widowed mothor is dopondont on his labor for hor Bup]iort. 

In tho case of two or more sons of ngod or inflrni ifaronis subject to 
draft not of one housoliold. 

Opinion . — Under tho fourth clunso of second soistion of tho onrollinont act it is 
not necessary that the two or more sons of aged or inlirin parents subject to draft 
should be of one household in order to ontitlo tho nnront or parents to elect ono of 
them for exemption. The practical opoi*ation of this olnuso is certainly opon to 
abuses and frauds, which tho boards slioidd gutu’d against as host thoy (ian. It 
would be a justiiiablo precaution in smih oasoa to i*c'q.uiro tho puront making tho 
election to accompany it with an alHdavit that no claim to oxoinption haalaam nro- 
iorrod by him or her, on behalf of eithoi* of tho other sons. This wnnld prol )al)ly 
protect tho Govoniment from tho fraud of Imviiig moi*o than t)no exemption olainn)( 1 
whore tho sons resido in different States, or within tlio jurisdiiition of different 
hoards of oiirollmont.

It would be very agree- 
able to mo, to thus nuiot my old frioiids, at my own homo; but I ojin- 
not, just now, be absent from hero, so long as a visit there, would 
recluiro. 

The mooting is to bo of all tlioso who maintain unconditional devo- 
tion to tlio Union; and I am Biire my old political frionds will thank 
mo for tendering, as I do, the Nation*s gratitude to tliose other noble 
men, whom no partisan malice, or partisan hope, can malco false to 
the Nation’s life. 
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There fire those who are dissatisfied with me. To such I ivonld 
.say; You desire peace; and you blame mo that we do not have it. 
Ihit how cjui wo fittaiii it? There are but three conceivfiblo ways. 
Fir.st, to supiiress tlie rebellion by force of arms. This I am trying’ to 
do. Are you for it? If 3mu are, so far wo are agreed. If 3'^ou am 
not fur it, a second waj'’ is to give up the Union, I fiiu figaiiist this. 
Are you for it? If .you are, jwi should saj'^ so x)lainly. If you are 
not force, nor yet for dissolution, there onl}’’ remains some iinagi- 
nahle compromise. I do not believe any corapromi,se, embracing tJie 
mfiintenaueo of the Union, is now possible. All I learn, leads to fi 
directly opposite belief. The strength of the rebellion, is its mili- 
tfiry — its army, 'rhat ai’my dominates all the country, and all the 
people, within its range. Anj'^ olfer of terms made by any man or 
men witliin that range, in opposition to that army, is simply nothing’ 
for the lu’cscnt; becan.se such man or men, have no power whatever to 
enforce, their side of a compromise, if one were made wdth tliom. To 
illustrate— Suppose refugees from the South, and peace men of tlie 
North, get together in convention, and frame and prochiim ft compro- 
mi.se embracing a restoration of the Union; in wlnit Avay can tlia't 
compromise ho used to keep Loo’s army out of Pcun.sylviinia?

allogianoe and eniphjy thoirnogroea in accordaiiee with existing orders, 
and those who hold out in their acknowletlgmont of a Southern Con- 
federacy. I would lay down, then, as a rule, that negroes wlio have 
belonged to por.soiis of known loyalty only bo recruited as free wliito 
persona are; that is, Avlion tlioy come aud oilfcr tlioinsolvos. Of the 
siaiond class tliey may bo visited by reoruitiug oUlcorH and the option 
given thorn to enlist, and tho ablo-bodhKl negroes of the tliird class of 
citwonainay be taken possession [of] with or without their own consent. 

All .n(‘gro(5s who havo not been cinployod In aceoidance with piib- 
lisliod orders may bo bilcen to jnit in the ranks. 

In hunting them np the plantatioiiH of known loyalty should not bo 
■\’isltod. Indeed, 1 think it advisabh^ tliat a list of jilanters and 
citizens sliould lie made out, whose premises should not lie visited for 
trho purpose of seemriug negroes. 1 am desirous oj^ seeing tlio two 
organizatiouH now being raised ill Natelioz lillod uj) as soon as pos- 
sible. I liopo you will give both of them ovory facility to do so witliin 
these meager instruotions. T want tho <ixpedition against JTarrison- 
bui'g to start as soon as po.ssibIe.

'Pin' previous a-etion of (.owns and coimtlos 
in oxoesH sliow that they iiossess a fiatrlotii^ sense of tlio noecssity, tluj 
absolivto necessity, of pimshig to a vietorious eonelusiou the wav upon 
which Avc stand or fall as a nation, and of providing inon and moans 
lor the purpose. X thoreforo roly upon their patriotism, thoir interest 
in a return of peace and prosperity, to abate a little thoir claims for 
previous generosity, and, if drafted, to assume ehoorfiilly tho lioiior 
wliich aAvaits tlioni of being the wlniiors of the last victory. 

No ono apiu’ociatcs movo than I do tho projirlety of making and oven 
insisting iiiioii liaving duo credit allowed for tho sorvieos already 
rendered and the saerinecH a1i*emly endured, but in attempting this 
It Avill not do to yield the great point of providing moans of making 
a speedy tei'iniiintion of the war, and :l,{H)() men now may save tlio 
imeessity ot caUiiig for 10,000 in the future. 

It is proper for mo to inform you also that the Seerotary of War 
nas doeided that lie Inis no authority under the laws of (lougress to 
(lednet the oyerplns of voluntcoi’s wliieli may have been furiushed by 
toAVJiH i-i‘<mi the quota now ordered by draft fi*oni thosij towns.

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Brigade division, and eoi’ps quartermasters will oonaoliclate them 
and forward them to the chief quartermaster of the army, giving in 
tlio oonsolidatod reports the estimates in detail for each rogiinent. 

Tiio strength present of the several organizations should he stated 
iiiioii tlio sovoral i“otnrns and cstiimitos. . ^ , 

'Pho reports slionld he submitted for approval, as provided hy Army 
Regulations, to the several ooiiuufindors, regimental, brigade, division, 

and corps, in order. , , 

eliiof quarterinastor will consolidate all the reports and submit 
tiiom to the commanding general for approval and for liis orders. 

Such supplies of clothing and other property as may bo in the 
several depots under liis control ho will cau.so to ho bronglit forward 
and distrihiitcd to tlie corps quartermastors, to be by them dlsl.ributcd 
to their subordinates for issue to the troops. The accumulaUoti of 
surplus stores of any kind in the immediate fields of active operations 
QinbaiTiissos an army, lessens its mobility, diininislios by tbe neces- 
sary guards its fighting strength, and loads to froqn«ih) abandoninoiit 
or destruction of valuable projicrty. It should be avoided. 

Every quartermaster compotont for his office will bo able to csti- 
mato accurately enough, for all practicable purpo.ses, the quantity of 
every kind of suiiply which Ills command will he likely to need within 
a fortnight, Whilo forage and rations for sovoral days use should bo 
always Itept with trooiis, so that they may bo able to march at a 
moment’s notice, as far as possible daily siipplio.s should l>o brought up 
from the depots for daily issue and consumption. This will leave tli o 
supplies packed ill wagons intact as a reserve to he used ontho march. 

With the monthly estimates, forwarded on tlio last day of each 
month, there ahonld bo full estimates of funds for paying off any 
indebtedness then existing, and also for the expenses of the ensuing 
mouth the items should ho separately stated in the estimate. 

Those estimates for money should ho consolidated aiiil forwarihul 
by the chief qmirtormastor of tho army to the supervising quartoi'- 
master, who i.s charged with providing him with funds. Only i» 
Gxtraoi’diiifuy cases siiould Ihoso estimates bo sent (liroct to 'Washing- 
ton from tho lloadqiiartors of tho sovoral armies wliero there is a 
supervising quartermaster. 

The supervising quartermastors will forward the ostimates, with 
their reniarks, for tho action of tho Quartoriuaster-Qeiioral. 

They will .supply such funds ns are immediately iieoclod, and will 
advise the Quartermaster-Gonoral’s Ofllco, at Washington, of tho best 
mode at tho time of supplying tho funds required, wfiethor by trails- 
for from tho supervising quartenmustor or by direct remittance to tlio 
chief quartermaster of the ariii5% 

When an army is concentrated there should bo but one disbursing 
quartorinaator, who is the chief qiiavtcrnuuster of tho avm3^ Uu 
should furnisli tlio corps quartcrma.stm'.s witli the funds needed to jm.v 
oil the pay-rolls of all i}or.sons employed by tho quarfcorniaHl:iu‘'*H 
doimrtmont within their several coininanda, and should oxaniino those 
pay-rolls and correct them before furnishing tho funds. 

Where a body of trooijs is dctiiclied tp a cousiderahlo distance, tho 
funds nocessai'y to pay for forage or supplies piiroha.sccl fyoni loyal 
citizens of tho country in which Uioy are operating should bo jilatuxl 
ill tho hands of tho senior quartoriuaster accompanying them, win) 
should alway.s bo a bonded disbui'suig officer, of the rank at Ica.st (>f 
(captain and assistant qu.artonnastor. 

Public inoiioy should not bo placed in the liands of oflicors wlio 
have not given bonds. Therefore, if tho command thus detached is to

BOrvleo iiM the exigeneioH of the Horvii^e may retjiiire. 

Tlio money oirored nsudilitlonal honidy IVir nM-niits loi' old organiza- 
tions is tiiat paid nmlor tho aet liyilrarted men lor Mm proeiii'iitioii of 
substitutes, and tho nmn raised hy this monov should go lo Mm sanm 
gonoral purposes as those drafteilj tiuit is, to old organi/ntiuii.s. 'I'lmro 
is probably no doubt in Mm mind of any military iiinii hut that the 
oxigemoies of the service” rmiuire that tim ohl organ i/ations hn lilled 
in proforoneo to the new ones.

The Hound ol! tlie bugle brought the moro eonsiderato part of the 
communily to thoir aoiisos, and caused the rebels to floe to the moun- 
taiiiH, wliore they remained until we left town. 

On the 17th Enrolling OIBcov Godfi'ey notified the (ioiiaeriiitH to 
appear at jmer ollice on the Oth ol: Noveinlier next. 

AVo learned the iiamcH of some of the most prominent rebels con- 
cerned in the recent assault made on the olUeei's who wore sent to 
notify the eonscrlpLs; bu t as they had all loft town wo could not have 
(iJie ploHHure of arresting tliom, butareiii hopes to bo moro Huccos-sful 
on our next visit. 

I think on the avIioIo that our visit to Jackson will have a good 
oHoet on tlio iiihabiljints of tliat town, from the fact that on Sunday, 
October 19, they had religious sorvlcos in the church, wliicli I learned 
were the first religious services that had been iiold In that town fur 
eighteen months.

V. 'I’lio prciniiinis and boitntioa provided by tlio Gonoral Govcnni- 
niont and State for all volnnteor oiilistinonts arc on a .s(ia](5 of snob 
nuinificonco that, while all who can outer tho servico should do so, 
those who from age or physical Infirmity are iiicilgiblo to oiilistmeiita 
may find it for their interest ns well as honor to suspend their ordi- 
nary avocations for the work of obtaining soldiers Ibr tho Gov(M-n- 
ment until tho full number i*e(iuirod from this State is furnisluMi. 

VI. Two I'egiments of infantry and one of cavalry, to ho composed 
almost wholly of momboi^s that luivo already served not. less (ban 
nine months in the field and boon honorably discharged, are now jno- 
grossing in their enlistment and organization at iVngnsla, In all 

• enlistments of new recruits or veteran soldiers, they can elect for a 
few weeks to enter either of tho.so organizations wiMi StIOO State 
bounty or some regiment or corps in the hold witli bounty to veterans 
but after those throe commaiids are llllod, as they soon will 
bo, every voluntoor must of necessity bo sent directly into' the field. 

VII. Under the resolve of tlio Legislature of January 1^7, :I8(J!}, 
authorizing “tiio Governor and commandor-in-eliiof to continuo tho 
payment of 855 boiiiity to recruite for tho tlireo-yoai’s’ j’ogiinents or 
batteries of Maine Voluntoors so long as in his judgment tlio jiublic 
oxigoncics roquiro,” this amount will bo continued to V(d.erans enlisted 
for organizations now in tlus Hold.

VIII. In view of tho llabiUl.y of veUn’an soldiers to bo called into 
service uudor the operation of tho next draft without Stal.o or Gov- 
•ei'iiment bounty, it behooves them to embrace tho piusont nnjiaralloled 
advantages oirored In completing tho vo(.oran organizations in tills 
State, of entering a rogimont of their choice with a' State and Govern- 
ment bounty of $502— an amount suftlcient to secure to any man of 
roinsonable desires a comfortable and permanent liomo for hims( 3 lf 
and family.

A few weeks since onloi-a wore i-ocoived for the appointment of 
locruiting officers and the culistmontof voliintoei's for regiments now 
in the field, the volunteer to have tho clioiee of regiments. This 
order made no distinction of color, and it was snpposiid that all citi- 
zens of this Commonwealth had a right to enlist and receive tho largo 
hountics offered.

This is gross injuatico to tho citizens of 
tins district and tliis State. Our colored men are citizens. Their 
names are registered among tho enrolled militia of t!io XJnitod States. 
A numher of them liavo boon drawn in tho draft. Some of these 
have gone to tho war, others have furnished substitutes or paid com- 
mutation. Wo shall oblige thorn to .stand their chance in tho draft 
01. .January, and, if drawn, sliall compel them to go, furnish substi- 
tutes, or pay. 

bliall wo compel these men to pay their liiird-oarnod money that a 
pounty fund may be creaUHl, and then utterly debar thorn from tak- 
ing advantage of tlioso bounties? 

If those premiums eau bo paid to colored men nearly every ahle- 
T one in this district will go, but if not, they will wail; for tho 
draltj so that for every bounty rofimod a colored man there will bo 
one added to the quota for tho next draft. I muloi-sland also that 
Govornmoiit is paying S300 apiece to tho slavoholdors of Maryland 
lor such slaves as enlist. Are not our free cltlzons as much value to 
themsolyes, tholr families, tho State, tho country, the Army a.s the 
slaves of Maryland avo l,o lilio tyrants of that border land ? Governor 
I trust you will see justice done.

Iloforo .Kiiihinoud, at VVilliainsburg, and at Whito House they wore 
(ioihstantly on duty, ami tlioir sorvioes wore fi*e(iiioiitIy important. 

On tho battlo-liold at Malvern J MU tho aid of signal oltioors siibjoctod 
to oontrol, from laud, the llro.aml movenioiit of tho /loot through both 
(lay.s liattlo. It Is dinioult to comjnito tho value, thoro, of this sorvlein 
wluLst, thonooforth, throughout all tho .sorvico of tho land and naval 
tonjoH on tho Pouiimula thoir aid was in roqiiisitlon. 

Ali houtli Mountain and Autiotain signal oflieors won, by thoir con- 
duct and tho value of tlioir .services, tlio isunmondatiou of tlio gouoral 
thoro coininauding. 

In tho (Ij'st attjack on Jfrodorlcksburg, and iu tho long campaign 
lioioro Ihuli city, they had, for thoir onicionoy, tlm praise of General 
MnvjiHido. 

In tho niovoiuonliS at (.'haucollorsvillo, oripplod as tlio corps was by 
tlio failure (througlinofaiiltof its iuombor.s) of soinooC tho apparatus, 
limy .rondorod siioii Horvic.o, as that may be, which kopt up tho com- 
muiimatloii with Gouoral Sodgwhdc’.s Sixth Army Oorp.s— at that time 
utterly out oil! from tho main bod}' of tho army and from lioadiniar- 
tovH— over tho hoad.s of tho robol forces, and when, tho I'otroat being 
ordered and tlm army falling back in tho night upon Die river, tlm 
poiiliooim on tlio right wing of tho army wore .swept away, a messago 
Vr'ont, by thoir aid, across tlm swollen river to hold tho army in its 
lines instead of crowding it, witli danger of a pnulc, on tho banks of 
a torrent It could not cross. 

^ Til Urn iiiovomojits to (Gettysburg the Hold tolographio lines and tlm 
signal stations of tlm corjw, working together, couimcUid army corps 
scattered mllo.s apart iu front of WHshingtou, ami ordurs wont from 
corps to corps when tho oimmy’s cavalry prevented (Im iiassago of 
cimrioi'.H, and oven coutostod with heavy osooi-ts. If alldlm sorvicos 
of tli(^ coi’iis in this campaign ti> Ponnsylvanla thus oxjKiditod tlm 
movements of our army by one day to roach tho Hold of Gettysburg, 
that sorvico alone was wortliy of coiiHidoratiou. 

Wlmn tlm voliol army hi this cainpaign, iDcrosaing tho Potomac, 
licHitatcd at BlartiiiHluirg, as if to return to Maryland, and tho Army 
ot the Ihitomac oast of tho lUno Ridge was liold nuoortain of tho 
oimmy’s iutimtioiis, tho iuforniation obtained, and which wont far to 
show, if it did noli of itself Hx thoir course, elicited for tho corps tho 
thanks of tlm commaiidor of our army. 

In tho now (October HO) Just Hnlslied movement of tli(\ robol army 
thvoatoniiig tlm right of tho Army of the Potoinao, near tho ila])pa- 
haniiook, It is staljcd that tlio Hrat report of tho onomy’.s dosigu was 
made from tlm signal station on Thoroughfare Mountain, many hours 
liofoi'o tlio (jountor niovomont of our army was uoodod. 
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lu tho niovonuiuts of Uio OJU^iny lasli H[»rin^ on Mk' NiinHtunond, in 
tho !l)opartiii()i»i. of Virginia, a d'otacluin'iil. HorviMl ('oniitiuoiiHiy wil.h 
our forcoH.' 

In North Carolina a (lotacdiinonli of the corps lias koi'vimI in all gi'oat 
oporatioiiH sinco the attack on Xloanokc iHlaiui. 

Since IJio last animal roiiort tlio inarkod sorvici' ol' iliis dotaclnnont 
has boon in the inovcmont (Jii Gohlsborougli, in iho atl-ack by lh(^ 
ononiy on the fort opposite Now ll«vnc,aiul jirontlnonlrly wlioii ( hnun-al 
Foster, bosiogod at Washington, was cut olT by tli(> onomy’s batteries 
from other direct commuiucation with tho relieving gun-iioats. 

In tho Department of tho South the ofliccrs of tho corps have served 
in almost every engagement since tho occupancy of Ihirt Royal, their 
servieos culminating in those rendered in tho expedition against 
Charleston, and those at tho existing siege of that eity, hi whicli, ibr 
tho now hundred days of its contiiiuaiico, tlio stirvieo of l.iie eoips in 
all its branohea — ^iiho iiso of tho hold telegraph liiw'S in the triuielu's, 
its communication with tJio naval foi'cos, and its (liides ol' ob.servation 
and report from towers and lookouts — all’ord an example o)' what the 
duty ought to bo ovorywhoro, an<l of tho oni(M<ni(\y lo wlii(di the corps 
can bo brought when its olTieers are supporUxl by that oflieial (xinll- 
donco wliieli is their right. 

In tho Department of the Gulf tlio corps has k{U’v<!<I since hoom aflKU- 
tho first occupancy of New Orleans by Gonernl Ibith'r. A detnehnient 
now aocomiianios tho forces of General Hanks in Mu' iiending move- 
ments in Louisiana. Those oflicoi’s opened tho llrst direct comimini- 
oation from the Upper with tho Lower MiHsIssijipi, wlien Rear- Admiral 
Farragut, running past tho batteries of l*ort Rudsoii, round liiinseir. 
after tlio perilous passage, cut oil above that I’ortress I'rom the vessels 
of his fleet, wliich could not follow Jiiia and wei’o lying in the sti’eaiii 
below. 

There is not, perhaps, on record a feat of aerial I.elegrapliy such as 
that thus and then performed, wlien from tlio to|)mast nl’ tlie Ilag-sliii) 
of the admiral, lying above tlio fort, messag<iN were regularly trjiMs- 
mittod past tho guns of tho fortress to a station on the iimst-topof tlie 
war-vpssel Richmond, five or six. miles bidow. An olHcial letter 
of Capt. James Aldon, commanding the naval forces near baton 
Rouge, La., states tlwit tho value of this service at tills jiuietu re “can 
hardly be overestimated.” 'riiis service, I believe, was also ollicially 
recognized by Admiral Farragut. 

Tlu’ough tiie prolonged siege of Port Hudson tlie co-operation of our 
land and naval forcc.s was assured by this party. The I’eiiorts are 
interesting, TJioy illustrate the signal service at this sh^go, the 
difTicultios under which it was given, and its value. 

In the Department of tlie Toiuioshihi a detachment of the corps has 
served in tlio past year since the hrst attacsk on Vielcsbiirg ami Mie 
sub-soquont attack against Arkansa.s Post. In l,he ]>rogrnsH of flic 
grand siege of Vicksburg tlio olTicors of this detncliiimiit — it being 
then just collGCted, and serving with all the diHadvaiitagc.s of ai. 
acting organization — rendered such aid a.s they could. 'Phoy wore 
stationed on tlio vos.yols of the fleet and with I'Jio troops at ilill’oront 
points on tho banks of tho river. In the passages of (.ho Vielcsburg 
batteries by our steainers running tho hlockado signal ollicors were 
stationed on tlio vessels and shaml the risks of tho n.xpioit. 

When, in tho movomonte turning Vickshurg, the MisHissippi River 
was to bo ciussod by our a rmy near Grand Gulf, the stations of the 

*Soo SoiioH I, Vol. XXVI, Piirt 1, pp. 70-1^0, 
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corps wore opoiiod on the opposite banks of the river. In the inarches 
Mild liattles which followed, and at the battle of Cliaiupion’s Hill, the 
party serving with General McPherson had the distinguished mention 
ol' that oifleor. At tlio hrst investment of the city it fell to tlio corps 
to koop the communication between the wings of oiii’ army and the 
naval forces above and below tliat fortress — a service at that time of 
i 1 iiportanee. As the siege was prolonged their service (though neces- 
sary, and of a character that their default might liavo caused serious 
loss to our arms) was not altogether satisfactory. Tlieir field tolo- 
graphie ti-ains, delayed at Memphis, did not roach them. The oiTicers, 
reporting, deplore that such an opportunity for their service was lost. 

A signal party took part in the operations in the Yazoo, in the 
descent of Admiral Porter to join Admiral Farragut at Hod River, and 
in most of the joint operations of the land and naval forces. A small 
<letachment also served successfully with General Eliot’s Marino 
Urigade. 

In tile Department of tho Cumberland the detachment there sta- 
tioned was in'osont at the battle of Stone’s River. It Is reported by 
General Roaecrans to have “done well.” Tho field telographio trains 
had not then reached them. 

At tlio oooupatiou of Murfrocsborougli, and in tho oi)oratious in that 
violnity in tho spring and summer, tho party lias boon kept at work on 
Klifiiiions of observation and of communication. In the attack by tho 
enemy on Franklin it reported tho need of aid when tho message 
could not well have otherwise gone. During tho movements on Olmt- 
taiiooj^a tho lino of signal stations is reported to luivo extended at 
one tune a distance of oiglity milos. Tho officers scorn to liavo 
ik^Horvod and gained the confidence of Gonoral Roseorans, who then 
eoinmandod tho department. 

A dotaoliment now aGCoini)anios General Hurnsklo in Eastern Ton- 
noHsee and Kentucky, and smaller parties aro with expeditions In 
Louisiana and Arkansas and at different points along the Mississippi. 

'I'hose aro, above stated oui*8orily and in brief, some of tho instances 
ol! Horvioo solooted from those montionod in the mass of reports and 
tho eorrespondencQ on file at this ofllco. 

Til a year’s service, embracing occasions almost innumerable, and 
covering siieli vast operations as those in which those parties have 
striven to take a part, there must bo many inoideuts of failure and of 
illHappointmont. The accounts of these would not always coino to 
lihis ollice clearly, and sometimes not at all. I’lio Department has 
In-ifore it the data as they have boon given to mo. To arrive at fair 
' dooisions of gonoral value, it is proiior — certain successes being known 
to have boon nccomiilislied — to contemplate what disasters might 
have happened to our arms, and, by consoquonce, to the goneral siic-' 
coHS of our armies, liad the aid acknowledgcdly given in any one 
iiivStanco failed to have been there given. I am of the opinion that it 
(Min bo held, in behalf of those whoso time and labor liavo boon 
devoted to this duty, that their service has boon fully as arduous, ami 
at least as successful, as the general duty of that of any of tho same 
nuinW of persons in the Army. 

LEGISLATION. 

The legislation of the last Congress providing for the organization of 
tho corps has had a good effect upon its sorvico. It inaced within 
tlio roach of many deserving mon positions they liad fairly earned by 
labors in tho field. 
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AmouuUng, jih it (.lid, to Ji viMiognizatioii <»!' iniHi. niul I, ho 

ploclgod pi,‘oiniHOB ol! tlici ITiuImbI Stnti'H tloit Mioh(^ who w<m-(' I'oiiiid 
worthy miglili, througli it, obtain positions in a (‘.orps to which l.lioy 
had h'ocomo attaolw^d, and in Avlindi they had (ro(dy riskod IIkoi- lives, 
filndi out Itoiu othor avonuos of distiiud-ion, it (uus)iii’jig(5(l mII, mid led 
to ronowod labors, with a iHiasonablo liopc^ ol' roward to b(^ won l)y 
merit. This logishition has provided lor (.lie pn^sent wiiiit.N of l.lu' 
corps. The pay is liberally iixod, and the grades oT rank and the 
duties are properly established. '1,'ho rules for eiil.cM-ing the corps, 
cither hy eommission or through the ranks, are so drawn as (.o opcui 
tile highest ofltces to tiio aspirations of nil. There is every proper 
ineontive whicjli law eau give to iudiuio valualdo men to the employ, 
and to lead thorn to a faitlitul cliseliargo of tlioir duties, '.riiere is 
placed in the hands of the Executive tliat control ol: tlie oi’gain/ai.ioii 
and of its duties, which is right, at the iiie,<'plhui of a scm-vok' whieh 
was at first only exporimonl.a.l. 'riiere is giv(m to the (lorps all that 
is asked for or rocpiirod. Until tliis law has been oik^o IosI.imI, by (lll- 
ingthe corps to its best organization and putting it in sc-i'vi(Mi, under 
the law, the results of success to bo expoid.ed from its working, or 
the duties of the corps it provides, enii be estimated only in imagina- 
tion. T am of the opinion that no other l((giHlation is juauhal. If the 
law, rightly construed, is carried out, and the corps tluu'imfter lie 
Avanting in success, tlie fault avIU bo oitlier in tln^ oflUiors wlio control 
it or with tho material that roprosouts It in the llekl. 

iniOQRESS OF OUGARrZATION OF TUI'’, CJOUl’H. 

In pursuance of the acjtof March 11, IHdll, wliieli provhhk! for the 
organization of tho Signal Uorps of the Army, a lioard of ofllcMirs was 
coiivoncd on April 13, 1803, by order of the VViir Dejmi'tiinuit. 'I'lie 
importance of the business to bo brought Ixd’on^ this Hoard had 
induced thovoquast, on thopartof thoSIgnalOflicerof the Army, that 
itsmembors slionld bo oflieors of known elmrael-er mid iieiiuirtumviit. 
Ido not think tho selection made by the War Deimrtment (Muild Im^ 
improved, or that a body of oflieors eoiild Im found to moiHumnsid- 
oratoly and faithfully (lischargo thoir duties, or wilh a more eoii- 
soieiitlous regard for tho interests of tho s(U’viee-, tiinu that wliieli has 
actuated these gentlomoii through the prolonged sitssiims of the piisl. 
summer. Tho order convening tho Hoard has lieeu modilled from 
time to time by the War I)oi)artment. The Board has acted with its 
best judgment to cany oAit its provisions. It was made a part of 
their duty to report on a plan of organization ol: the corps, a nd on 
other matters pertaining to its duties, as their military exporiemte 
and thoir opportunities for investigation miglit suggest. ’ Tliis reporl. 
has already boon submitted to thoAVar DopnrtnK.mt. 

This report has been made by the Board after due c.iiMHidi'ration, 
and Avitli full access to tho records of tho onieo, the ollieiai reports, 
papers, and other information to bo there oblaimal in rega rd to l.lu' 
history of tho corps, its duties, and its progruss from the hegiimiug 
of the Avar. I fully (xinouiTod in the recommendatpioii.s of this I’eport, 
and I respectfully advise their adoption. 

The duties of tho examination of ollicora and of recomiiumdations 
for appointments which devolved upon this central hoard w«u'e of a 
delicate character. It was thoir province to (liscriminuti' between 
officers Avlio have sorvefl gallantly and z(‘aJousIy from tlie bogiiniing 
of tho Avar and to .fix thoir grade.s of rank and I'cd'alpivo stauding. q'ho 
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hivisluKiHH with \vlii(!n, ill tlio Orti’Iy iUya of i.lio wav, iiositioiis of rank 
woi'o ( iHl,vi .uhMl Honua-nmis without vopiwl to nuallfioation, incroasea 
I, ho (I i h(uiltH|H ol th(' task. It was iioouasavy 1,o roomumond a rodiu!- 
tioii ol rank iii sonio oukom, In othci-s oaiididatos wovo fouml disquali- 
(iod to ontor Mio oorps. 'rhia-o wore fowimimhwmt positions providod 
by tho law; tins asinrantH woi-o mimovous, and the (daiins of oaoh in 
his own oHtiinatiOM, oniiiient. The (]uall(ioation.s, record of sorvioo 
and conduct ol: each applicant were the 1 »ihIh on which to llx his atand- 
iiiM-. In I'hiH task ol: ilecision tlie Hoard has proceeded with patience 
kind consKhu'ation, and Impartiality. 'Pho result of their action will 
beto reiKhu- jUHthiO in, the lists they present, in so far us is possible 
with hninan .indj-iiKmt. On July 17, I-Smi, orders issued from the War 
Departnumt lor thi\ formatiou of other hoards iu the diiroront niilitarv 
dcpai'tiuents, witli a view to the examination of the ofdeers thei-e sorv- 
iiiK, and to expedite tlie or^^anization of the eorps. 'Plie constant 
moving of the great armies, with which the olllcers are in tho held 
engaged, in hatthis, nuindies, and sieges, luivo rendered it impossible 
1,0 colleet the repoi'ts of iJiose hoards rapidly, or for the hoards to con- 
thiuo in permanent sessions. • Their meetings liave liecii in tents, and 
In the casii o( the .Iioard assemhled on Morris Island, its Hossions wore 
hold (luring the siege of hort Wagner and nearly within tlie range of 
the enemy’s artillery. 'Phe re]>ortH from tlie departments of Virginia 
North (^arolina, hoiith (laroliiui', and the (lulf are now coniplote. 
Tlioso from the Departments of the Tennessee and of tho Cumberland 
thmigli partially remhtriHi, are not yet Hnl.shed. 

lloHi’ds for tlie examination of non-(!onimiHsioned oHiccrH and of 
enlisted men have also been convened in caeh military department. 
Thoir reconnuendatioiiK for sergeants and privaU^s of tlie din'orent 
cliiHHiiH are received. 'Phese hoards retain their organl/ation fertile 
oxaniination, under tlu^ law, of siieli enlisted men as may be eidisted 
ill or traiisl’erred to tho corps. Oii August J, IHO.'I, in accordance 
wiliii authority Iroui the War .Departineiit, a board coiivonod at tlio 
(Jamil of rnstruetioii, in ({corgeUiwn, I). C. for tho examination, for 
admission to the corps, of such candidates (coming either from mili- 
tary or civil life) as might bo projierly brouglifc before it. It has boon 
tho rule of ( liis oIIIimi, as it lias heon l.lie understood wisli of tlic War 
Department, to throw open tlie.se oxamhiatioiis for the wiliest ami 
fairi'st ('oinpetition; to refuse to no respecbiblo eiti'/en of the Unibnl 
States permisHion to appear lieCore the Hoard, ami to be guided solely 
liy IJie dei'ision of Die Hoard as l.o the recommendation of his appoint- 
ment. 'Pile ai'tion of this Hoard, on whieh no iiifluenees are brouglit 
t() Iicar, is impartial, 'i’lie wide Held for selection alTords opiiovtu- 
nity to olitain the liest material. 'Plie (piallllcHtions of the apihieants 
who have thus ontoi’cd the corps have warranted the ]ilah pursued. 
It is iiropor that tho precedent thus establishod should be followed 
Iiereafter. 

The organisation has iiroceoded slowly, and with tho diffioulties 
necessary in such times as now.

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IToiloy Brook is the place of two collieries, about lialf a mileclistfint 
anti west of soiitli from Audonried, and is in Scliiiylkill County, iu 
the 'reiith Congressional District of Pcinisylvania, 

Audonried, Yorktown, Fi'oiiclitowii, and Honey Brook being, as it 
were, out of tlio world, are notoriously the icceptncles of tho worst 
classes of mining and laboring men. 

Some of my officers serving notices on drafted men iu Blythe and 
Schuylkill Townships, lying eUvSt of Honey Brook, had been driven 
oif, and a similar treatment was threatened at Honey Bioolc. After 
liaving properly learned tho residences of all the drafted men in 
Honoy Brook, I dispatched a force of fifty cavalry, with iny deputy, 
Uriah Gane, on Monday morning, the 20th of October, to protect and 
aid the officer in leaving' notices. The expedition was vciy successful. 
Tho notices were served on all tho drafted men bliere, and also on 
those in Sohiiylkill and Blythe Townships, and likewise in Mahaiioy, 
which is another mining township. TJte men thou notified have 
pretty near all reported hero. 

While the cavalry were iu Honey Brook they wore invited by Mr. 
George IC. Smith, the coal mining tenant, over to his liouso in York- 
1, own and were entertained very linndsoinely by liim tlicre. Toward 
tlw eloao of that week Mr. Smith wrote a letter to Deputy Gane, iu 
whioh ho told liim that the population there and thereabouts was very 
Indignant at him for having £6ted tho cavalry as ho liad done, and 
also^ tliat ho was suspected and charged with liaviug pointed out tho 
drafted men about there t.o tho notifying officers, and that his life had 
been throatonod. I regret that Gane lias mislaid or lost this letter, 
bocaiiao I desired to quote from it Mr. Smith’s language to you. Mr. 
Smith was a man of consklorablo education and skill as a civil ami 
milling engineer; a man of force whorovor ho lived, and truly loyal 
and fi’CG spolcoii. 

I roeoivod yesterday from Audonried tlio following letter, dated 
ycHterda3'’j from a roliablo Union man to mo: 

0. Toweu, Esq. : 

Dkau SiU! Thoroiguof terror 1ms now coiniuoiiced iu earnest up hero. Yes- 
terday a party of men camo from Hazleton and notified ns to stop work iminefli- 
atoly, othoi'wiso the breakers wonld either l>e“i)ulled or burned down." They 
said tlio war had gono on long enough, niid that they wore deteruiinert to put a 
stop to it. 

Lust night about 8 o’clock twomonwout toGoovgoK. Sinitli'afiooi'andinquirod 
for Siiiitli. Ono gave his immo Evan Jones, and said ho had a letter from Mnuch 
Cluinlc that ho must dolivor pei-sonally. Mrs. Smith told tho men that lior hus- 
band was iu bed sick, and if they would give it to her aho would take the letter up 
to him. One of tho men said he would givo it to hov, but instead of giving her a 
letter ho pirlled out of liis pocket a rovolvor and a shot was fli'ecl into tho house. 
Tlio olerlc caino into the room to see what was tlie inattor, when four shots woi'o 
fired at him, ono talring effect in his thigh. Smith hearing tho disturbance down 
stnli-H, got out of bed and oamo down in his niglifc clothes, when he inimediatoly 
rccoivocl a ball through his head, Idlliiig him instantly. They afterward tired 
several shots into him after* he was fallen. This deed was done by men living in 
our own noighborhood, but not identified. There rvas between twenty and thirty 
of thorn. 

And now, either one of two things must bo done. If the Government will not 
protect us and tho property, especially on the Honey Brook estate, and make a 
clean sweep of the copperheads, then we must leave, and that soon. No ono is 
safe, and wo do not Itnow who vml be the next viotim. The few Union men up 
hero have to stand guard about our liousea all night. 

WJiilc I have been writing this I have received anothei' letter, dated 
to-day, from tbo same gentleman,. in whicli be says: “We got fifty 
infantry soldiers up from Beaver Meadows”— wliicb is a considerable

'I’he opposition emamiitered in making the oni-ollmout cannot be 
said to liave heeii serioim, Somo of the enrolling officers wore mal- 
treated and one or two assaH.slnateil; hut prompt action on the part 
of the civil iiutlinritlcs, ahled, whoji necessary, by military i)atroi8, 
clVectod the ai'rest of guilty parties ami eheciced these outrages. 

In certain iniuiiig distnets in Penimylvania organwod bodies of 
miniM'H ftir a time opposed the, enrollment, but the measuroH thereupon 
adopted hy the U. S. authorities overcame their oiipositioii.

Paragrajih UH of tlui ortic-ial list roads “ llstula in ano is not a po.si- 
tive <lis((ualiIieation, but may become so, if oxbonsivo or complicatod 
wilili N’iseeral disemso.” “Loss or coinploto atropiiy of both tostiolos” 
(iKit their niiu’ii absenco from tho Kcrotiim) l.s so likely to bo followed 
by loss of imuily courage that In my opiiuou a iicrson with such 
inllrmity should not b(» jjiacod in a sltiiatlou where oowardico would 
be punished by an ignomlnioim death; and, indeed, I doubt whether 
such a jiersou is lialilo to military sorvico under tho law whicli applies 
only 1,0 “ al»Ie-l)odied male citl’/ons.” When tho tostiolos aro rotaiued 
ill the gi'oiii Miey Imcomo ho inflamed, enlarged, and painful on 
miii’idies or long rides as to unlit for active sorvico. 

Doctor llowilil.c.li suggosls more dollnitonoss in paragrapli 22, and 
in this I fully agree, and rooommond that tlio application of that 
jiaragraph lie* i'('Hti‘icU«l to those cases whore tlio loss of teeth is so 
great that if l-lio man worn iiistrictod to solid food lie would soon 
become incHimeitatod for niilitary sorvieo.

Secyi'etary of War, Washington: 

Sir: At a meeting of the general committee of the Now York Asso- 
ciation for Colored Volunteers, an association formed under the 
annexed call from Peter Cooper*, General Sickles, and many other 
well-kno^vn citizens, it was — 

Resolved, That General W. K. Strong, late of the U. S. Army, bo requostea to 
telcgi-aph to the Wai* Department to know whether the Prosiclent will authorize 
the en^tmont of colored volunteera in this State and credit thorn on tho quota of 
this State, under tho President’s proclamation for more volunteers in suppressing 
the rebellion. 

This application to tho National Government results from tho 
refusal of certain State functionaries to recognize colored men hi tho 
call for volunteers, notwithstanding the fact that tho President’s 
proclamation for volunteers makes no discrimination, and the addi- 
tional fact that that class of citizens are subject (like wliito men) to 
a draft. 

Tho brevity of the time left for action on this subject, and an ear- 
nest desire to aid in re-enforcing the National Army at tho earliest 
practicfible moment, will probably furnish axiology for this general 
committee in asking an early answer to the foregoing interrogatory.

Fellow-Citizens: Now York State has but a few weeks within 
which to raise her quota of over 100,000 men by volunteering. 

If we allow our citizens to be drawn away by superior inducements 
offered by other States, wo lose them in making up our quota, and 
the draft will fall heavily upon those wlio are left. 

Or, if we raise the men by volunteering at tho last hour wo shall 
have to pay large bounties and heavier taxes.

Sev- 
eral thousands of these may be added to the strength of our Army, 
and also saved to the quota of our State by a prompt and vigorous 
movement.

Tho dust point to settle is whether it be Intended to make thi'so num 
soldiers or iiiero laborers; if tho latter, tlie inodi^ pursiiod Is t ho right 
one, and I have nothing more to say. If tho birinor, tlum tlioro iiro 
some vital changes to bo made. I fear tlnit many high ollieialH onlsido 
of Washington have no other intention than that these men slmll he 
used as diggers and drudges. Now, T am w<dl satislled fj'om my seven 
montlrs’ intercourse with them that with just treatment tlu\v‘(Nin he 
imide soldiers of as liigli an average as any in the woi-ld. 'IMielr (pial- 
ilications in most respects are equal to anyaiid in one superior, to wit, 
their habit of subordination. All that Is neee.SHary is to give l liem a 
fair chance, which has not boon done. Sincel imve' been in comniiind 
such lias been tho amount of fatigue work thrust upon Ihe orgn.ui>^a> 
lion that it has boon with tho iitmo.st dilllculty that any t ime (Miiild 
ho sot aside for drill. Months have passed at times without tlio rio.ssi- 
bihty of any drill at all. Tho amount of actual labor performed by 
tliG.so men lias boon ononnons. Much of it was done by them in the 

trenches duringthosicgeofthisplace, whilst more exposed tothoHOvero 
lire of tlieonoinythau any other of oiiv troops. 'Phey diselnirged tlicir 
duties with choorfuln oss, alacrity, and iimi-ked courage.

Mon have boon 
made Held onicors in tliis .section who are not fit tobonoii-commissioned 
oilicers men so ignorant tliat they <;annot write throe coiisociitivo 
sentences Avitliout violating orthography and syntax. 

My own judgment is, tliat in .the great futiim before ua avo shall 
have to draAv largely from this oloinont for soldlors, and tho sooner 
Ave sot about it in earnest the hotter. This Avill bo boat accomplished 
by establishing the bettor regiments on tho same footing and porma- 
nancoas the Uegnlar Army, if not actually a part of it. The thorough 
discipline of that brancli of the service is needed in tiiia organization, 
both for oihcoi'S and men. I desire to aHauro you, in conclusion, 
general, that my faitli In tliis movement groAA's atrongor clay by day. 
Tho obstacles Avhicli have opposed its progress in tho SentliAvost aro 
altogetlior oxeeptional, and havo no noeeasary connection Avlth it.

riio roipiost of Governor Oarjioy that no attempt for Mio present bo 
made by xn-'ovost-inHi'siuils of this State at recruiting for ohl or now 
organizations should insure, in my Judgment, tho. granting of ids 
roiiuest, providing the statomonhs upon wliich Ids reasons are based 
are correct. Tli is, however, is not tho emso, ns wiU lie seen by tlie facts 
I deem it niy duty to plainly state In tho same order I have indicated 
in the naiTiitioii of the aforesaid rcusons of tlio Governor. 

First. It is true that the organization of the Fiftoontli Kansas Cav- 
alry has boon eoniiiletod, and is at least up to thoiniidmiim strength. 

This j’ogimont wa,s raised, by Col. C. K. Jonidson on authority 
rocoivod from Governor Carney. Many of tho men wore drawn from 
tho State of Missouri, and enlisted by i*ecruiting oHlcors stationed at 
p()inl;s along tho river and eastern border of tho State of Kansas. Tlie 
wliolo was controlled ].>y Colonel Jeimlson, who received tlie (jommis- 
HioiiH for officors from tho Govoiiior signed in blank, and filled tliom 
with the names of such persons as ho saw fit. The I'ogimont was 
raised very rapidly, and practically outside of tho efforts or supor- 
vision o:f tlio Governor of Kansas.

His recruiting for tho Second, Sixth, and Niiitli liog- 
inionts is without my Jaiowleclge. 'riils report is mad(» liliiis minuto 
m ovdor to eorroot tho ollieial ilm^eption am) inisHtatennuits in Gov* 
ornor Carney’s letter of November il7. 

I am of the opinion that tins recruiting serviiai in this Stale should 
horoaftor bo <K>nductcd as far us jirac-ticalde in aia’orilaiiee with tho 
plan roooutly adopted by this llui'eau, existing alumes corrected, and 
with a view of filling up old orgauiy-ations. 

I will add that I havo boon particularly eavid'iil at all tpinics to 
co-oporato fully -with Govoriior (JariHjy in luatters ridat-iiig to tlio olli- 
Gieuoy of tho sorvico, as well as in all ollic.lal luisiiK's.s.

'I’ho ImuntiOH as now provided by tho War .Dopartmont, were a 
iiGCOHsary part ol tlio draft law, which roauired the money raised to 
bo nsod to proouro Hubstituto.s, whicli amounts to nothing more or loss 
tlian olloring a bounty to vocriiiks. I think it was a proper and neo- 
ossaiy stop o(: tiio War .Department to carryout tho law and moot the 
present omorgonoy, which is to supply tho place of tho men whoso 
terms expire next spring and sninmor by getting now recruits for 
those rogiinoiitH and soenro tho ro-onlistmont of the men now in them 
As soon as tins omorgeney sliall liavo boon mot I think tho lariro 
bounties should oeaso. My views as to tho act which should now bo 
passeil appear in a project horcwitli, marked “An act to provide for 
recruiting Iho national armies.” From tlio Jittlo I have gleaned from 
the proeoedings oC C<)ngro.SH thus far, I think tho mombors gonorallv 
do not appreijiato the extent of tho macldiioiy roquirod and tho time 
and labor neooHsaiy to draft men into sovvico. It is important that 
this should be eonsideredj see, for example, tho labors expected of a 
HingJe Hurgooii in each CongrosHional district. Tlio fact is that I 
never could have got along at all without employing otliors, and this 
I have done. ’
